I have your letter of the #2nd instant in 
which you state that if the Bishop of Mackenzie River will 
say that the pupils at the Hay River school for whom the 
full grant was not paid were in residence the full 
quarter, although sick, the payment will be maie on &@ 
supplementary return cover ing the time deducted hy the 
Department. May I supeest that the requirement of the 
supplementary return be dispensed with, and that payment 
of the shortage be made upon the returns already in the 
possession of the Dey artment? Hay River is quite a 
distance, and is beyond mail communication. Letters have 
to await the carriage of Hudson's Bay people or other 
traders. The requirement of a supplementary return would 
mean thut payment could not be made until the first mail 
is received from Hay River next Summer. His Lordship 
has already stated, as you will observe on reference to 
the copy of his letter of the 29th ultimo which the 
Commissioner enclosed to you on the 10th instant, that 
the children were all at the school and had to be fed and 
cared for just the same as if they were attending the 
classes. It is quite evident from the returns and the 
correspondence that in this school the returns are made 
up from the registers kept in the classroom, in which 
failure to attend the class is noted as absencea. It

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HAY RIVER INDIAN BOARDING SCHOOL. 


During the year 1909 I visited Mackenzie River District 
as far North as the Arctic Coast,crossing over the mountains 
from Fort McPherson and going down the Porcupine River by 
way of Rampart House and Fort Yukon to Dawson. 

On the way I was able in the month of July to visit 
Hay River School,and since that time I have had several 
reports from the Principal,Rev.A.J.Vale. I now desire to give 
the following brief report concerning the Indian Boarding 
School at Hay River:- 

During 1908 - 1909 there were 35 children in attend- 
ance at the school,15 boys and 20 girls.In addition there 
were 9 day pupils. 

In 1909 - 1910 there were 38 boarders,16 boys and 22 
girls. 

fhe health of the pupils has been uniformly good with 
the exception of a few minor ailments. No deaths have occurred 
in the school during the last two years - up to March 1910 
which is the date of the latest news received.. The manage- 
ment and discipline of the school saem good. 

fhe children were taught with a view of their return- 
ing to their former homes in most cases. The practical side 
was therefore emphasized. The boys were given ample instr- 
uction in gardening and fishing.They were also given oppor- 
tunities to learn properly the use of an axe and other tools 


used in carpentering.

The girls received practical instruction in cooking, 
sewing ,housekeep ing etc.

one of the teachers jase gave instructions in wood 


carving ,and several of the children made good progress in 
this art. The ordinary school work has of course been carried 
on regularly. 

I had occasion to mask notice the marked improvement 
shown in the cases of @ muber of children. 

One young man who left the school last sumer accomp— 
anied me on a winter journey from Fort McPhersom to Rampart 
House. I observed that he had made good use of his term of 
schooling. He was moreover persever ing in his endeavours 
to teach others. 

The Hay River School has done good work,and under 
it's present management continues to exert 8 veneficent 
influence ,not only directly amongst the children,but also 


through them among the tribes to which they pelong.

ac well ar for myself, and herewith enclose them to you. 

In signing thic agreement I wish to bring to your 
notice several points in which some alteration seems to be 
required, or at any rate a liberal interpretation in the practicalf 
application of the rules.

or in other words, twenty seven is the maximum limit. You are 
probably aware that the children are received from many aifferent 
points in the Northern District, and practigally the only time 
that they can be brought to the school is for a short poriod 
in the Summer. Gupposing twentyeceven are taken in during the 
Summer, and through an epidemic of ilines: or for any other 
rearcon, a number of them either die or have to be sent home, 
it may be prectically impossible to procure other children till 
the following Summer. In the meantime the cost of the cchool 
is going on at almost the same rate as if the full number of 
children were in school, and the management is handicapped 
for lack of funds. The only remedy I can suggest, that in a 
remote school like Hay River the number of pupils allowed to 
remain at one time in excess of twenty-five should be increased 
Secondly- Under Section One, Sub section Two (a) 
The rule regarding the school age of seven or over, if rigidly 
enforced, may be sometimes a hardship. It is our experience 
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Dele he mn 2—— 


that sometimes we are asked to take orphans or children who 
have no one to care for then, and sometimes theese may be under 
the age of seven, and yet it might be an advantage all around 
to receive them into the school. fhe maximum limit of twenty- 
seven children, however, might forbid this. If the management 
were permitted to receive chilaren of five or at any rate siz 
years of age, under exceptional circumstances, or were even 
allowed to receive such, without being counted in the matter 
of the excess number of pupils, it would I think be a rearonebdle 
relief. 

Bhirdly- Section One, Sub-Bection Pour (a) require: 
that no child shall be admitted unless he or she be a duly 
enrolled member of Hay Biver band of Indians residirg at Hay 
River and vicinity, Ind@ians now under the supervision of 
H.&eGonroy Inspector Treaty Ho. 8. I am not sure how far North 
Mr. Conroy’: inspector~ship extends. When 1 pasced down the 
Mackenzie River in 1909, a number of Indians at Simpson, 
Wrigley, McPherson, Norman and other places, requested me to 
heve their children taken to the schools fhe same is, I believe, 
true every yeare Boarding School was established for the 
purpose of providing the Indians connected with the Church 

of Bngleand in the whole of the Maekenzie River Diocece or 
District, and I thought that wes the understanding with the 
Department. 1 think &t is reasonable that the Northern Indiane 
should have the adWantage of the school even though not under 
a formal treaty. I trust you will find some way to overcome 
this disebility. 

Pourthly= Section One, Subesection four (b) ctater 
that no half-breed child shall be admitted unless permitted 
by the Supt. General, and that in any case, no grant chall be 
allowed for such chilé, It would seem reasonable that in a 
remote region like Mackenzie District, some latitude should 
be allowed the management in admitting such children as it is 
impossible as a rule to consult your Repartment beforehand. 
fhe Bishop or Archdeacon Lucas in the Annual Summer visits to 
the Coast, may be asked to take such children. Often there is 
no way of finding out beforehand what children are available, 
and at least a year would have to elapse if the consent of your 
Department must be first obtained. Then again some half-breed 
children are practically Indians, and in some cases also it 
might be a difficult task to prove whether @ child were Indian 
or haif-breed. I presume this rule would apply only to haif- 
breed children, whose white parent is providing for his or 
her support. 
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v Pifthly= In Section Bwo Subsp@tion Qne, certified 
returns are required for each quarter before the grant is 

paid. This regulation in the case of Hay River will cause a 

long @@lay especially at certain seasons of the year. | would 
cuggest that the payments be made at least one querter in a@iiiuan 
advance. They could be based on the returns of the preceding 
quarter am@a if it be found that these returns can reach Ottawa 
in a reasonable time. 


I can assure you that the management of the school 
will endeavor as far as possible to carry out the instructions 
of the Be ment. But I know you will recognise the difficulties 
with the River school. I hope you will be able to give the 
matter speciel consideration, and that you will endeavor to 
give such relief from the strict reading of the general re, 
gulations as’ the circumstances require.

The above school serves the whole of the Anglican Diocese of 
Mackenzie River,and twe children attending it are brought from their 
homes by steamer at distances ranging from 250 to 1200 miles, This 
involves the Mission in a very heavy expenditure yearly for fares, I 
venture to approach your Departmpat therefore with the view of obtain 
ing help towards meeting this heavy and inevitable outlay, and would 
respectfully call your attention to the following:- 

These children are in several cases, orphans, and even when 
such is not the case,their parents are unable to defray the expense 
of sending them to the school, 

The children are all promised to the school for periods ran 
ging from Five years and upwards,s0 that the expense incurred would 
not be asked for in any particular case under that time, 

No child has been taken to the school for many years past 
Without having been thoroughly inspected and examined by the Govern- 
ment Doctor, This precaution,I consider, is of the utmost importance,

HAY RIVER BOARDING SCHOOL. (Anglican. ) 

At the time of my visit to Hay River the new school 
building wes in process of erection. As will be seen by 
the photograph it is # commodious structure «and compared 
with the old building is e great improvement. It is ece 
pected that the new school will be ready for occupancy 
sbout the month of June next. 

Up to the present time the school work hes been con- 
siderably hendicepped owing to the lack of accommodation. 

The messurements of the school are 94 ft. x 30 ft. 
and it will be two storeys in height. 

The usual clesses were held during my stey eat Hay 
River end I wes especially struck,with the proficiency 
of the pupils in reading and writing. Several Eskono child- 
ren receive tuition here and exhibit great sptitude for 
leerning. 

The clase work was generally well up to the standard 
and the boys eppeared to thoroughly enjoy their outside 
work. The pupils, both hoys and girls, appear singularly 
healthy and vigorous. 

I was able to secure from the school principal a Mr, 
A. J. Vale, a statement or record of the doings of exe 


pupils of the school. This statement is attached.

This year the heal th of the children 13 good. 
In July we received by SS "Mackenzie River" a little irl 
from Arctic Red River who was revorted to be suffering 
from Diphtheria - the whole of the new pupils vere iso- 
lated in the Isolation Hospital (built last summer) - 
the little eirl placed in 4 tent with a nurse. The new 
pupils, however, were infected and had to stay in the 
hospital six weeks. They were cleaned up - 41] things 
burned - and moved over to the large school. Qne week 
Later it was found that the Indian girl that had been 
helping Mrse Hunter (nurse) had the disease - the school 
was quarantined - no one being allowed to visit from the 
villare. In all forty-three (43) boys and eirls nad 
the complsint. Through the faithful work of Mrs. Hunter 
and the Matrons, assisted by ms. Bowring (4 trained nurse) 
no ieaths occureed from the disease, though 11 were worn 
out by the tremendous strain. 


Dr. macDonsld visited us, put could not stay 
as requested. 


I hava to renort the death of one pupil trom 
Laryngitis. At present 411 the oupils are excep tionally 
well. The strict quarantine repulations Kept the 
disease from spreaiing to the village. The rooms are 
solendidly ventilated - the furnaces are & great success - 
each boy &nda each girl hes 4 separate bed - and all are 
cheerful and haopy.

In July 13th,1916, I wrote you respecting the conveyance of 
Indian Children to the Hay River Boarding School, pointing out the great 
distances over which they travelled and the heavy expenses incurred by 
the Diocese in connection with their fares. I mentioned having heard the 
report that the fares of some children who had been sent to the Roman 
Catholic Boarding School at Fort Providence had been paid by the Depart- 
ment through your Agent at Fort Simpson,and expressed the hope that you 
would extend the favour to us, 

In your reply of August 23rd,1916, No.170367,you stated that 
the Department could not pay the cost of transport of any child to the 
schools,thet it was through an oversight the fare of a child going to 
Providence was paié but it would not be done again. 

I regret to trouble you again on this matter, but last July 
(1918),1 was informed by your Agent of Fort Simpson,himeelf,that the 
Department was paying the fares of the children who were going up to the 
Providence School. He stated this quite frankly and openly to me in the 
presence of Inspector H.A.Conroy,and seemed surprised that I was not 
receiving the same benefit. These being the facts,1 feel I must 
again bring the matter to your notice in the hope that you extend to

Dear Sir:- 


During my recent visit to Ottawa I discussed with 
the Superintendent of Indian Education, the question of an 
increased per capita grant for the school at Hay Kiver, but 
was informed that this could not he done without placing on 
the Department the additional financial responsibility of 
increasing the per capita grant for other schools belonging 
to other religious bodies in the licKenzie River valley. 

While it is not the desire of our Sooiety to add unnecessarily 
to the heavy financial burden already being borne by your 
Department, I should like to make it quite clear that the 
present per capitu grant of 3145. for the Hay River School, 
plus 320. bonus, is not sufficiently large in the opinion of 
our Society, to help to meet the requiremen of this School, 
ind I have been requested to refer this question to you for 
further consideration. 


For your information I may state that our Soolety, 
on assuming responsibility for the maintenance and administra- 
tion of this School from Jan. lst of this year, has been 
obliged to meet a deficit of over $2,600., and as the estimate, 
submitted by Bishop Lucas,for operating this School for the 
ourrent year, leaves our Society liable to a grant of nearly 
34,000., you will see how serious the situation is from our 
point of view.

. ia\llopthwest Territories Sranch, 
Department of the Interfor, has shown me their tiles with 
reference to hospitalMvings in the Sort Revolution and lav 
River Indien Recide Schools. Thet Department hes 
refused to designate these schools as hospitals, the 
Department of Health having advised them that it would be 
“an extremely dangerous situation to set up. Children 
are potential subjects of all of the infectious diceaces, 
and having such a focus near a school seems to me to be 
contrary to all the recognized principles of health 
protection. I certainly think a hospital (separate building) 
is required and chould be insi:ted upon.’ On these grounds, 
the Interior Department are not paying grants for the 
hospitslization of patients being treated at the Fort Resol- 
ation or Hay River Indian Residential Schools. 


Our Department is allowing grants for patients at 
both schools (Files Nos. 74-139 and 50-139). The Department 
has written to Dr. Bourget, the Indian agent, regarding the 
advisability of keeping a patient with an infectious disease 
at the Hay River School. As a matter of policy, should we 
allow hospital patients in our residential schools; There 
4s no question but what the authoritie: of the schoolv 
were prompted solely by charity, ac they have cept this 
patient for 24 years without grant. 


I presume that the Interior Depertment will probabil; 
cooperate with us in the provision of funds and in the 
erection of hospitals which may be found necessary in the 
lNorthwest Territories. The present discussion leads me to 
believe that a hospital, to be conducted either under 
Protestant or State auspices, should be ectabliched at ay 
River, where the land is cuitable for gardening. further, 
it appears that Fort Resolution requires a hospitel and 
this fact was brought to our attention by His Lordship 
Bishop Breynat in October, 19235 (154-4-5). There is a 
physician at Resolution but not at Lay River. bishop 
Breynat's scheme was a combined residential schocl and 
hospital, which was changed eventually and which would 
certainly not be a proper arrangement. 


If funds are provided by either the Department of 
the Interior or this Department, or by both, the Department 
of Health would submit plans for suitable buildings. 


Thic memorandum has been written, following Ir. 
Moran's visit, in the interests of the health of the Indian 
children in residential schools and in the interest: of all 
members of/communities who require hospital treatment

I have to inform you that this Department and the 
Department of the Interior have compared reports which have 
been received from the lay River Indien Recidential School 
and I regret to state that there has been duplication of the 
grants. 


the Department of the Interior has been paying a 
grant of 3400 per annum for the conduct of a day school for 
children that are not wards of the {Indian Department. Thi 
grant is conditional upon the regular attendance of Maimc @e 
children, and it is my duty to point out that on the list of 
names directed to the Interior Lepertment there are not ten 
who are not enrolled as pupile of the lay hiver Indian 
heridential School. 


More coriour than thie hae been the duplication 
of maintenance grants in the case of three “torkersen 
children. ‘The Department of the Interior has been allowing 
maintenance grants since April 1st, 1925, and their namee 
have also been inoluded on the returns to this Department 
end our grant hae been allowed for the June and September 
quarters, 1923. These three nemes were included on all 
subsequent quarterly returns showing the enrolment st the 
Indian recidential school; but, as tho average attendance 
was more than 50 in eech quarter - and erant paid for only 
50 - it cannot be said thet there war duplication of grente 
pince October first, 1925. 


I feel that an explanation for thie action ie due 
to the Department. The geogrephicel eituetion of this 
school makes it difficult for us to refuse to admit childron 
when applied for by the kev. Principal on the grounds that 
they are not wards of this Lepartment and therefore 
inoligible. We have to rely on the school management to 
deal fairly, and the facts mentioned in this letter are such 
that I feel our confidence has been misplaced.

Your letter of the let instant (No 139-21) 
relative to (1) the payment of a grant by the Department 
of the Interior for the tuition of non-treaty pupils at 
our Society's Hay River School on condition that there 
should be not less than ten such pupils receiving tuition, 
and (2) the duplication of maintenance grants from your 
Department and the Department of the Interior for the three 
Storkersen children for the June and Sepremer Quarters 1923, 
has been delivered to me, and in reply I beg to state as 
follows := 

(1) With regard to the grant paid by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior for the tuition of non-treaty children 
on condition that not less than ten children of this class 
should receive tuition, I have to inform you that the first 
intimation which I received of this grant being subject 
to this condition was derived from your letter now before 
me. It is possible, of course, that when the Department 
of the Interior undertook to make this grant to the Diocese 
of Mackenzie River, this condition was imposed, and that 
our Society was not informed of its existence at the time 
that the school was transferged to its control, I have 
examined all available correspondence in this connection, but 
having failed to locate any mention of this condition, I am 
writing to the Diocesan authorities, and also to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior for further information in this connection,

The Rev. Dr. Westgate, in accordance with our standing 
arrangements, has forwarded to me a copy of a letter to him 
(Noe 139 -2=1) dated June 2nd, from Mr. J.D.McLean, Assistant Deputy 
Secretary, together with copy, dated June 9th, of his reply to the 
same. 

The tone of Mr. McLean's letter, together with his charge 
of unfair action, and by implication, of deliberate dishonesty, on 
the part of the "school management" of the Hay River Indian 
Residential School, reflect so severely upon the honour of the 
Church that I have no course open before me than to refer the same 
to you for your kind consideration, and such action as, I trust, will 
remove from the management of the Indian Residential Schools 
administered by the Missionary Society of the Church of Englend in 
Canada, all charges and imputations of unfair tactics or dealings in 
the financial relationships existing between the Church, 48 represented 
by the Missionary Society, and your Department. 

While, as noted in Dr. Westgate's reply, the matter under 
discussion, will be carefully followed up and investigated; I feel 
that the facts and considerations set out in that reply, are such as 
to immediately clear the "school management" of the charges or 
imputations made in Mr. McLean's letter, and such, I trust, as will 
enable you to take the action which I very respectfully, put officially, 
Fequedt.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the llth. inst. (139-2-1) relative to the per capita 
Grant for the Hay River School, and to thank you very 
cordially for the same. 

In writing to you again in connexion with this 
important matter, I desire first of all to assure you of 
our Society's deep appreciation of all the financial 
help your Department has given towards meeting the oper- 
ating expenses of this institution. The gradual and 
substantial increases in the pupilage and per capita rates 
between the years 1917 and 1926 as set forth in your 
tabular statement have also been noted with much satis~ 
faction. The situation, however, from our Society's 
point of view is still difficult, and our Commission de~ 
sire me to lay the following statement of cash receipts 
and disbursements for the year 1927 before you for your 
information and sympathetic consideration:-~-

Grant received Do. $1390.95 
Average attendance 2nd. Quarter 32 

Grant received Do. $1440.00 
Average attendance Quarter 36.41

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In addition to this, certain grants are re~ 
ceivable from the Department of the N.W°T., and although 
these have not been received in full for the year 1927, 
4t is expected that they will total approximately $1300. 
Neither this total, nor that set forth above as received 
from your Department, 4neludes the Grent towards the 
Nurse's salary, as the medical work is looked upon by 
our Society as quite distinct from the educational. 

The total cash receipts, therefore, during 1927 may be 
reckoned at $7804.25 or in round figures, say, $8000.00 

Por the same period the cash disvursements made 
by our Society, 4s set forth in the Report of our Com- 
mission's auditor, amoynted to $12,152.67, leaving 4 cash 
balance of over $4000. which our Society had to provide. 
The capacity of enrollment is fixed by your Department 
at 50 pupils, and consequently, the per capita rate should 
be $240. to meet an annual expenditure of $12,000. 

‘ As the greater number of the children in resi- 

dence are recruited from districts around the lower 

arts of the MacKenzie River, it would appear to be a 
gafe and wise policy to have the Hay River School trans- 
ferred to a suitable location somewhere in that part. 

So long, however, as 4t remains where it is, our Society 
will be faced with an annual heavy deficit unless a 
capacity enrollment is maintained and the per capita 
rate substantially increased.

The gardens at both missions, Hay River and 
Providence were fair this fall, an average of potatoes and 
vegetables being harvested, but it s°oms to us that if a 
certain amount of money could be spent in making lend and 
clearing a large tract and help these Missions in making 
much more extensive gardens, with the help of artificial 
watering or move by pumping water on the gardens, splendid 
erops could be raised and give a food to these children 
that can not be substituted by imported goods. It can be 
done, once the land would be cleared, even fifteen to twenty 
acres at each place devoted to that purpose, and we intend 
to do that ourselves when we can clear that twenty acrés 
patch of the agency, and have our Indians work at it 
themselves. We believe 4t would be a life saver to 
theme ‘They like vegetables and are very fond of potatoes.

Dear Sir:- 


I very deeply regret to have to report that during my 
recent visit to the Hay River School I learned of the death by 
Growning of the boy pupil Benjamin Martin. This took place on 
July 3rd, just one day before my arrival, when Benjamin, along 
with about 19 or 20 other boys from the school, and under the 
supervision of Mrs. Singleton, wife of the Principal, were bathing 
in their customary bathing place. The water rested on s sandy 
bottom, and was not over three feet deep. As the pupils had used 
this spot for bathing for many years, and had previously bathed 
there this year, not even the slightest accident or misadventure 
was anticipated. The boys were all in the water at the same time, 
and Benjamin was not missed until they were dressing to return to 
the Schoole As soon as his absence was discovered, a search was 
made for him among the bushes along the shore, put failing to find 
him, the supervisor sent one of the bigger boys to call the 
Principal and men agents, and also to notify the local detachment 
of Mounted Police. Shortly after these arrived Mr. Boxer, General 
Assistant on the school staff, discovered the body lying in the water 
face downwards, and only about 30 feet from the shore. A determined 
effort was made to restore respiration but without effect. As there 
was no mark of any kind on the body the conclusion formed by those 
present was that death was due to either cramps or heart failure". 
Corporal Cook who is in charge of the local detachment of the R.N.MP. 
conducted an investigation, and informed the Principal that he did not 

x, attach any blame to the school management. The loss of this promising 
‘Ypupil is the more deeply to be regretted as it was the fond hépe of 
vY his father that he should be prepared for the sacred Ministry of the 
\y , Church, and arrangements were being made to accomplish this end. 


During my visit I arranged with the Principal that in 
\ ture he himself should accompany the boys when they went bathing. 


sages of very deep sympathy were sent by me and the Principal of 
‘ye School to the bereaved father, and I also arranged for Bishop 
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48, who was at Hay River at the same time on his way North, 
vo furnish him with a detailed account of his son's death. The 
Sohool management were deeply grieved over the whole affair, but 
after receiving the information set forth above, I reached the same 
conclusion as the head of the local Mounted Police detachment, and 
feel that no blame can be attached to the School management.

the method of artificial reapiration,but without avail a6 
the boy had already been in the water for at least half an 
hour,0ur Staff Nurse, Miss M,Hackett was at the shore 
rendering and directing the First Aid attempted, 

I was aware that the boys were going to bathe at the beach 
that afternoon, knowin, however,that the boys had often 
pethed there befores did not think thet there could be any 
danger on euch ¢ shallow beach, 

This boy came to the sehool with his 
brother Nobert ¢ Little over two years ago.lie is @ Treaty 
Indian of the Tukudh Band and a son of the Rev,John Martins 
Anglican Misslonary at Merherson,!i¢ is eleven years and

Besides the 4% acres at present in use we have 4 
half acre of newly broken soil which will be ready for use 
next summer . Until this year, we have not possessed the neces 
esury muchinery for adequately breaking up new soil for 
favoravule growth.

Due to the 
incapseity of » team of oxen to haul it down the river during 
the winter we wust endeavor to raft it during the summer 
months. This along with other urgent duties makes it impossid 
“le for us to do mush breaking of new land of which we need 
at least ten scres more for garden purposes. T an sonfident & 
that twice this amount could be vleared along the River bank.

flicted a very severe hardship on our Societyereceseeeee” 


During my visit to your Department on December 
20th, last, I discussed this matter with the Deputy Super- 
intendent General, and also with the Acting Superintendent 
of Indian Education, and received the impression that it 
would receive consideration. Previous to my visit I find 
from our records that I had placed the whole situation 
before the Deputy Superintendent General in my letter of 
December 7th of last year, and he replied to the same on 
December 19th, No. 139-21, stating that he had placed my 
request before the Honourable, the Superintendent General, 
and would advise me later of his direction. On January 
8th of this year I wired the Deputy Superintendent General 
again in this connection, and he re lied by wire on the 
same date stating the Minister was withholding nis decision 
pending approval of estimates which were then before the 
Treasury Board.

Your letter of the 3lst ultimo has come to hand, 
and I am forwarding a copy of the same to the Reve Canon S. Gould, 
yeneral Secretary of our Society, in order that he may communicate 
With you direct in the matter of the operation of an Indian Day 
School at Hay River instead of the Residential School which closed 
on august Slst last. four statement that you had not received any 
indication of this change until you received my letter of Aucust 
26th last, came as a surprise to me, as I had concluded from the 
following information embodied in Canon Gould's letter to me on 
March 24rd last that the proposed change had been mentioned and 
approved. is letter reads in part, as follows:- 


"When in Ottawa a few days ago, I talked 
over the situation with Dr. McGill, Director of Indian 
Aifairs; he agreed that, under the circumstances, we 
would be justified in sending at our expense the tew 
pupils at Hay River, whose parents mizht not be satisfied 
With a Day School, down to the Alkivak Institution." 


As Anglican Indian Day Schools do not come within the 
jurisdiction o: our Commission, but are operated by the Diocese in 
Which they are located, in collaboration with your Department, the 
Rte Rev. Ure Ae He Sovereign, Lord Bishop of Athabasca, proposed 
calling on you on his way to and irom the recent meetings oi our 
seneral Synod in Halifax. fhroush his visit and the further ine 
formation you will receive trom our General Secretary, any over- 
Sight on our part or misunderstanding in the matter, will, 1 feel 
sure, be fully and satisfactorily cleared up. 


Your opinion that it is not wise to transport Indian 


children hundreds of miles to a Residential School, is shared by 
our Commission, and this is the chief reason why our Society 
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Conte 2. 


(@pided to discontinue the Residential School at Hay River, seeing 
tomt most of the pupils for that school were recruited from the 
lower parts of the liacKenzie River basin. 


I have noted the complaint of the Indians, as reported 
by Dre Head in his letter to your Department on July 9th, and bese to 
state that I am quite unable to accept their statement that, ‘their 
children are taught nothing useful to them in their mode of living, 
and that when they came home they were useless itor work in the bush.” 
The question is one of"vocational training” to which our Commission 
has given a creat deal oi attention, and while some progress has 
already been achieved in this direction, the facilities required 
have not, for lack of funds, been provided. Similar criticism to 
that embodied in Dr. Head's report was investigated by our Commission 
some yesrs aso, more particularly with regard to the Indians in the 
northern areas of the country, and we were emphatically informed 

that time, that the biggest catches of furs brought to the trading 
posts were broucht by boys who had graduated from our Society's 
schools. In the lizsht of the information we received at the time of 
our investigation oi this matter, we are unable to attach any sreat 
Ssienificance to the complaint Or. Head reported. 


On March 14th, 1935, your Department in a letter of 
that date, Noe 1-1-10, advised us of four rerulations recently ad- 
opted by the Il. W. IT. Council regarding the are limit for the dis- 
charge of pupils from Residential Schools in that part, and in those 
reculations provision was made for boys, 12 years of ase, and in 
‘ood physical condition, to be sranted leave of absence curing the 
hunting and trappins season. This regulation was made known to 
the principals oi our Schools concerned, and has not, I feel sure 
been ignored, and any further regzulations your Yepartment may see 
fit to adopt salons the same line will likewise be carefully observed. 


I have noted your request that the two Grosstete 
children recentlysent from fort Simpson to Aklavik, be returned 
next year, and wil. submit the same to the members of our Commission 
at their next meeting.

Following the closing of the residential 
school at Hay River the Anglican Missionary authorities have 
operated a dey school. The return for the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1938, showed 18 children in attendance, 16 of whan 
were Indians and 2 half-breeds. ‘The December return indicated 
the 2 half-breeds had moved to Providence early in October but 
2 additional Indian children were in attendance, making 20 
Indians in all. The Northwest Territories Administration pays 
& grant to the day schools for the tuition of white, half- 
breed and Eskimo children when the average daily attendance is 
5 or mre but as the pupilage at the Hay River school is now 
exclusively Indian, our grant cannot be paid. Before notify- 
ing the Missionary authorities I would be pleased to know 
whether your Branch is in any measure responsible for the grant 
Claimed by the Mission.

I have received word from Ven Archdeacon Littie, 
Athabasca, Alberta, that he ms not received any payment 
on the Grant which the Indian Department makes to this 
Mission for the School conducted by Kev. S. &. Richards, 
our missivnary at thet point. As you are aware, the 
Kesidential School has been ciosed and the pupiis transe 
ferred to the Aklavik schuovi. In its place, in Bonforn- 
ity with the policy of the Indian Department, a day 
school has been regularly conducted for two years, ending 
June 1959,-one year under Mrs. W. B. Singleton, the wire 
of the missionary at Hay River for 1947-50 and for the 
past year 195&-S» under the personal supervision of 
Kev. S. EK. Kichards, The Grant for this work was to be 
$650.00 per year but Archdeacon Little tells me that he 
has nut received any payments whatever on this account, 
The records for the attendance have been sent regularly 
to your Department and show a large attendance. 


Would you please investigate this matter ior 
me and let me know at your early convenience, 


You will be pleased to know that the plans for 
erection of the Hospital at Fort Norman are progressing 
favorably and accurding to time-tavie. We are cutting 
all material in Edmonton and putting ail the pieces 
together in bundles so that at Sort Norman the ouilding 
will be put together very quickiy- a kind of knock-down 
house. This w.1l save much in the way of freight charges 
for sawed-off ends and also in the time for avctuai ouiliding 
operations, Many thanks ior all your cooperation

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


Many thanks for your letter of August Srd just received 
re Hay Kiver Indian School. 


I feel that Rev. S. EB. Richards must have writen those 
lines when he was badly discouraged. I do not agree with him 
at all in regard to these statements. As 4 matter of fact, as 
you are well aware, it is the policy of the Indian Lepartment 
more and more to emphasize the policy of Day Schools. It is 
true that so many of these Indian families are nomadic during 
the winter but it is also true that more and wore, families are 
remaining at central points. I still feel that the hesidential 
School is the ideal but I also know that Day Schools also may 
do effective work. 


You and I know quite well that the Indian children or 
today will be forced to go out into the world to compete with 
their white brothers as they grow to maturity. The fur-bearing 
animals will be forced further and further north and trapping 
will not be the source of sustenance for our Indian Wards. It 
is therefore the responsibility of the Government ana of every 
citizen in Canada to do his and her part to see that these 
children receive an education according tb their capacity, -- 
reading, writing and arithmetic, They cannot be good citizens 
without it. 


I am writing to Mr. kichards at Hay Kiver and have 
asked him to give greater attention to this Day School. I have 
tried to point out to him its importance and I fee. quite sure 
that he will do his utmost to see that this School is kept up 
to a high standard. I have even suggested that he should in the 
mornings go to the Indian huts and wake up the families and 
literally take the children to school, I know that has frequently

been done in other parts of the North. The Indian parents do 

not realize how important education will be to their children in 
days to come. I will await an answer to my letter from hev. 5S. 

E. Richards and will report to you at once on receipt of his letter. 


May I ask for my own information if your Department 
will allow the half-breeds and white pupils to attend the School 
at the same time. Will your Department make any special grant 
towards this school work on behalf of the whites and half-breeds? 
Our Government, which includes us all, surely should be res,on- 
sible for the education of children, whether white, half-breed 
or Indian, within the Northwest Territories. For example, at 
Fort Smith a grant of ¥500.00 per year was given to our Church 
towards the salary of a qualified teagher who would teach the 
white children as well. Would not this come under a similar plan? 


May I thank you for writing to me in regard to the above

Re: Day-school at Hay River 


I am submitting herewith copy of a letter from 
a resident of Hay River recuesting the establishment of 
a day-school and enclosing the results of a survey of 
school-age children in the area. 


On October 7th I inspected the facilities with 
respect to education at Hay River, and found the 
residents very desirous for a school. Later en route 
to Providence I again visited Hay River and made a 
further investigation. On this occasion the mission 
priest assured me that if a day school was established 
he would co-operate fully in seeing that the children 
of his faith attended, provided that provision was 
made for religious instruction. I informed him that 
such provision would be made.. 


Mr. Rogerg, manager of the airport, offered to 
assist in setting up a school by supervising the re- 
pair of one large room in the existing unused vacant 
school building and wiring seme for electricity. This 
room is approximately 36 feet by 24 feet, and has six 
large windows on the south side. It also is equipped 
with a large blackboard on two sides, and there are 
some desks available. 


In view of the religious factor involved, it 
would be advisable for the Government to either pur- 
chase the existing school building from the Anglican 
authorities, or lease the building and install a teacher 
of the Roman Catholic faith. 


As there are approximetely forty children who 
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are potential attenders, the proposed school- 

room can readily be partitioned into two rooms, 

if required. Provision has been made in the 1947- 
48 estimates for the employment of two teachers 
and the supplying of necessary classroom require- 
ments. 


It is emphasized that the above is to be 
regarded only as a temporary expedient to meet 
the immediate requirements of the residents and 
until the situation has clarified.

With reference to your attached pro- 
posals concerning the Hay River Day School, I suggest the 
following revisions: 


That Section (c) be revised to read 
as follows: "That whilst this is a one-room school the 
teacher should be chosen on the basis of qualifications and 
experience, the school to be conducted along non-denomina- 
tional lines." 


That Section (da) be revised to read 
as follows: "That if this becomes a two-room school it might 
be advisable to choose a second teacher from the other 
religious denomination." 


These suggestions are advanced as a 
result of conversation with officials of the Indian Affairs 
Branch and are in line with procedures that have been adopted 
by provincial authorities when confronted with a similar 
situation. 


Inspector McKinnon has already received 
the verbal approval of this arrangement from the bishops con- 
cerned of both the Roman Catholic and Anglican churches with 
the proviso that periods of school time be set aside for 
religious instruction. In view of this fact there should be 
= difficulty in operating the school along non-denominational 
lines. 

In talking this over with you on the 
telephone this morning you informed me that the situation was 
going to straighten itself out shortly because all teachers are 
going to be full time employees of the department and contribu- 
tors under the superannuation scheme.

Therefore, this firm attitude on our 
part must be remembered by #11 your officials in any 
renee of schools which they propose for the Territories

I have been in receipt of your letter of the th Feoruary 
for some time now anu it has been my intention to write to you 
earlier but this has been impossible for reasons I shaii outline 
velow. 


The four copies enclosed with your letter or the St. Johns 
Ambulance magazine have been forwurdced to the school ana shoula prove 
quite useful. 


Now tor a short report on the school and its progress. The 
school opened immediately all the lesson plans and texts were re- 
ceived from the Lept. of Kaucation, Aloerta. These, I wish to point 
out, came via U.P. sirlines very promptly and additional lesson plans 
and texts have been received since trom time to time. 


The last two weeks of Janucry saw the school in operation 
and it has been steadily maintained since five aays weekly from one 
to four o'clock P.mM., giving the pupils « 15 hour school week plus 
their home study assignments. To aate I have supervised the work «nu 
the marking of all test papers anu very satisfactory progress hus 
been muue. Only seven (7) pupils are attending as it hes veen im- 
possible to consider u larger number due to the limited accommodation 
and the absolute lack of fuel. 


Mr. Camsell of the Dept. of Mines and Kesources,whom I 
understand you met whilst you were here, has loaned one room of his 
house for the school and provides the fuel for heating purposes. 


For the last five weeks I have been unable to carry on with 
the work due to pressure of my own work. A new radio stution oduilaing 
was shipped in over the winter rosa and erected at the enc of rebruary. 
This has necessitated the move of the complete station, plus redecorating, 
etc., and has deen a great drain on my avuilabdie time. 
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Iu this connection I was very fortunste in securing the 
services of Mrs. amy Kraus, a housewife of tuis settlement, who 
hus carried on in 4 very satisfactory manner for this iast mentionea 
period. She is a women of avout rorty yeurs of sge aud hes, herseit, 
a reasonadly good educution which she hes apparently supplementea 
with reading and discussion. She has shown a4 neturel flair for 
teaching work ana is well liked by all the chiidren. She has gooa 
control of the clusses anu is especially capable with the younger 
chilaren,. 


Mrs. <raus has asked me to approach you with regara to her 
Opportunity to secure a permanent teaching position with the 
Lepartment when the school is erected here this coming fall. Ur, 
should a school not be erected, (which woulda be very unfortuucte 
in view of the groundwork we heave both put in), she woula oe willing 
to carry on this same type of school next year at a sulury. 


She is so interested in the work that she is willing to 
go "“outsiae” this summer and take 4 course in teaching methods in 
Ramonton. I would be very pleused if you woula write to me sug- 
gesting any such course that mey exist. Mrs. Kraus is willing to 
undertake such a course entirely at her own expense if given any 
encouragement with reference to teuching employment here in the 
future. I heave no hesitation whatsoever in fuily recomuending this 
ofier tor full consiaerution. 


The seven children attending the school huve set up an 
attendance record which rivals that of any school 1 have ever seen. 
Only about two absentee days have veen recoraed voth due to sickness. 


it has oveen quite a proolem grading these chiidren as some 
are of Grage 6 standing in Keaging ana Writing ana only Grade 5 
stunderd in arithmetic. ‘Ihe next will be an exactly opposite cuse, 
However, we have now succeeded in grading them qll ana they are pro- 
gressing quickly since, aue to the smell number involvea, instruction 
almost amounts to personal, private instruction. The teacher appointed 
to teuch school here should find his or her work the much easier for 
this. 


Any suggestions you may heve to offer will always be appre- 
ciated and I would like to hear what you think ot the offer maue oy 
Mrs. draus so that I mey pass the information along to her. We are 
both going to carry on when I get back to the school shortly untii 
the end of June. However, aue to construction work and the installation 
of new equipment planneé for this raaio station in the coming yeur, 
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it will be impossible for me to carry om the school work on any 
basis other than supervision next year. 


I hope thet this interim report of how this venture is 
going will prove both interesting and informative to you and 
that you will take the trouble to reply to my questions in the 
near future. In the meantime, I remain,

Dear Mr. Gibson: 


(nm May 29 we received the following letter from 
our acting Indian Agent, bre «. P: Barle, \.0., at Fort 
nesviution, NelieTei- 


"In reply to your letter of March lUth, re~ 
garding the opening of an Indian School at Hay iver, I 
discussed the matter with Mr. Xoger on my lest trip to Hay 
Kiver and also with Mr, Dean and several other residents 
of that post. All were of the opinion that the present 
building which was used as residential school is entirely 
beyond repair and that it would cost more to fix it up 
than it would to erect a new building. 


"as you perheps already cnow, there is expected 
an increase in the population of lay Kiver settlewent, and 
undoubtedly white children of school ave will make up a large 
proportion of the increased residents. 


"I have heard that a very serviceable school 
hes been built at Fort McPherson, based on the modern style, 
with adequate lighting and other facilities. I am of the 
opinion thet Hay Xiver should now merit such a school, in 
view of the fact that possible tourists and others of the 
general public from the provinces will visit the settlement 
end «a modern school would show them the interest taken by 
the government in the welfare of the children in this new 
co. munity. 


"another factor which I would like to draw to 
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your attention is the widely scattered plan of the settle- 
ment, which should receive some consideration when choosing 
the site of the school in order to have a central location, 
60 that the children will not have to walk long distances 
during severe winter weather. 


“The prospect of a day school has veen met 
with enthusiasm by all residents, Indians, whites and half- 
breeds, and 1 would appreciate your comsents on the foregoing, 
and after receipt of sase further investigation into the 
matter will be made as the facts warrant." 


A Copy of this letter was handed to ur, 
Melivnen just berore he left on his annual inspection trip. 
It is our understending that he will decide definitely 
whether a new school is required at this site and, if so, 
the availability of men and mterials to construct it. 
.@ will then be in @ position to consider placing this 
school in our 1945-49 Estimates.

Re - Indian School at Hay River. 


This morning we discussed over the telephone 
a messace which School Inspector J.W. MeKinnon has addressed 
to you with copy to me. Apparently the message did not 
reach you, so I am sending you a copy of what I received. 


Tt is evident that Mr. MeKinnon finds an 
even creater need of a school at Hay River than there was 
when he visited the point last year. There is apparently 
a contractor who would be willing to construct the building. 
No aoubt the Director of the Surveys and Engineering Branch, 
who has encineers supervising construction in the Mackenzie 
District, would be able to give you useful advice as to 
whether the contractor who made the offer is reliable and 
also whether the price he has quoted is fair and reasonable. 
It 1s certainly a great deal larger sum than we would have 
naid for such a building before the war, but of course the 
cost of constructing buildings, particularly in remote 
districts, has increased a great deal. If you want a report 
from our agent at Yellowknife on Peter Matson please advise 
me. 

As we agreed over the telephone, I discussed 
the subject tentatively with our Department Minister who says 
that he is now sending to our Acting Minister the list of 
items for consideration in connection with the supplementary 
estimates. He is prepared to receive a recommendation from 
you about the Indian School at Hay River which the Northwest 
Territories Administration would support to the extent of 
participation in the benefits by other than Indian children. 


Will you please let me have a copy of the 
memorandum you send to the Deputy 1ister on this subject.

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Extracts from letter received from 
Mr. J. W. McKinnon, written at Edmonton, 


July 22nd. 


Hay River School 


"I have wired Ottawa indicating that there are aoout 
70 children of school age at Hay River and a school is greatly 
needed. I indicated that Mr. Peter Mattson, head foreman of the 
new Yellowknife Hotel, was at Hay Kiver and said he would provide 
the materials to build a 4-roomed school and residence at a cost 
of $50,000. The reply from Colonel Neary was thut a supplementery 
estimate of $50,000 had been approved. 


“The plans arrived at Yellowknife on Friday, July 
18th, and were discussed with Mr. McNiven and Mr. Liadstrom 
Mr. McNiven hed a little time to spare, hoping to scan the plans, 
and he expressed the opinion that Mr. Mattson should not get 4 
cent more than $%,000. Following this, I spent five or six 
hours with Mr. William Lindstrom, engineer and superintenaent of 
the new Yellowknife Hotel, and, in Mr. McNiven's opinion, the 
finest and keenest builder in the country. 


“There are approxim:tely 300,000 cubic feet in the new 
Yellowknife School, which means that it is costing about 50¢ 
per cubic foot. We expect to follow the plans as submitted, out 
to eliminete the basement, as has been done with the new Yeiiowknite 
schoole The building will be placed on cement pillars sunk to 
permanent frost level. The building will be lowered lz inches 
off grading, and the stairs and halls will be eliminated from the 
basement. 


"The capacity of the school is about 36,000 cubic feet, 
which at 50¢ per cubic foot would approximate $18,000. The resi- 
deace is avout 16,000 cubic feet, which would approximate $8,000; 
thus the total cost would be about $27,000. However, Mr. Lindstrom 
felt that, should the building cost $51,000 or $32,000, we would 
be getting it done reasonably and that at that price the following 
features should be included in the contract:- 


1. School placed on cement pillars at least 9° 
down in the ground and 18" above ground; 


2. Eliminate the fireplace in the residence; 
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Place accordion doors and fulse studaing pvetween 
the two rooms, making them convertible into an 
auditorium or community hell; 


Put in 4 pressure system, i.e., a well under the 
building with a 2,000 géllon tank and feed water 
to the school for flush toilets, sinks end hot 
water system; 


Supply Delco light plant - 22 volt D.G. and 110 
volt A.C.; 


Install cess-pool end two insice toilets; 


Put built-in cupborrds in each room and supply 
table for ech; 


There should be meple flooring in the rooms. 


"Peter Mattson will be sending me in tomorrow's mail, 
I expect, e letter promising to do the above at $52,000. We have 
agreed that this is fair. 


"He has also promised at thet price to install sand 
boxes and ice-slide, swings, teeters, etc. 


“It is imperative that this school get under wey as the 
people at Hay Kiver were recdy to rebel when I landed - they 
thought the plens hed fallen through. 


"We must speed it along ana get Mattson going this next 
week, if possible. He could have the school opened by Septempver. 


2 Hort Rue School 


“On Thursday, July 17th, I visited Fort Ree to discuss 
the proposition sugersted in Colonel Neory's wire regarding reating 
the Buffem property at $50 per month with the option to buy. This 
Mr. Buffem agrees to, provicing the goverment guarantees to purchese 
the property by the let May. This should be done. 
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"The residence alone is worth $8,000 today. The 
store would make an ideal clessroom. The Roman Catholic priest 
intimeted that hospital space could be used as dormitory facilities 
for perhaps twelve children during the first year. George bufi'em 
is honest and promised to hold the property for a woek or s0. 
If the property is leased, the government should take the 55 
cords of wood, which would heat all the buiidings for the first 
winter. Oil cannot be had. The school supplies and equipment 
for ebout thirty children should be forwarded, together with a 
45-gellon drum of naphtha oil, es the wind charger ig not clways 
sufficient for the lights. Radio betteries are also reyuired. ”

Res Hay River. 


I visited Hay River on June 9th ani discussed 
educational needs with the Manager of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
the Roman Catholic priest, Miss Neville of the Anglican Mission, 
representatives of the ReCeCeSe, and many others. In the evening 
I was invited to attend a meeting of all the Indians at this 
settlement. They requested that they be provided with a govern- 
ment-operated day school, informed me that there were over 70 
children of school age in the vicinity, and stated that it was 
possible there would be over 100 by the fall of the year. 


I visited the homes of the commmity which, in many 
instances, left much to be desired. There is need of a housing 
programme at this settlement, together with considerable adult 
education. 


As Hay River is in a good farming area I am of the 
Opinion that considerable emphasis should be placed on agriolture. 
The Indians here are trying to make gardens by means of dog power 
which is not any too suitable. Ifa mall gasoline tractor could 
in some manner be made available for their use, it would mterially 
assist them in their efforts.

This morning I talked with these two gentlemen for en hour and a 
quarter, chiefly about conditions in the Northwest Territories. 


At ao suitable moment in the conversation I brought up the question 
of the Hay River school. They expressed the opinion thet there *re 
really not enough children in the Hey River district to justify the 
building of « two-roomed school. They said that most of the Indien 
children who constitute the greeter majority would be with their parents 
forty or fifty miles down the highway during the winter. On being 
pressed about the proposed arrangement for a single school with a 
Catholic and a Protestant teacher and with a period assigned at the 
end of each dey for religious instruction they said: 


(a) That this is contrary to the policy of the church, but 


(b) That they would be willing to accept it as « temporary expedient 
on the understanding that the senior teacher would be 4 Catholic. They 
base their argument on the assertion that three-quarters of the children 
would be Catholic. They did not insist that the children be divided 
vertically into two classes. 


It seems to me thet the necessity for building a school should be 
re-considered, but if it is deemed thet such « necessity exists, then 
we should go ahead with the plan as at present envisaged, with the 
understanding that an effort will be made to find « senior teacher 
of the Catholic feith to act as principal.

Rumor has it that it is the intention o 
Department of Indian Affairs to build a new neutral day 
school at the above place. We have no objection to a 
project of this nature if provision is made for a school 
for Catholic Indian and white children of the locality. 

It is unnecessary for me to remind you of the legal rights 
of Catholics in the Northwest Territories in the matter 
of education and I shall not, therefore, insist on them 

in this letter. 


It will be of interest to you to have on hand 
a complete list of the children of Hay River, both Catholic 
and non-Catholic. This list also gives you the racial 
origin of each child of school age. 


It would be unfortunate for the Department to 
attempt, at Hay River, the setting-up of a school system 
which Catholics could not approve of, and to which they 
would not be authorized by their Church to send their 
children. 


Hoping, therefore, that you will be kind enough 
to bear the above in mind when arranging school accommoda-

Dear Sir, 


After mature consideration, I :ust rectify the position 
which I took during the interview which you gave Reverend Father 
Plourde and myself regarding the proposed establishment of a 
school for Catholic white and Indian children at Hay River. I 
did not then intend to discuss that question and I may have left 
you under a misconception as regards the elementary requirements 
concerning the education of Catholic children. 


It must be understood that all Catholic children are to 
be under the exclusive care or direction of Catholic teachers and 
placed in separate class-rooms. All text books in use in all 
scho ls must be approved of by the Catholic Church authorities. 
Therefore, it now appears clear to me that your project cannot 
be implemented. 


It has always been and will always be the policy of 
the Catholic Church to provide special and separate schools for 
the children under her care, and I see no other way of safeguard- 
ing the principles of the Catholic Church in matters of educa- 
tion. She has never abandoned any of her rights in this sphere. 


Therefore, Catholic schools having been guaranteed by 
law for the Northwest Territories I cannot accept any substitute 
for them for the children under my spiritual guidance and I here- 
by ask the Northwest Territory Council to provide such schools 
whenever they are needed. The combinetion which you suggested 
cannot be thoucht of and must not be implemented in any part of 
the Northwest Territories. 


Hoping that the above statement will clarify my posi-

Hay River 


It is expected that the village of Hay Kiver will, on 
the completion of the highway from Grimshaw, become an important 
community. Fishing at Hay River is exceptionally good, the 
people always have sufficient to eat. Eecause of the good 
fishing several companies offer employment to Indians during 
the winter months. Up to the present additional employment 
with highway construction gangs has been available but I 
understand that since the Indian is not a reliable worker, 
there is a growing tendency to import white labour. 


The Indians at Hay River have called for less 
action on my part than those in any other settlement. Miss 
Neville of the Anglican Mission attends to most of their 
medical problems, although she can no nothing about the 
Tuberculosis situation. There is a need, however, for a new 
modern nursing station at this communit:. Constable D. Allan 
of the R.C.li. Police handles the distribution of Indian welfare 
rations; his assistance is greatly apnreciated. 


Although the Indians at Hay River are better off 
financially than those of Fort iesolution since they have a 
greater opportunity for employment, their houses and persons 
are not as clean. 
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Dear Mr. Douglas: 


I have been advised that you might be 
interested in teaching in one of our Indian day schools again. 


We are anxious to obtain the services of a 
qualified and experienced male Principal for a new Indian 
Sehool which is being erected at liay River, Northwest Territorics. 


This school is a four-rogm school with a 
separate principal's residence, It is designed to handle not 
only the present but the future school population of Hay River. 
This town, it is anticipated, will grow rapidly when the new 
Grimshaw Fighway is completed from :eace River, Hay River will 
be a northern terminus of this highway and will be on the main 
line of communication to Yellowknife. 


We have introduced a new salary schedule 
recently, to become effective 1 September, 1946, with consider- 
able inoreases over the salaries of 197. 


In the event that you are interested in 
further details of this position, I attach for your completion 
@ copy of one of our application forms so that we can be brought 
up to date on your latest teaching experience.

Dear Mr. Douglas: 


I have for answer your letter of July 27 and wish 
to advise you that we would be prepared to hire both your wife and 
yourself, There is a considerable settlement of Whites in the 
Hay River community besides the intended school staff; in fact 
there is a Royal Canadian Signal Corps station and the headquarters 
of trucking firms who are using Hay River as the northern terminus 
of the Grimshaw highway. Transportation is by this new highway 
from Edmonton or by air from Edmonton. 


There is a Roman Catholic Missionary at Hay River, 
but I cannot advise you as to whether he is permanently stationed 
there. However, in view of the fact that it is anticipated that 
Hay River will be the second largest town (next to Yellowknife) 
in the Territories, it is presumed one will be stationed there 
pormanently. 


I cannot advise you with regard to the Doctor but 
hospital facilities are available at both Fort Resolution and 
Fort Providence, While the school will be a four-roomed one, 
we do not expect to have more than two teachers for the first year. 
As the town grows, other members will be added to the staff. Our 
salary schedule for teachers with first class certificates runs 
from 41,500.00 to $2,220.00 for the 10 month academic year and from 
$2,280.00 to $3,000.00 for the 12 month calendar year (Welfare 
Teachers).

Adverting to discussions over the telephone with 
Colonel Neary, I may say that I referred to District Adminis- 
trator Fred Fraser the report which Reverend Father Plourde 
had sent me about a discussion which Mr. Fraser had with the 
Hay River Board of Trade. A copy of Mr. Fraser's personal and 
confidential reply is attached. 


I called Father Plourde on the telephone and gave 
him the substance of what Mr. Fraser had reported to me. Father 
Plourde expressed regret that Mr. Fraser should have seen fit to 
discuss with the local Board of Trade a matter which was ob- 
viously controversial, without first referring to the department 
and getting direction. Father Plourde then went on to say that 
the Roman Catholic Church is of the opinion that it would not be 
an acceptable solution of the situation to have Roman Catholics 
taught in one room of the public school and the Protestants 
taught in another room. He considers that a separate building 
is required. I explained the difficulties of the situation at 
some length and said that it seemed to be the opinion of the 
departmental officers concerned with education in the Northwest 
Territories that children could be taught together, irrespective 
of religious persuasion, provided there was a time reserved at 
the beginning or the end of the dey - or at some other convenient 
time - for the giving of religious instruction, and also that the 
principal of each school was of the religious denomination of the 
majority of the children and the other teacher was of the faith 
of the minority. However, I indicated that the subject would be 
discussed again at a meeting of the Subcommittee on Education 
which will be held tomorrow. Father Plourde asked me to have 
read at that meeting the recent letter written by Bishop Trocellier. 


Colonel Neary and I have been discussing this matter 
and we believe that,as there is only a limited time for the dis- 
cussions of the Subcommittee, it is quite unnecessary to go into 
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the argument about what Mr. Fraser said to the Board of Trade. 

We believe that we should spend our time deciding what in- 
structions should be given to the school teacher who has 

written you for direction. As the school has been established 
by your branch, I would suggest that either yourself or 

Colonel Neary lead the discussion on this subject. Mr. Lamberton 
has been asked to put an item on the agenda.

Attached, herewith, are monthly vey Scnool 
returns ror the Hay Hiver inaian vay scnool. You will note 
that one copy is ror tne Nortaowest Yerritory Administration 
files ana the otmer two copies are to be forwaraed to tne 
Inaian Afrairs branch ror their information ana retention. 


You will note that Mr. Believance iistea 
on the attacned form all Indian cnilaren as being absent 
and the reason ror same is given as their desire for a 
separate scnool on tne island. In this connection, you 
Migot refer to my recent report on the Hay Hiver inaian 
Day School. It shoula oe vorne in mind that initially 
the Indians of Hay River asked for the organization of the 
new school and indicated their desire for same by a signed 
petition. I am inclined to the view that both Mr. Bellevance 
and the local Priest are the parties desiring the separate 
school on the island and not the illiterate Indians. 


Had Mr. Bellevance desired the attendance 
of the Indian children, he would have visited their homes 


and solicited their support. There is absolutely no need 
for a separate school in Hay River as the present building 
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will meet the needs of the community for at least many years 
to come. There is a need, however, of implementing compulsory 
attendance within the Hay River Local Administrative District 
Unit, and, for the enforcement of same, a truant officer. 


There are some 60 children living within 
the Hay River Local Administrative District and a number is 
being added each week. Therefore, there is only one method 
of operating the school efficiently, that is by the 
enforcement of regular attendance of those living in the 
immediate vicinity of the settlement. When children live 
permanently in a settlement, I can see no good reason for 
irregular school attendance and this is the case at Hay 
River.

In the construction of the four-classroom day school 
and teacherage at Hay River, N.W.T., during the past year, it 
was necessary to retain the services of a janitor who would also 
act in the capacity of watchman. This arrangement became 
effective February 2c, 1949, when work was suspended under 
Mr. Peter Mattson, contractor. A @r. Frank Obermuller had been 
engaged on the job for some time under Mr. Mattson, and his 
services were continued in this joint watchman and janitor 
service. The rate of wages for workmen under the contract had 
been approved while the project was under the control of the 
Department of Mines and Resources and the same wage scale was 
continued during the time (after June l, 1948) when the Depart- 
ment of Public Works had supervision of the work. Mr. Obermuller 
was willing to remain on duty after the contract had been termin- 
ated, providing he received approximately the same pay as he was 
receiving when work was proceeding under the contractor. During 
the time the work was going on under the contractor, Mr.Obermuller 
received the benefit of board deductions at $1.25 per day. 


Since February 22, 1949, Mr. Obermuller has been 
engaged as follows: 


Watchman - rate per month... «+ « $150.00 
Board Allowance - per month .. ~- + 15.00 


TOtAl ccceccccccccercecereeeeeessserese $225.00 


This is the equivalent of $2,700.00 per year. 


School session stoped on July 15th, and Mr. Obermuller 
has temporarily terminated his services with the Department as 
of July 22nd. Mr. Obermuller has been in the office and advises 
me that the teacher at Hay River informed him he would only be 
allowed $2,300.00 per year if he remained as gna ag od the 
school when the administration was taken over by the’ artment 
of Education in the Northwest Territories. He is unwilling to 
lose this $00.00 per year, but states he would continue at work 
if he received the same pay as he had received from this Depart- 
ment (Public Works). 


Qur carpenter forces are completing work on the school 
project at Hay River, and it is expected work will be finished 
before school opens, presumably around September lst. Thus, 
within the next month this school project will not be under the 
control of this Department, and its administration will, presum- 
ably, be under the Department of Education. 


I am writing at this time to draw this situation to 
your attention as the school buildings at Hay River are rather 
important structures and it is very necessary that a competent 
watchman with some general mechanical knowledge be available in 
order to operate the oil furnace, electric generator and other 
mechanical equipment.

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Mr. Obermuller claims to have worked for some years 
as a journeyman electrician, although I have only his own word 
for this. His services while under this Department at 
Hay River are reported to be satisfactory. 


I would suggest this matter be brought to the atten- 
tion of Col.Bernard F. Neary, Department of Education, Indian 
Affairs Branch. If I should have drawn this letter to the 
attention of some one in the Northwest Territories rather than 
to Col.Neary direct, I would be glad to be supplied with the 
name of the party concerned.

As promised in our telephone conversation this morning 
I am sending you herewith: 


(1) A copy of a letter dated the 6th instant received from Mr. J. We 
McKinnon, Superintendent of Education for the Mackenzie District, 
to which is attached a copy of one dated the 29th ultimo written 
him by Mr. We A. Bowerman, Principal of the Indian Day School at 
Hay River on the subject of religious instruction. 


A copy of a letter dated the 26th of July written to me by Mr. 
McKinnon to which is attached a copy of one dated the Sth idem 
written him by Archdeacon D. B. Marsh. 


As you are aware the Northwest Territories Council has 
approved of a manual of instructions to school teachers and mimeographed 
copies of this manual are being mailed now. This manual does not deal 
definitely with the matter of religious instruction although this subject 
has been discussed at a number of meetings of the sub-committee of the 
Northwest Territories Council on education. I am under the impression 
that the reason why no definite instruction was issued about religious 
instruction is because the Indian Act seems to contemplate religious 
instruction of some kind whereas the Northwest Territories Ordinance 
is not so definite on the subject and, in fact, there was an opinion 
that a child should not be compelled to take religious instruction 
against the wishes of the parents. ier-teet it was proposed for the 
Northwest Territories schools that there should be an alternative to 
religious instruction in the form of some non-religious but cultural 
study or exercise. ‘ 

The records of the sub-committee seem to indicate that 
the opinion about religious {instruction in the schools run by the 
Northwest Territories Administration could be summed up about as follows: 
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Should any element of a community desire it, the last half-hour of 
the school day can be devoted to religious instruction, ‘The parents 
of a child will determine whether the child shall receive instruction 
from e Roman Catholic Priest or a Protestant Clergyman, or, for that 
matter, no religious instruction whatever. The principal of the 
school will make arrangements for the convenience of the reverend 
gentlemen who will conduct the religious exercises, ‘Those children 
who are not being given religioue instruction will remain at school 
but their time will be occupied with speciel studies perscribed by 
the principal and in this connection musical appreciation, current 
events, visual education, handicrafts, vocational training and subjects 
in related fields are suggested for consideration, All teachers will 
remain on duty until 4 P.M. each day. 


However, as I said before, no definite order has been issued 
and no doubt there will be further discussion on the subject. The fact 
that religious instruction is one of the features that will probably be 
dealt with in the Indian Act to be considered at the present session of 
Parliament, seems to indicate that the issuance of an item for the manual 
of instructions to teachers might be delayed for a while. However, I 
take it that when lir. Bellevance was acting as Principal of Hay River 
School you geve him some instruction on this subject although it is 
possible that he did not leave these instructions on file for his successor. 


No doubt you will be discussing this subject with our 
Deputy Minieter and I shall be glad indeed to receive a copy of the 
letter you write to Principal Bowerman so that we may advise Superintendent 
McKinnon and also have the information available for the next meeting of 
| the sub-committee on education.

WV aceract from Report of Inspector H.A.Conroy on the Boarding —— 


Sxhools in Treaty No. 8 and Mackenzie District. Dated Dec- 


ember 18/11. Original on Pile 160370-18E. 


The Mission is situated on the east bank of the 
Hay river, about a quarter of o mile from its mouth. It is 
far enough back from Great Slave Lake to escape the sweep of 
wind and is further sheltered by a varied growth of fair- 
eized timber. 

The school is an old building, the original log 
house has been added to from time to time to meet the steady 
increese of attendance. The result is not all that might be 
desired. The ceilings of the first two stories are low, the 
lighting is insufficient and the ventilation poor, The 
third story, however, is very much higher, having for ceile- 

, ing the gable roof and the lighting and ventilation are ex- 
tremely good. The ground floor of the original building cone 
sists of a large class room 22 x 17.7.x 8.5 a bedroom, study 
and rether dark stairs leading to the upper floor. 

The sccompanying snap-shot will show the locations 
of the several additions, A is the original main building, 
B containing kitchen and pantry, joins the main building at 
C. This latter contains s dining room 21.8 x 15.7 x7; @ 
pantry and small bedroom. The upper floor is one large room, 
used as an annex to the rain dormitory. D is 4 single story 


lean-to, 22 x 18 x 8 at the low end, and is used as the main 
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Hay River, cont 


school room. It is well lighted and fairly ventilated. 

It will be seen, however, that the numerous additias 
to the main building do not tend to make a convenient boarding 
school. I understand that Bishop Holmes intends tearing away 
the additions next summer, and erecting 3 new pbuilding adjoine 
ing the main ine. when the new building is finished it will 
aford sreatly increased accommodation; and I think the school 
will be entitled to a materially increased grant as s00n 88 
the wing is in operation. The present buildings will accom- 
modate, in the class rooms floor space 785- 49 pupils: cubic 
space 6478 - 25 pupils: end in the dormitories 1375 feet floor 
space, end cubic space 12,000 ft. 24 pupils. The present 
average attendance is 32. 

There are four cellars, one 10 x 10 x 5.6, floored 
and walled in planks, one & x 8 x 5.6, walled in logs: ove 
9x 9x 5 walls and floor of planks; and one 10x 10 x 6, 
also walled and floored with planks. These serve 46 store 
rooms for vegetables etc. 

The foundations of the buildings are wooden blocks. 
The walls are of substentiel logs, lime plastered. The main 
building has o plank roof/ but the additions boast metallic 
ehingles. 

Five stoves are used for heatinh during the winter, 
oil lemps for the staff and candles for the pupils. 


The water supply is obtained from the river; &@ pump 


is used in summer/ but two large holes are dug through the 


ice in winter. Barrels for storing water are conveniently 
situeted. 

There are no fire extinguishers, but pails are al- 
ways kept filled and ready, and axes for emergencies are 
placed ‘near the doors. In summer the garden hose is kept 


attached to the pump: a fire bell, is so situated that it can 
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be rung from either outside or inside the pbuilding, and can 
be heard as far as the Hudsons Bay store. Fire arill is re- 
sularly practised, and en excellent record has been estabvlish- 
ed, In summer every pupil is outside the building in less 
then a minute. In winter the pupils, attired in sufficient 
clothing, are outside the building in less than three minutes. 
The older children are trained to assist the younger ones.. 

The class work follows pretty closely the regula- 
tions laid down by the Department. Besides this, there is 
considerable attention paid to the general practical knowledge 
eo essential to the Indien boy or girl. The boys sare taught 
the use of saw, axe and plane, and are kept at work until 
they sre capable of erecting s house, They learn to haul and 
equare logs, ond set them in place. They lesrn general farm 
work; are proficient at breaking ground and tending it, and 
le-rn to mil& and tend cattle. The Mission deserves to be 
highly commended for its practical and efficient work. 

The latrines, three in mumber are all outside. new 
holes are dug every year. The outbuildings inckude a houee 
for cleaning fish; for storing fish, with a cellar for ice; 

a shop, a tool house|stable, warehouse- 0 new puilding 24 
stories high; two woodsheds; steffs dwelling ; church; 2 
sled stores and an interpretors house, The stables are well 
away from the dwelling houses. gll the outbuildings sre in 
good repair. 

There are nine or ten acres of land under culti- 
vation es garden, This year the crop of potatoes amounted 
to over 1,000 bué@hels. 

The Mission owns two milch cows, one bull, three 


calves. Young heifers are to be eent in in the spring. A 


horse formerly used for ploughing and hauling wood has stray- 


ed into the woods and has failed to be located. 


I would recommend that the Depart/ent send in a few

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 29th instant, and in reply I beg to say that, under 
separate cover, you are peing sent two copies of the 
Correspondence and Agreement relating to the maintenance 
and Managerient of Indian Boarding schools. 

The Department realizes that owing to the 
airfLevity of transporting material it is not possible 
for you and others similarly situated in the northern 
country to erect modern puildings. It 1s necessary, 
however, to have the required air space both in the 
class-rooms and dormitories, which is 250 cubic feet 
per pupil in the former and 500 cubic feet in the latter. 
There should also be hospital accommodation for the 
isolation pf pupils i111 with infectious diseases. out— 
side water close%s should be kept in a sanitary condition. 

It is also possible to provide a certain 
amount of ventilation even in the most simply constructed 
puilding 3. In the class-room this can be provided by 
running a six or seven inch pipe, either galvanized iron 
or ordinary stove piping, from the stove pipe down to 
within six inches of the floor to sit on, say, three 
supports. This will draw off the foul air from the floor 
end it will be carried away in the smoke pipe through 


the chimey., This vertical pipe can be placed at any

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convenient position between the stove and the chimney, The 
dormitories and other rooms may also be ventilated to a 
certain extent, provided there is a large chimney from 

the ground floor up. If opening: are made into this 
chimney near the floor and shutters provided so that they 
can be closed if necessary it will be found that a great 
deal of the imp're air will be carried away by this means 
through the chimney, All the windows should be made so 
that they can be lowered from the top as well as raised 
from the bottom. 

From the above information in regard to the 
cubic air space you will be able to calculate the dimensions 
of your building for forty pupils. I am sending you, under 
separate cover, a copy of a plan prepared last year for 
a boarding school for forty pupils on the Sarcee Indian 
Reserve, Alberta. This plan was not used, but it may be 
that from it you can get some ideas as tq the laying out 
of your building,

VIII. HAY RIVER. SAW-MILL an | 
ENGINE TO RUN 


The present building, standing as it does 
on a point of land built up of sedimentary deposit, 
has begun to subside, with a result that the side 
walls have bulged out, the apex of the roof has 
curved in, the floors have lost their level, neither 
doors nor windows tit their frames. All efforts 
to prevent the subsidance have failed, and a new 
main School building is considered necessary. 


A suitable site can be found about three 
or four miles further up the Hay River. Building 
stone could be procured for the basement, but 
timbers and lumber would have to be secured. 
Suitable timber can be found on the banks of Hay 
River, and as the Society have men on the school 
staff who could manage the engine and saw-mill, 
they hope that these may be provided next year, in 
order that timbers and lumber may be prepared for 
the building of the new School not later than 19<2b. 


It is thought that a plant similar to the 
one installed at Lac la Ronge would meet the purpose. 
Should this be thought too expensive £t should be 
born in mind that (a) the engine should not have 
less than 25 horse power, (b) the rip-saw, which 
should have inserted teeth, and not be less than 
36 inches in diameter, and, (a) that the outfit 
should include carrier planer and all other 
appliances required for converting logs into dressed 4

In reply to your letter of the 4th. 
instant,and with further reference to my letter of March 
3lst respecting the necessity of purchasing the motor 
launch, canoe, motor boat parts, ox &a. left by the White 
Beaver Oil Coeat our Society's Hay River School, I beg to 
State that this necessity arises chiefly, but not solely, 
in connexion with the provision of food and fuel. 


le With regard to food. The staff and children at this 
school subsist largely on fish, both in summer and winter. 
These are mostly secured from a point several miles out 
in the Great Slave Lake,and consequently several miles 
away from the school. In the summgr regular trips have to 
be made to the nets almost daily for the purpose. In the 
past the "Komba",a steam propelled boat belonging to the 
school. has been of service in this connexion, but the hull 
and machinery have now got so much out of repair as to be 
practically useless. When I visited their school last 
summer it was in "dry-dock",and I recommended the Acting 
Principal,for his own safety,to leave it there $ In the 
autumn several thousands of fish have to be brought in quick 
ly, dried on the fish stages,and put away ready for winter 
use and emergency. Last autumn the number thus put away was 
about 7,000, Thus,in the proouring of fish the motor 
launch would be of very great assistance,as trips could be 
aes to the nets quiokly,even with small barges or lighters 
n tow. 
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2. With regard to food or fuel. In a report just 
received from the Aoting-Principal and dated Jan.10,1924, 
he devotes one paragraph to this question and begins with 
these words, "The wood has been a serious problem". His 
reference is,of course,to a supply of dry wood. Green 
wood abounds,but not close up to the school and much of 
this has to be towed in from the lake shore,or through 
three or four miles of “dead water" at the mouth of the 
Hay River. Thus, for the procuring of both dry and green 
wood for fuel purposes as well as for securing loge for 
lumber, the motor launch would be af very great assist- 
anc@e 


The oanoe,motor-boat parte,and gasoline should be inolud- 
ed with the launch. 


3e The ox is very necessary for gardening and hauling 
purposes, and his purchase should be inoluded with the 
rest. 


The maintenance of this School cost our Society last year 
over $15,000. The amount your Department allows us by way 
of per capita grant is for fifty pupils at $165 each, or 4 
total of 8,250. Some time ago,during a visit to your 
Department I pointed out that I did not consider this grant 
either adequate or equitable,and I am still of this opinion. 
I shall be obliged if,in addidion to yerehansy the equip- 
ment referred to in the letter,you will carefully and sym- 
pathetically oonsider the question of increasing the per 
capita grant for this School.

vith further reference to the list 
of requirements for our Society's Indian Residential Schools 
for the year 1924, forwarded to the Deputy Superintendent Gen- 
eral on the 22nd.of last November, I beg to call your atten- 
tion to the first paragraph of page 10 of the list submitted 
with that letter, dealing with the Hay River School. It reads 
as follows :- 


‘The present building,standing,as it doeg,on a point of 
land built up on a sedimentary deposit,has begun to sub- 
side,with the result that the side walle have bulged out. 
The apex of the roof has curved in; the floors have lost 
their level, and neither doors nor windows fit their 
frames. All efforts to prevent this subsidence have fail- 
ed, and a new school building is a necessity." 


As I have gathered from correspondence which has recently pass- 
ed between our Society and your Department that the building 
of a new school cannot be undertaken in the immediate future, 

a good deal of repair work must be undertaken this summer on 
the present main school building to render it habitable until 
the new institution has been provided. 


In addition to the paragraph quoted above from my own letter 

I beg to quote a paragraph from a letter dated Hay River,Feb.11 
and written by the Rev.D.A.B.Stoddart ,M.A-,BeD-,the present 
Acting-Principal. He wrote as follows :- 
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me are facing rather a peouliar position. Both chimneys lead- 
ing from the furnaces are preotically ina state of collapse. 
fhe one leading through the boys'dormitory is partioularly dan- 
gerous. I am geouring from the Pure 011 Co's stook,up the river, 
two pipes,which we will place in position and make into the nec- 
essary chimneys. Our stook of stove piping is completely ex~- 
hausted." 


It is obvious from the above quotations that some steps towards 
the improvement of this situation should be undertaken without 
further delay,and I am writing to solicit your assistance in this 
matter. 


In a letter from Mr.Stoddart dated March 21,he adds the following 
postoript:- 


"pr. Bourget (the Agent and phyeioian representing your Depart- 
ment at Fort Resolution) has asked for an authorization to spend 
the sum of $ 1,000 in repairs on our school during the coming 
summer". 


This sum,if granted, would be a very coneiderable help in meeting 
the cost of the repairs necessary, but I do not think it would be 
sufficient to make the school reasonably comfortable for the staff 
and the children for another two, possibly three,years. 


To jack up the building,it ie estimated that not less than ten 
10 ton jack-sorews would be required. In addition to this four 
dron rode would be required to draw the walle back to the perpen- 
dicular,making them secures This heavy work,along with the reg- 
ular school work,would over-tax,I fear,the capabilities of our 
staff there,qnd some extra labour would be required. An expert 
could, believe be seoured,either at Fitzgerald or Fort MoMurray-. 


As the boiler attached to the little engaine in the saw-mill is 
leaking beyond repair, it ie now quite out of the question for 

any lumber to be made on the spot, and this,along with the other 
dteme mentioned above,inoline me to the opinion that $ 1,000 will 
soarcely meet the expenditure which will be necessary if the 
gohool is to be sufficiently restored as to make it safe for ocou-~ 
pata@on and a few yeara'further service. The sum of $ 2,000 would 
probably do this, and I should be glad to kmow at your earliest 
convenience if instructions may be issued to the Rev.Canon Vale, 
the Prinoipal,who will shortly return to take oharge of the sohool, 
to effect repaire,the oost of which your Department will meet ,pro- 
vided they do not exceed the sum I have suggestede

I am very deeply obliged to you for your letter of 
the 4th instant (134-7-5) in which yo@ undertake to give con- 
sideration to an itemized list of repairs of an imperative 
nature required at our Society's Hay River School. 

From the statement attached to my letter of October 
30th last, addressed to the Deputy Superintendent General, it 
will be seen that the erection of a new School building ona 
different site, is a matter which can not be postpfoned in- 
definitely. However, until this can be accomplished it is 
essential on account of the long and cold winters which prevail 
in the northern latitude in which this school stands, that the 
heating and lighting systems should be maintained in an efficient 


state. The repairs, therefore which are of immediate urgency 
are as follows:- 


New Furnaces, 
An electric lighting system, 
Enlargement of dormitory space for the girls. 


1. With regard to the furnaces when I visited this 
school in the summer of 1923 I examined them carefully and con- 
cluded that they would soon have to be repleced by new ones. In 
a letter recently received from the Principal and dated war. 2lst 
last he asks for new furnaces to be sent in this year. The 
Hudson's Bay Co, inform me that they can supply two 

at $400 .00 each 
or a total cost of $ 800,00 
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2. The Acetylene gas plant now in use is in much 
the same condition as the furnaces. The cost of carbide even 
with the best of plants is very expensive, and where the plant 
is defective this cost is increased. The cost of this item 
alone at this school last year was approximately $200.00 and is 

A not likely to be any less this year. An eletcric lighting 
Aystem would add both comfort and safety to the school, and 
reduce our Society's operating expenses which at present are 
exceedingly high. This system could be removed to another 
building at a later date. 

3. A third and very urgent requirement is more 
dormitory space for the girls. There are more girls in re- 
sidence at present than boys, and as this is always likely to 
be the case, in the opinion of the Principal, he suggests that 
an upper story be built above the Kitchen. This suggestion 

aw /nNas my own approval, A window from the present dormitory could 
be enlarged to make a doorway, and the heat from the Kitchen 
would help to keep it warm. He estimates the cost at $300 .00 

Any assistance which you may be able to render in 
providing the above requirements will be greatly appreciated by 
our Society. 

As the per capita earnings of this school for 1924 
were only $8,250.00 and the maintenance expenses, as given in 
our Auditor's report, amounted to $15,622.94, you will see 
that our Society had to raise the sum of $7 , 373.94 to keep it 
in operation,

We have been requested from time to time to 
abandon this institution and rebuild on another site and I 
cannot recommend that any major improvements be undertaken. 
I wish to suggest, therefore, that the request for electric 
lighting and for a small addition to the girls' wing be 
refused. 


Dr. Westgate's third request is for two furnaces, 
which are badly needed. ‘YThe cost in this connection will 
be g800 and I wish to recommend that he be allowed t 
purchase two furnaces considered suitable, after securing 
competitive prices, and have them shipped to the school.

Dear Sir:- Re; Saw Mill for Hay River School 


Some time ago our Commission received a request 
from the Principal of their Hay River School that the saw 
mill at that institution be placed in 4 satisfactory working 
condition, and I find that I made reference to this in a 
letter adiressed to you on the 10th. of August last.(see also 
my letter of June 7th. last.) Our Commission have given a 
great deal of careful thought to this request, and have come 
to the conchusion that in order to keep their expenditure 
as low as possible,without impairing the School's efficiency, 
the saw mill should be made capable, not only of cutting lun- 
ber, but also of cutting the School's supply of wood. 

As gasoline costs a great deal when delivered to so remote a 
centre, they have decided that the wood-burning engine on 
their steamer the "Komba", should be placed ashore, as the 
hull of the "Komba"is no longer seaworthy, and made to operate 
the mill. This action would eliminate the necessity of pur- 
chasing the engine referred to in my letter of June 7th. laste 


To put the saw mill in order, however, for cutting 
lumber and wood, certain iron fixtures are essential, and 
acting on the request of the Principal, our Commission have 
endeavoured to secure quotations which they might submit to 
you in this connections As the list of fixtures submitted 
by the Princioal was not sufficiently specific for the purnosel 
of the Commission it has been referred back to him for fure 
ther information. In the meantime, and as there will be con- 
siderable delay in receiving his reply, the Commission instruc 
ea me to submit to you the enclosed letter from the Hudson's 
Bay Go. as a guide to the cost of some of the fixtures which

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are likely to be required. Thoy felt that this action should 
be taken now as your estimates for the ensuing fiscal year 

are under preparation, and would beg to suggest that an appro- 
priation based on the enclosed figures be included in the same. 


AS soon as the information requested from the Prin- 
cipal has been received, I will communicate with you again, 
but beg to suggest, in view of the urgency of the naed, that 
provision be made in your estimates for next year to meet the

The Principal of our Society's School at Hay River, 
has directed the attention of our Commission to the urgent need 
of a new motor launch to enable the School management to secure 
the large quantity of fish required yearly to feed the staff and 
pupils,and patients in the hospital. In his letter of Jan.llth, 
last, setting forth his application for this very necessary item 
of equipment, he writes, in part, as follows:- 


" What we require is an adequately large and strong boat 

suitable for big lake fishing. Our staple meat die&is 
fish, the daily school requirement being 100 fish. The 
Northern climate being subject to almost daily winds, and 
this lake being of very shallow depth, and extremely so 
within two miles of the River mouth, the waves rise up very 
quickly. Last fall due to almost constant wind, we could 
Yeach our nets on an average of only twice a week. Then 
generally it was with much misgiving as to the safety of our 
fisherman and boy helper, who were out a mile and a half in 
the Lake from three to five hours at a time, in a small canoe 
Skiff. Frequently I went out with a boy myself, and due to 
the distance, the slowness and difficulty of travel, and the 
quickly rising winds, I realized that we have not adequate 
equipment for fishing on a large scale. Both the size and 
speed of the boat have to be considered for regular and 
Successful fishing for a school like this. ‘This model or a 
boat which I describe is based on one owned by a neighbor 
fisherman, who declares it capable of easily enduring a rough 
lake. This design, improved upon to greater strength according 
to his advice, is as follows:- 
Dimensions. Length 25' bottom, 30! top. 

Width 5° bottom, 8' top. 

Ribs 8"x 4" and 16" apart. 

Plank Material 13",

4 Stern built for outboard motor. 
Estimated cost of boat $85.00. 
Suggested boat builder, hir. Mercredi or Frank Conibear.

In a later letter dated Feb. 8th, he further writes, 
in part, as follows:- 


" The fish scarcity continues to be serious in this community. 
All the people are experiencing it alike. Eight large nets 
altogether yield an average of twenty to thirty fish every 
two days. With much labor we have moved part of our nets 
five miles out into the Lake from a three mile point with 
a little better result. We may place some of them two or 
three miles further still.” 


The boat at present in use, was bought in 1924 for 
$700.00. of which amount your Department provided $500.00. and our 
Society the balance. It was a second hand boat when purchased, 
but the service it has rendered seems to me to have fully justified 
the expenditure. Now, however, it is not sea-worthy, and the 
Principal states that "the engine is worn out, and not worth the 
great expense needed to repair it". He suggests that a new boat 
be provided of the dimensions set forth above, and that it be 
provided with a 6-8 hep. Kermath engine, which would cost, 
according to the attached price list, approximately $425.00. To 
this would have to be added the cost of freight. The Principal 
states that this engine was recommended to him by the engineer 
on the Hudson's Bay Co's Liard River steamer, who “insists that 
a fairly heavy and strong engine is necessary for freighting 
purposes on large waters such 48 Great Slave Lake where the force 
of contrary winds is so great". He also sgates that "this engine 
is popular in Noséhsrn waters". 


As the boat and engine I have described are undoubtedly 
an urgent necessity at this institution, not only for procuring 
the daily and annual fish supply, put also for hauling a barge 
when collecting the wood and hay required, our Commission have 
instructed me to apply to your Department for oomee to purchase 
the game in time to go forward by the first steamer going North 
from Fort McMurray this summer. 


As the saw-mill required at this School is not to be 
provided this year (see your letter Jan. Sth, 1929, 139-2-5), and 
as the engine sanctioned in your letter of June 13th, 1928, 
139-2-5, is not being purchased, 1 trust that you may be able to 
grant the authorization requested, or place the orders direct for 
the boat and engine specified by the Principal.

Dear Sir:- Re - Motor Launch for Hay River School. 


With further reference to my letter of March 19th 
last re a motor launch for our Society's School at Hay River, 
NeWeTe, and your reply to the same on March 25th, 139-2-5, 

I beg to state that it was only on the 3rd instant that I 
received a reply from the boat builders at Fort Smith to my 
letter of April 2nd, desiring to know if they could build a 
boat according to the dimensions given, and at an approximate 
cost of $85.00. Mr. Mercredi in his reply states that he could 
not build a boat for the sum specified, and advised me to apply 
+o a boat builder at Jaterways. I have already written to 4 
boat builder at Waterways, but do not expect to hear from him 
before I leave here at the end of this week to visit Hay River. 
I am, moreover, somewhat doubtful about the ability of small 
boat makers to install a valuable engine satisfactorily in 4 
boat of their own make, and feel that it would be better to pay 
a little more and have a boat properly made, and the engine 
properly installed. 


Acting on the recommendation of the district manager 
of the Hudson's Bay Company for the Mackenzie River district, 1 
wrote to the Alberta Motor Boat Co., Ltd., Edmonton, to ascertain 
if they could build a boat according to the dimensions given by the 
Principal of the Hay River School, the cost of the same, and the 
earliest date at which they could have it ready. Their reply was 
just received here yesterday, and you will find the same enclosed 
herewith for your information. From the description of the boat 
yecommended in this letter, I am in doubt as to whether it would 
be the most suitable model for the Hay River School's use, as the 
boat required is largely for fishing purposes. I am satisfied, 
however, that the boat required could not be built for the sum of 
$85.00 as suggested by the Principal, and as I expect to be in 
Bamonton on Monday, June 17th, on my way to Hay River, 1 should 
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lixe to have authority from you to place the order with the Alberts 
Motor Boat Co., for a boat which will meet the requirements of the 

Hay River Schoole I am of the opinion that after I have talked 

the matter over with the Alberta Motor Boat Co., that I can 

persuade them to build a suitabie boat for less than $475.00., but 

am unable at present even +o estimate what the amount would be. 

I should be glad, therefore, to have authority from you to place 

an order with this Company for the most suitable boat I can get, 

and on the best terms I can secure, it being understood that the 

price will not exceed $300.00 or $350.00 at the outsidee If I can 
secure it for less I shall certainly 40 50. There can be no 

question whatever about the urgent necessity of this boat, and 

where the health of the staff and pupils depends so largely on an 
adequate supply of fish, I consider it would be well worth while 

to spend the extra amount, and provide them with a really serviceable 
poat and engine to assist them in procuring the same. A letter

With regard to section (c) the Principal has impressed 
upon me the importance of having the dog corral renewed, and Bishop 
Geddes who called here this morning, stressed the same matter. 

The posts can and will be secured locally, and the labour undertaken 
by the school management, but the wire must be supplied from this 
part. The Principal states that the most suitable wire to be used 
in that known as "Fox-Fencing". The corral should be 8' high, 

100* long and 50' wide, making the total length of wire 300' by 8' 
high. At this school the dogs are used in securing the wood 

supply, in visiting the fish nets in the lake during the winter 
time, and also in the garden work. It is important, therefore, 

that they should be cared for, and I greatly hope that this item 
along with the others given in our general list may be granted.

SECTION 5. LISTS OF MATERIALS AND EQUIPMENT SUPPLIERS 


The Contractor shall, vefore placing any orders for any 
equipment or materials required for the performance of this contract 
submit to the ..inister a list of the suppliers from which, and the 
price at which it proposes to purchase such materials or equipment, 
and the Contractor shall, if so directed vy the Minister, purchase 
any or all of such materials or equipment from the same or from 
some other supplier or suppliers designated by the Minister, with 
which the Department of Mines and sesources may nave made special 
arrangements for the supply thereof with respect to priorities 
in the deFivery thereof. 


SECTION 6. PAYMENTS 


(a) As promptly as possible after the lst day of each 
month during the prosecution of the work, the Contractor shall 
furnish to the Minister 4 certified statement or progress claim 
of the cost of the work (determined in accordance with Schedule 
nan) for the preceeding period, such statement to be accompanied 
by two copies of all payrolls, voucners and invoices and such other 
{nformation as the Minister may require and thereupon, if such 
statement is satisfactory to the Minister, the Contractor will 
be paid the amount which may be due within fifteen (15) days atter 
such statement or progress Claim has been received by the Minister; 


(b) Payments shall be made only on the production and 
delivery by the Contractor to the Minister of a certificate in 
wiring signed by the indian Agent and, if required by the Minister, 
by a cost accountant appointed or approved by the Minister, 
certirying the amount to which the contractor 1s entitled as 
aroresaid; 


(c) The Contractor shall, when making his final re- 


quisition for payment furnish to the indian Agent satisfactory 
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(b) In this contract unless the context otherwise 
requires: 


"Engineer" shall mean the Indian Agent of the Fort 
Resolution Agency, Indian Affairs Branch of the Department or 
Mines and Resources, having control over the work and shall ex- 
tend to and include any of the officers or employees of the 
Department of Mines and Resources acting under the instructions

GENERAL CONDITIONS 
(Cost Plus Percentage Construction) 
INTERPRETATION 
Unless the context otherwise requires, 


(a) The term "the agreement" means the particular agreement or 
contract of which in each specific case, these general conditions are 
expressed to form 4 part; 


(b) The terms "this contract" and "the contract" mean and include 
the agreement, these general conditions, the specifications and/or 
labour conditions referred to in the agreement or in these general 
conditions and all other senecules, exnibits or other documents ( if any) 
aunexed to the agreement or referred to therein as being part thereof. 
In the event ol any inconsistencies, the provisions of the agreement 
and/or these general conditions shall prevail over the specifications 
and similarly the provisions of the agreement shall prevail over these 
general conditions; 


(c) The words “herein”, "hereby", "hereof", "thereunder", and 
similar expressions reter to the contract as a whole and not to any 
particular subdivision or part tnereof; 


(da) "Specifications" means any and all specifications, plans 
and/or drawings at any time rurnished ror the cerrying out of this 
contract, including tne specirications, plans and/or arawings (if any) 
rererred to in the agreement; 


(e) "Minister" means the Minister of Mines and Resources of Canada 
end his successor for wwe time being in office ana includes the Veputy 
Minister and any Acting Deputy -inister ana any auly autnuorized re- 
presentative of tLe Department or |.ines and Resources. 


(f) “Engineer” snall mean the person designated in the agreement; 


(g) "Work" means tne work done or required to ve aone by the 
Contractor, and when the context permits, includes labour and materials 
shown or described in the specifications; 


(h) The term "sub-contractor" includes a person, firm or corporation 
having a contract with the Contractor (other than contracts of hire for 
personal services) for the execution of a part or parts of the work and 
also a person, firm or corporation furnishing material to the Contractor 
in connection with the work; 


(i) "Other Conspactor" means any person, firm or corporation 
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employed by, or having a contract directly or indirectly with, the 
Minister otherwise than through the Contractor;

the Contractor for the purposes of the work and includes also any 
specifications supplied to the Contractor for the said purposes, 
provided however, that the Contractor shall not be entitled to be 
supplied with any Government issue except as and to the extent (if 
any) specifically provided in the agreement; 


(k) “Allied firm’ means any firm, company or corporation which 
directly or indirectly controls or is controlled by or is affiliated 
with the Contractor, and includes any individual or individuals 
directly or indirectly controlling the Contractor or any such com- 
pany or corporation as aforesaid; 


(1) Any and all rights, powers, authorities and discretions herein, 
expressed to be conferred upon or vested in His Majesty may be ex- 
ercised by the Minister (as defined herein) and/or any other person 
or persons duly authorized in that behalf; 


(m) The singular number, where used herein, shall include the 
plural and vice versa and reference to persons shall include 
corporations and vice versa. 


SUCCESSORS AND ASSIGNS 


This contract shall enure to the benefit of all and shall be binding 
upon the heirs, executors, administrators or successors and assigns 
(subject as hereinafter provided) of the Contractor and the successors 
of His Majesty; provided that the Contractor shall not be entitled 
to assign or sublet this contract or any of the work except as herein 
expressly provided. 


QUALITY 


The work shall be performed by the Contractor using the best 
materials and finished in the best and most workmanlike manner, and in 
strict conformity with the contract, and to the complete satisfaction 
of the Indian Agent and the Minister, and at such places as the Indian 
Agent shall, from time to time, direct. 

TIME 


Time shall be deemed to be material and of the essence of this 
contract. 


CHANGES IN THE WORK 


The Minister may, through the Indian Agent from time to time, by 


art 2) 
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written instruction or drawings issued to the Contractor, make 
changes in the work, issued additional instructions, require ad- 
ditional work or direct the omission of work previously ordered, 
and the provisions of the contract shall apply to all such changes, 
modifications and additions with the same effect as if they were 
embodied in the contract plxns, drawings and specifications. 


Instructions shall be deemed to have been duly given to the 
Contractor if given to the Superintendent or to a foreman of the 
Contractor on the work. or if given to the Contractor personally or, 
if the Contractor is a firm or corporation, to a member of such firm 
or officer of such corporation. 


If there is any change in the work, the Minister shall decide if 
there has been such 4 material increase or decrease in the scope of the 
work so that an adjustment should be made in the Contractor's fee 
and the Minister's decision on the adjustment to be made shall be 
final. 


INDIAN AGENT SOLE JUDGE OF WORK AND MATERIALS 

Tne Indian Agent shall be the sole judge of the work and material, 
in respect of both quality and quantity, and his decision on all 
questions in dispute witn regard thereto, or as to the meaning or in- 
tention of the contract and as to the meaning or intention of the contrac 
and as to the meaning or interpretation of the plans, drawings and 
specifications shall be tinal, and no work under the contract shall 
be deemed to have been performed, nor materials or things provided, so 
as to entitle tne Contractor to payment therefor unless and until the 
Indian Agent is satisfied therewith, as evidenced by his certificate 
in whiting, which certiticate shall be a condition precedent to the 
right or tne contractor to be paid therefor; provided that any such 
decision may be altered or cancelled by the Minister. 


NORK SUBJECT TO CONTROL OF INDIAN AGENT 


The work shall, in every particular, be under and subject to the 
control and supervision of the Indian Agent. 


FOREMAN OF WORKS 


A competent foreman shall be kept on the ground by the Contractor 
during working hours, to receive thearéers ot the Indian Agent. Such 
foreman shall be considered as the lawrul representative of the Con- 
tractor and shall carry out all requisitions and instructions or the 
Indian Agent. 
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9. DEFECTIVE WORK OR MATERIAL 


Should the Contractor use or employ, or intend to use or employ, 
any material, plant, tools, equipment, articles or things, which in 
the opinion of the Indian Agent, are not in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract or are in any way unsuitable for the work, 
or any part thereof, or should the Indian Agent consider that any 
work is for any reason, improperly, derectively, or insufficiently 
executed or performed, the indian Agent may order the Contractor to 
remove the same, and to use and employ proper material, plant, tools, 
equipment, articles and things or to properly re-execute and perform 
such work, as the case may be, and thereupon the Contractor shall 
j{jmmediately comply with such orders and if the Contractor fails to 
somply with such orders within twenty-four hours the Indian Agent 
may, at any time thereafter, execute or cause to be executed the orders 
so given. 


10 .CONSUMABLE TOOLS, MATURTALS AND SUPPLIES 


All usable tools (other than tools customarily provided by trades- 
men) and all consumable materials and supplies left over after the 
completion of the work shall, if the Minister so desires, be taken 
over and be paid for by the Contractor at a fair and reasonable price 
to be determined by the Minister. 


11. WORK NOT COMPRISED IN CONTRACT 

His Majesty may, at any time, without payment therefor, send and 
employ on, in and about the work other contractors, and workmen, with 
such horses, machinery, tools, Plant, equipment, materials, articles 
and tnings as the Indian Agent may deem necessary to ao any work not 
comprised in the contract, and the Contractor shall afford them all 
reasonable tacilities, to the satisfaction of the Indian Agent, for 
doing such work, the work of the Contractor being interiered with as 
little as the Indian Agent may deem practicable. 


The taking of possession of the whole or any part of the work of 
the Contractor for such purpose snall not be deemed in acceptance by 
or on venalf of His Majesty of the whole or any portion of the work 
comprised in this contract. 


12. POWER TO TAKE WORK FROM CONTRACTOR 


In case the Contractor shall make default or delay in commencing, 
or in diligently executing any or the work or portions thereof to be 
perrormed, or that may be ordered under the contract, to the satis- 
faction of the Indian Agent, the Indian Agent may give a general 
notice to the Contractor requiring him to put an end to such caefault 
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or delay, and shoula such default or delay continue ior six days 
after such novice shall have been given by the Indian Agent to 

tne Contractor, or shoulda the Contractor make deault in the com- 
pletion of the work, of any portion tnereof, within the time 
limitea with respect thereto in or under tnis contract, or snoula 
the Contractor become ausolvent or avanaon the work or meke an 
assignment of tnis contract Wituout the consent required or other- 
wise fail to observe and perform any of the provisions of the 
contract, then and in any of such ases, the Minister, for and on 
pehalf of His Majesty, and without any further authorization, may 
take all the work out of the Contractor's hands and may employ such 
means as he may see fit to complete the work, and in such cases the 
Contractor shall have no claim for any further payment on account 
of the fee stipulated to be payable to the Contractor or in respect 
of work perfor.ed, but shall be chargeable with, and shall remain 
liable for all loss and damage which may be suffered by His Majesty 
by reason of such default, or delay, or the non-completion by the 
Contractor of the work, and all horses, machinery, tools, plant and 
equipment, and all rights proprietary or otherwise, licences, powers 
and privileges, whether relating to or affecting real estate or 
personal property, acquired, possessed or provided by the Contractor 
for the purposes of the ork, or by the Indian Agent under the pro- 
vision of the contract may be used, exercised and enjoyed by His 
Majesty, for the purpose of carrying out the work as fully to all 
intents and purposes as they might theretofore have been used, ex- 
ercised and enjoyed by the Contractor. 


INSURANCE 


(a) The Contractor, unless otherwise instructed by the Minister, 
shall insure all materials, equipment and Contractor's plant during 
transit and at all times during the construction and until the final 
acceptance of the work and shall keep the same and all buildings 
and structure being constructed and/or erected insured against loss 
by fire, in such insurance company or companies and in such amount 
or amounts as may be approved of by the Indian Agent and the policies 
of such insurance shall be made payable as the interests of the 
Contractor and His Majesty, may, respectively, appear,and the 
original policies together with certified copies thereof shall be 
forwarded to the indian Affairs Branch; provided that such buildings 
or structures need not be insured by the Contractor from and after 
the date of the occupation thereof by His Majesty. 


(vb) The Contractor shall maintain such insurance as will protect 
him from claims under Workmen's Compensation Acts and from any other 
claims for demages for personal injury, including death, which may 
arise from his operations under the Contract. Certificates of such 
insurance shall be forwarded to the Indian Affairs Branch and shall 
be subject to their approval as to adequacy of protection; and the 
Contractor shall indemnify and save harmless His Majesty from and 
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against all claims and demands, loss, costs, damages, actions 

suits or other proceedings by whomsoever made, brought or prosecuted 
in any manner based upon, occasioned by, or attributable to any such 
death, or injury, or any damage to, or infringement of, any property 
or right. 


GOVERNMENT ISSUE 


(a) All items comprised in any Government issue supplied to the 
Contractor for the purposes of the contract shall always be and 
remain the property of His Majesty and shall be used by the Con- 
tractor solely for the purposes of the Contract and the Contractor 
shall account fully to the Minister for such Government issue in such 
manner as the Minister may require. 


(bv) The Contractor shall be responsible for and shall indemnify 
His Majesty for all loss or damage of or to any and all such Govern- 
ment issue while on the premises of or in the care or subject to the 
control of the Contractor and shall at its own expense replace, re- 
pair or restore to the complete satisfaction of the Minister any and 
all such Government issue which may be so lost or damaged; provided 
that the Contractor shall not be obligated to make good damage caused 
by reasonable wear and tear or due to causes beyond his control. 


15. PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE 


The Contractor shall take special precautions to prevent fire 
occurring in or about the work, and shall observe and comply with 
all laws and regulations in force respecting fires, and with all 
regulations and instructions made and given from time to time during 
construction, b y the Indian Agent with respect to fires and the 
prevention and extinguishing of fires. 


16. ASSIGNMENTS 


The Contractor shall not assign or sublet the contract without 
the written consent of the Minister first obtained; provided how- 
ever, that (unless, in any case, tne Minister objects thereto and 
subject algo as herein provided} the Contractor may sublet such 
portions of the work herein contracted tor as is customary and 
usual in the construction of such work, but His Majesty shall not 
in any way be held liable for the payment of any moneys due to any 
sub-contrac.or, and the Contractor shall be held responsible for the 
proper performance of every portion of the work herein contracted for, 


17. SUB-CONTRACTORS 


The Contractor shall, before entering into any sub-contracts 
for work or materials, notify the Indian Agent in writing of the names 
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of all such proposed sub-contractors and the terms and conditions 
of such sub-contracts and shall not enter into any such sub-contracts 
without obtaining the approval of the Indian Agent thereto. 


The Indian Agent may, on request, furnish to any sub-contractor 
wherever practicable, evidence of the amounts certified to on his 
account. 


The Contractor agrees to bind every sub-coutractor by the 
terms of the General Conditions, Drawings and Specifications, as 
fear as applicable to his work. 


MEMBER OF H.OF C,. NOT TO BENEFIT 


No member of the House of Commons of Canada snail ve admitted 
to any share or part of the contract, or to any pveneitit to arise 
tnerefrom, 


ACCOUNTS 


The Contractor shall keep proper accounts and records in 
such form and detail as shall be satisfactory to the Minister of the 
cost to tne Contractor of the work and the invoices, receipts and 
vouchers relating thereto, and such accounts records, invoices, 
receipts and vouchers shall at all times be open to audit and 
inspection by the Minister or his authorized representatives (who 
may make copies thereof and take extracts therefrom) and the 
Contractor shall afford all proper facilities tor such audits and 
inspections and shall furnish the Minister and his authorized 
representative with all such information as he or they may from 
time to time require with reference to such accounts, records, 
invoices, receipts and vouchers. If any part of the work is 
performed by an allied firm (as defined herein) the Contractor 
shall also cause such allied firm to keep similar accounts, records, 
invoices, receipts and vouchers with respect to the cost of the 
work performed by such allied firm, and to permit the same to be 
inspected and audited by the authorized representatives of the 
Minister, The Contractor shall cause all such accounts, records, 
invoices, receipts and vouchers as aforesaid to be preserved and 
kept available for audit and inspection at any time ana from time 
to time until the expiration of five (5) years from the date of the 
termination of the work. 


WORK TO BE FREZ FROM ALL ENCUMBRANCES 


Before making any payment on any progress or final estimate 
the Minister may require tie Contractor to furnish evidence that all 
work performed, and material supplied and all structures built for 
which payment is being made are free and clear from all lawiul claims 
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or liens under any law for labour, workmanship, materials or other- 
wise; the Contractor shall indemnify and hold harmless His Majesty 
from and against any end all kinds of claims or ilens accruing 

from labour and services performed and material furnished or other- 
wise, and any of the same in or about the works. 


PATENT CLAIMS AND ROYALTIES 


(a) His Majesty shall indemnify the Contractor against all 
actions, claims or proceedings for iutringement of any patent or 
{ndustrial aesign rights or of any alleged patent of inaustrial

and they shall not in any respect be taken as an acceptance of the 
work or as a release of the Contractor from responsibility in respect 
thereof. 


PROTECTION OF WORK 


The contract and all information issued in connection 
therewith are coufidential and their use must be strictly confined

the Contractor become insolvent or abandon the work or make an 
assignment of this contract without the consent required or other- 
wise fail to observe and perform any of the provisions of the

When the gum of $30,000.00 was included in the 
supplementary estimates for the construction of a school at 
Hay River, it was presumed that this would be a standard type 
of school and that building conditions would be normal. However, 
we are finding that this is very far from being the case. 


The specifications for the building being constructed 
are entirely different from any that has been built previously 
as an Indien day school. This is due to the permafrost condition 
which exists at Hay River. Because of this, we have previously 
requested you to appoint an official who could supervise the 
rather unusual type of construction necessitated by the climatic 
condition which exists in thia area. 


On August 14 an Order-in-Couneil No. P.C. 3269 was 
obtained for the granting of a contract for the erection of 
this school to a Mr. Peter Mattson of Hay River. 


You will recall that on June 17 I received a letter 
from you in which Mr. Fred Fraser, Mining Recorder at Yellowknife, 
had sent you a wireless message reading as follows: 


"RETEL THIRTEENTH MATSON REPQRTED 
COMPETENT AND RELIABLE IN EVERY WAY". 


When the blueprints and specifications of the proposed 


piling end foundation details for these buildings were ready, 
they were forwarded to Mr. Matteson on November 3. On November 4

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our Chief Treasury Officer drew to the attention of our 
Superintendent of Education the following comment which had 
been made by G. H. Colson, Treasury Cost Auditor, after a visit 
to Mr. Matteson at Hay River: 


"I gathered from Mr. Mattson that he is not 
in a position to finance the purchase of 

materials and he would be glad to know what 
arrangements are being made regarding this". 


It was then decided, before any further steps could 
be taken, that a semple copy of our standard contract should 
be gent to Mr. Mattson for his consideration. 


We have now received an answor from Mr, Mattson 
reading as follows:

@ifficulties regarding Hay River Sehool contract, which 
I am fully aware of and capable to fulfill and operate, 
with the exception of financial obligations as my funds 
are very limited. Therefore I require your financial 
backing as far as purchasing and transporting materials 
to school grounds, wages paid out, operational expenses 
required for construction . 


"T have on instructions from Chief Engineer 
Campbell started operational forework, such as preparing 
holes for piling, road to school grounds, wood supplies 
for steam jetting, pilings ready for delivery, email 
building for equipment storage. {Trusting you will find 
this satisfactory and that arrangements can be made for 
financing. 

"Please notify if above arrangements can be 
made, as Hay River mail will not arrive until December 5." 


In view of the fact that our nearest Indian Agent is 
Dr. Mulvihill, located at Fort Resolution, which is severel 
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hundred miles away, it will not be possible for us to arrange 
the financing of this project as suggested. 


Due to the fact that you will have a supervising 
engineer on the job, it is recommended that your branch take 
over the responsibility for the construction of thie school 
and principal's residence. We will set up the necessary 
encumbrance for the amount voted. While our Education 
Division is willing to assume the responsibility for the 
construction of standard one und two room school buildings, 
it is felt, in view of the technical and other difficulties 
involved in the erection of this Hay River School plant, 
that it should be handled by the Lands and Development 
Services.

completed. In order to construct these piles I must 
build heated sheds large enough for storage and heating 
of material.

nterests of those who have previously directed this project will cease 
nd my responsibility begins. 


It 1s generally unsatisfactory to take over an unfinished 

ob from another party, but in view of the request from the Acting 
Deputy Minister of the Department of Mines and Resources, I am, as 

pove stated, willing to undertake this work. I may point out however, 

-~het the work has been initiated by others and if the cost is too high 

should not be asked to assume any responsibility for this. This 
éoes not mean that there is any intention of negligence here in com- 
pleting this project, put merely that there has been divided res- 
ponsibility and that I am called on to continue systems and methods 
which, when once started, cannot be changed. 


I visited Hay River on March 2ist in company with Mr. J.W. 
McKinnon, Inspector of Schools. Mr. McKinnon wished to see the progress 
made in the construction of this school and while I inspected the 
construction work to date, with him, my visit at that time had not 
the same interest in the project put was only of a general nature. 

From this visit, however, I am aware of the work which has been done 
to date, and the placing of concrete piles 12 X 12 inches <28 feet 
under the school building and timber piles under the proposed residence. 


On account of the project being undertaken by others, and the 
need of my being fully informed of same and also to ensure proper sup- 
ervision, I propose to put a Clerk on this job, full time, for a 
considerable period.

Mr. Johnston 
seems to have gone very thoroughly into this matter, but 
would seem to be worrying unduly about the division of cost 
previous to the 3lst May and subsequent to the lst June. 
If you want the costs carefully segregated, we will arrange 
for any accounts covering material ordered previous to the 
31st May to be sent in here and forwarded to you for pay- 
ment, otherwise it would seem that he could arrange payment 
for any material which has not already been paid for, as the 
money is all coming from your Department and it is merely a 
matter of bookkeeping if you want to separate the costs 
later. 


You will note that he estimates the completed 
cost of the work at approximately $100,000. and in Mr. White's 
report he estimates the amount required to complete the work 
at $40,000.00. Your 193-2-5 of the 3rd June, 1948, indicates 
that only $23,000.00 will be available after Supplementary 
Estimates have been passed.

In reply to Mr. Hoey's memorandum dated June 17th, bearing 
your marginel notatien thereon of the 19th instant, in connection with 
the above, we make the following remarks:< 


Im your memorandum to this Division dated June 3rd, you advised 
that the local source of electricity for the Schcol and Teacher's Resi- 
dence will not be available before next year. Because of the forced hot 
air heating systen used in these two tuildings it is necessary that we 
provide a source of alternating ourrent power for the coming heating sea- 
son. 


The estimated cost of lighting plant equipment for a permanent 
installation is approximately $10,000.00 with an anmal operating and 
maintenance cost of approximately $1,200.90. The probable yearly cost 
of purchasing power from a looal source at the Power Company's proposed 
revised rate of 18 cents per kilowatt hour is estimated at $1,300.90. 
In view of these costs, we investigated the possibility of providing a 
temporary source of power necessary for the operations of the heating 
equipment until such time as the local power source is available. 


The scheme we propose, consists of providing an automatically 
controlled generating unit to supply heating equipment only, no provision 
being made for supplying the lighting loads. This plant could be dise 
mentled next year when the local power source is available and re-used 
at some other location or retained at this dite as a standby unit. Light- 
ing where necessary, could be provided through the use of Coleman or equi- 
valent type of lighting units. Mr. Kosnar of this Division, contacted 
Messrs B.F. Neary, J.W. McKinnon and H.R. Lamberton and discussed the pro- 
position with them and they were in favour of providing electric power for 
the buildings as outlined above, as a temporary measure until the local 
source is available, rather than providing a permanent generating plant 
installation. 


A gasoline driven 5 KW, 110 volts single phase, 60 cycle, al- 
ternating current generating unit with fully automatic control panel is 
recommended. In this connection we advise that the General Supply Conpany 
of Canada Limited, in Ottawa, have in stock a mitable unit which is a war 
surplus item. This unit is available at a reasonable price of §960.00, ani 
complete with automatic control panel, which can be supplied, the cost of 
the Department should not exceed $1,100.00 f.o.b. Ottawa. 


Should it be decided to proceed on this basis, the Department of 
Public Works should be advised of the availability of the above mentioned 
generating unit and it is also suggested that they be requested to enquire 
as to the type of motors on the heating systan equipment and if necessary 
make arrangements to provide repulsion-induction motors to limit the start- 
ing currente If it were found from test, that power was available after 
allowance was made for the starting load of the School fan unit motor, it 
would be possible to provide a number of temporary lighting outlets in ad- 
vantageous arease

"The school building itself is progressing 
slowly, mainly due to non-delivery of ordered materials. 
Mattson, however, has informed me in general discussion, 
that it is his plan to put on 4s many carpenters as he 
can possibly secure within limits to rush the main 
pbuilding to completion for use this fall, At the 
present date, the main building is in the studding 
stage on the upper floor and is sheathed in with ship- 
lap on the main floor. Foundation work, which is a 
large factor in the type of building vetng erected, is 
of course, completed. Continual rain throughout the 
last ten days has kept the crew from working most of 
the time, 


The teacherage itself is much further advanced 
as is the boiler room attached to it. Shingling and 
outside finish has been completed and much of the inside 
work also. My personal estimate (and I wish to stress 
the point that it is only an estimate), is that the 
teacherage may be ready for occupancy by the end of 
September and the mail school building itself, possibly 
a month later if the ordered materials arrive in the near 
future, To substantiate such an estimate, I would prefer 
that you contact others in the area to get their idea". 
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& Several large families have already moved 
into Hay River as permanent residents now that the 
road is open. This should, and I am sure will, assure 
you of at least fifty pupils and possibly many more.

Your memorandum of September 24, 1946, file C,H. No. P P 62, 
addressed to the Director, Indian Affaire Branch, dealing with the pay- 
mente due Mr, Peter Mattson as contractor has been referred to this 
office for reply. 


The contract for the construction of a four-room Indian Day 
Sehool and teachers’ residence at Hay River, Northwest Territorics, was 
awarded to Ur. Peter Matteson under authority of Order in Souncil P.C. 3269, 
dated August 14, 1947. It was soon realized that Mr, Mattson was not in 
@ position to finance this construction operation from his own resources, 
As there was no other qualified contractor available in the district te 
take over the work, it was decided to continue the contract with ur. 
Mattson and to assist him in financing the project by paying all accounts 
promptly as they came due. 


It was also decided that since there would have to be a hold- 
back on Mr, Matteson whe was working on a 10% cost plus basis, advances 
to him would be limited to what would be paid a foreman. This advance 
which was accountable against his 10% fee was set at $300.00 per month. 
In addition to thie monthly advance he was given $500.00 as an accountable 
advance against his fee,when it appeared that he lacked sufficient financial 
resources to provide him with ready money for expenses payable in cash. 


It is hoped that the above explanation of the arrangements made 
to enable Mr. Mattson to carry on the work will clarify for you the pre- 
cedure which we followed in making payments te him, These arrangements 
seemed the best at the time but we are aware of ne reason why you could 
net amend them as you see fit within the terms of the Order in Ceuncil and 
the contract with Mr, Mattson, to meet Seater

Under date of June 19, 1948 I wrote to 
you stating that District Engineer W. J. Johnston, who 
had taken over the completion of the four-classroom day 
school and teacherage at Hay River, N.W.T., estimated 
the cost of completion of this work at $17,000, and 
asked if you could arrange to have this amount placed 
in your Supplementary Estimates. 


Under date of October 21, 1948 Mr. 
Johnston reported that the amount now required to 
finish this school was $25,000. Copy of this letter 
is attached. As there seems to be some question as 
to the necessity for this full amount or whether some 
of it could be provided out of funds already authorized, 
he was asked to check his statement and say whether the 
$25,000. was the total required to complete the con- 
struction of the school and teacherage in the current 
fiscal year and whether any money would be required 
next year or not. He replied under date of November 3rd, 
copy of which reply is also enclosed, and it will be 
seen that the full $25,000. is required. May arrange- 
ments be made, please, to have this money obtained from 
some source and transferred to this Department so it 
may be encumbered for use of the District Engineer in 
completing this work. 


In this connection I would call attention 
to the fact that we have today received a wire from Mr. 
Johnston stating that the necessity for this money is 
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urgent and that if he does not receive it immediately, 

he will have to close down the work. AS 4 result of 
telephone conversation between our Ir. Anderson and 

your Mr. Phelan I have sent a wire to District Engineer 
Fonnston that $8,800. is being made available immediately 
and that the remainder of the $25,000. will be available 
next week. It is hoped that you will be able to make it 
available by that time.

With reference to your memorandum of November 
271th to which you attach copies of letters from the 
Chief Engineer of the Department of Public Works and 
from Mr. Johnston, District Engineer for Public Works 
at Edmonton, the {nsurance question was dealt with and 
disposed of finally prior to turning the Hay River 
School Buildings project ower to the Department of 
Public Works. 


The contract with Mr. Mattson dated March 10, 
1948, Section 2, Clause A, subsection 4, reads as 
follows: 


"To insure all workmen employed on the work 
against injury, or death, resulting from their em- 
ployment on the work." 


Mr. Mattson accordingly took out 4 Policy with 
the Whalen Insurance Company on January 12, 1948. We 
tried to get the Employees' Compensation Division, 
Department of Transport, to accept responsibility for 
the Hay River Workmen under the Employees’ Compensation 
Act, but were unsuccessful, in spite of the fact that 
Mattson's men were paid by Government cheque.

. Mattson's action in taking out Workmen's Compensation 
insurance. 


Mr. Johnston refers to Public Liability Insurance 
in his letter of November 12th to Mr. Blais. The only 
Insurance paid for in this Branch was Workmen's Compensation. 
In fact, Mr. B.G. MoIntyre, Comptroller of the Treasury, 
wrote Mr. E.A. Sawyer on March 24th that in his opinion 
4t would not be proper to pay for Public Liability and 
Property Damage Insurance on the Hay River Project. Mr. 
McIntyre has since made it clear that his letter to Mr. 
Sawye# dated March 24th, does not refer to Workmen's 
Compensetion Insurance. 


We passed to Treasury all invoices rendered by the 
Whalen Insurance Company on account of Workmen's Compensation 
Insurance to May 31, 1948, and Treasury paid the accounts. 


We have no definite information on the rate of in- 
surance paid to the Province of Alberta by the Department 
of Transport for workmen employed by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. We do know that the Whalen Ineurance Company's rate 
4g below the rate oharged by the Alberta Workmen's Com- 
pensation Board in all ordinary cases. In any event, the 
Employees! Compensation Division of the Department of 
Transport, has refused to {insure Mr. Mattson's workmen 
under the provisions of the act, as noted in the fourth 
paragraph of this memorandum.

RE: HAY RIVER: 


work on this project has not progressed 
at the rapid rate owing to the difficulty in obtaining 
gub-tradesmen as required. This refers to plumbers, 
heaters, electricians and sheet metal workers for hot-air 
furnace and duct installation. This has resulted in 
having to keep the carpenter crew at a smaller force than 
would otherwise be the case. However, all these tradesmen 
have either recently been at that point, or are engaged 
there now, 30 that it will be possible shortly to add 
more carpenters to the labour force. An estimate was given 
by Mr. Mattson on September 22nd, that with the crew 
then engaged, the project could be finished in January. 
However, as soon as it is practicable 
adding as many carpenters as appears r 
size of the job, so as to be assured oO 
the present calendar year.

I 
sent & wireless messege to Mr. MeNiven ‘o see if one could be found 
in Yellowknife, >but on my arrivel there on the 19th was informed there

Now to deal specifically with the complaints made by the 
Boerd of Trede. 


It seems thet no one has visited Hay iver in connection 
with school matters since warch of last year, and, consequently, 
those responsible have not « closer picture of the requirements of 
the settlenent. ‘There sre st present 86 chiliren of school «ge, 
and school desks for 40 pupils only have arrived. The principal 
also inforns me that no school vooks, chalk or other required 
supplies sre one hand -- he has no idea whetever if they have doen 
ordered or when they will be received. Immediste steps should there= 
fore ve taken to order, and heve shipped, an edditional 60 iesks, 
togetiier with all the required text books, etc. 


As there will be « large number of native children 
attendins the school, the citizens «re concerned tht no x-reys 
nave been teken in Hay Kiver. Many of then state that they will not 
send their chilaren to school to de confined in e closed spece with 
ether chiliren who may have active tuverculosis. I think their stand 
has some justification. Would it be possible for the Charles 
Gamsell Hospital to send in & portavle x-ray unit with the required 
medical and technical personnel to carry out x-reys of the hay 
River populs tion? 


Adeaue:.e provision does not appeer to heve been made for 
sanitation in the school, although there ore weshrooms, voth upsteirs 
and downeteirs the only toilets sre outside ones; no pits have been 
dug nor have any receptacles been provided. Would it not de possivle 
to plece sanitary closets in the school, which could be attended to 
at reguler and necessery intervals by the jenitor? This would ve e 
much more satisfactory errengenent for the winter months, and the 
outdoor toilets would be quite satisfactory during the summer months. 
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ly The principal, who appesrs to be &@ Competent teacher, stutes 
waet he will not ve eble to adequately ettend 66 pupils, and that it 
will be necessery to have 1 more, and prefersbly 2 more teachers. I 
understand that about 60 of the 36 Pupils will be in the primary 
grade, and the other 26 pupils will be rrom credes 4 to 10. The 
principal is obteining this deteiled information, which will be forwarded 
to nis departvent within a short time. It does seen, however, that 
there shonla of 2 primery teachers for this yorr, 


We estineted the po») tion of Hey River in Au-ust to be 
between 400 and 500. I an informad by the Fisheries Inspector 
there have oven 515 intividual fi ahine licences tasued for the 
vicinity of Har r, which ¢oes not include Yellowknit ‘@.

I have just returned from Hay Kiver, and wish to 
advise that the buildings referred to, were torn down over a 
year ago, by,,the Yellowknife Transportation Go. ‘The !loors 
belonging to {lding“are still almost intact, and could be 
used, but most of the material has disappeared, and all the 
5 Ply Veneer ruined as it was all left exposed to the weather. 


There is a seizure notice on whkht is left by the 
Provincial Lands & Mines, so they apparently are going to use 
what is left. My valuation of the lumber etc. that could 
still be used is 300.00, that is for the foundations and floors 
left out of the three buildings, besides rafters and sections 
still left. 


I would suggest that this material be taken over 
as very soon it will all disappear. A school at Hay Kiver 
is needed, also at Hay Lake ani Little Red Kiver, and think 
education is the only solution for the disgraceful conditions 
existing today. You will find the Indians will co-operate 
when it comes to building, and a start should be made at once. 
Schools in this part of the country need not be expensive or 
elaborate, and children even if only counting marbles, ought to ot 
in school. Health education alone would do more to help stamp 
out T. B, than the Camsell Hospital is doing today. 


I have resigned my position here, but will be 
always interested in Indians and their education, and I trust 
there will be no time wasted in getting somethi Py Stay ed.

Mr.P Mattson, Contractor on construction of 4Classroom 
Day School and Teacherage at Hay River,N.W.T has been in Bimonton 
during the past several dsys and has discussed with me the 
possibility of terminating his Contract. Attached hereto is copy 
of letter from Mr.Mattson in this mnnestion. 


I have previously efvised you by letter Noo4716 on February 
16th that this Project was likely t close down soon and the actuel 
stoppage of operations was on the e@ening of February 21st. There 
was every reason for cbhsing down wrk as 4t would have beem continued 
at an excessive cost. 


Attached hereto is « memorandup from T.Newoomen,who was 
Engineer in charge of this Project a@oring its latter stages. This 
memorandum sets forth the work remaining to be done under the Contract. 
It will be noted that some of the work could more economically be done 
during the warm weather of the sumer,end in fact the «terior painting 
shoulé be deferred until this time. 


School sessions are now being held in an upstairs room in the 
achoel. However, with the likelihood of more pupile entering school 
shortly,I believe it is intended that two elasses be operated with one 
teacher in charges At that time the two classes will be held in the 
two rooms downstairs and for this reason the accordion doors will be 
left open so that one teacher can supervise both school classes. 


This school Project is still considered under construction end 
when recently in Ottawa I discussed the matter with Mr. B.Neary,Sducation 
Branch, Department of Mines and Resources. I explained to Mr.Meary 
that I ansidered the Department of Public Works should retein control 
of the building until ell construction activities were finished and hand 
over the building as a completed structure. This means thet the Department 
of Public Works is continuing to pay sich expenses as lighting, heating, 
janitor service, and © forth. Such charges may conceivably continue for 
possibly three months , until all details of construction have been completed. 
Mr.Neary was agreeable to this proposal. 


In the attached letter fram Mr.Mattson he wishes termination 
of his Contrect as at close of wrk on February 2ist. He would thus 
have no interest in,and receive no profit from, any labour vhich might 
gubsequently be performed. In reger4 to purchase of materials, this 
falls into two classes — (a) — materials which hed just arrived on 
cessation of wark and on which no labour charges had been incurred to 
place in the structure, (Statement Ae) <= (b) — materials on order but 
which through scercity of materials or other causes, have net yet been 
received. (Statement B). The total for purchase md deliwry charges on 
these two itens under (a) and (b) might amount to around $4500.00. Under 
the egreement made by Mr.Mattson he agrees to receive no comission on the 
purchase of auch materials. It is considered thie arrangonent is in the 
public interest a the best which can be made under the circumstances. 
I recommend tie acceptane of this offer of the termination of the 
Contract on the terms above outlined.

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If this proposal is accepted Mr.Mattson will have to supply e 
statement accompanied by a Statutory Declaration guarantesing the 
Department from my defective workmanship,materials,and 2 forth, for 
a period of a years I would like to receive copies of such a form to 
be completed,if such 4 statement has been prepared; otherwise if you 
have any instructions in this matter far me to pass on w Mattson 
I would be gled to receive same.

The School Project has reached such a stage of compl etion 
that I do not feel I should continue a8 Contractor. All materiels 
which had been received have been placed in the struoture ani it 
was considered edviseble to elose down the work on the evening of 
February Zlst. it would have been expensive and unwarranted to retain 
carpenters and worksuon and keep a cookhouse open after that date, 8 
there were insufficient materiele of all kinds on hand for the workmen 
to proceed. 


Another factor which would make it aiviseble to terminate 
my contract now,would be the fact that some work should more properly 
be delayed to the sumer season during warner weather. ‘This refers 
purticularly outside painting and other small cleaning up worke 


Under the terms of my Contract i am not paemitted to engage 
in other ostivities until the terminetion of this Pro Jeat,end under 
these circumstances I am held bound to the job and unable to take other 
worke This will prove & hardship nd hardly sppears warren ted with 
the relatively aall anount of wrk rensining to be done. 


I am agreeable to terminate my Contrect 25 of the evening 
of February 2lst «md & waive all interest in materials which may still 
be required under the Contract snd have not been suppliei or delivered. 
Furthermore, I waive ail interest in outstanding scsounts in wanection 
with the purchase md delivery of the gonerator snd other items. 

These other items ( including delivery charges therson to Hay River) 
would include <- (a) -- materials just recently received and not placed 
in we work end shown in Statement "ar attached; <= (b) <= 
miscellaneous items on order and whieh, through shortace of nateriaels, 
have been slow in arriving (See Statement SB" atteched). Both State ents 
ere necessarily of a general neature,as I have not complete particulers 
at hand of all enall orders, but outside of the broad statement of fact, 
the details are not too important. 
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Your field representative can supply you with a statexsent of the 
stage of eons truction reached as of February 2lst md the various itense 
of incompleted work now reneining. ‘This incompleted work was in part due, 
no doubt, to the difficulty of obtaining materials of vurious desert ptions 
necessary to complete the Projeate 


Terns of Closing out Droject: 


If my request for the cancellation of the Contract tat work close (down 
as of February 2lst is approved, I would like prompt vord thet ay request 
ie epproved so that 1 may make plans for other work. It is distinotly under- 
etood,hwmever, - a6 I understend the situation - that the aprroval for 
eancellation of this Project must come from tie Hend uffice of the Department 
of Mines and Resources at Otteawa,end I will not expect any exnenses for 
living costs or board efter ay return to lay dver on March 4th ( witch is the 
date of my expected return  liay River)e 


In reference to Section 5 - Cost Plus Percentage ~ Item (4),paragreph 2, 
of the Contract,I am prepared, if the Contrect is terminated on the terns 
outlined ebove, to furnish « statement socanpanied by Statutory Declarations 
This would be to the effect thet should my faults due to inferior workmanship, 
materiels or equirment, appear in the wrk within one year from the date of 
acceptence by the Minister of Depart ent of Mines an Resources of termination 
of the Contract, thet such faults or deficiencies would be made good. In other 
words, the Steteaent and Statutory Declaration would be furnished for the 
Jontract being terminated now, just os would be required had I completed the 
entire Project under the Contract.

With reference to Ma jor Mackay's memorandum of January 
18th bearing your merginal notation of the 20th instant, in connec- 
tion with the above, you are advised as followss- 


The building was equipped with an cil fired forced warm 
air heating system. The oil burner selected for the job is a pres- 
sure gun type and has beer arranged for fully automatic operation 
in accordance with regulations covering this type of system. 


The control consists of a room thermostat which operates 
an oil burner and runs the fan between normal. furnace bonnet tem- 
peratures of 120° and 150° F. A protector relay is arranged to 
stop the burner on ignition failvre or excessive bonnet temperatures. 
The high limit for the bonnet temperatures has been set at 160° F. 
In addition a switch box and penel are provided, 


Tt is felt that a reasonably intelligent man familiar with 
normal care and maintenance duties, would be suitable for the post. 
His duties in connection with the heating system, would involve pe~- 
riodic inspection and cleaning of the burner in accordance with the 
attached sheet of instructions regarding “ Care and Maintenance of 
Oil Burning Equipment and Furnaces ", 


In connection with the electrical power supply, we out- 


lined the situation in our memorendum to you dated June 29, 1948, and 

our recommendation to provide a temporary source of power until a lo-

The twe main reesons resulting in service calis 
in connection with pressure gun type oil burners, are igni- 
tion feilure and nozzle blockage. 


Tenition spark is produced by 4 current sparking 
netween two points called eloctro@es, After a time, these 
points become covered with carbon deposits and instead of 

a spark, arcs may be formed, When this happens, oil is not 
ignited and the combustion chamber of the furnace or boiler 
becomes saturated with oil. Consequently if an intermittent 
spark is produced, an explosion which can result in a fire, 
takes place, 


To avoid this, the caretaker after having been 
instructed by a competent electrician, should reach in with 
a soft cloth and rub the carbon deposits off the points. 
This should be done perhaps once a month to make sure thet 
the points sre 2lways clean, No adjustments of the spark 
gap should be made, 


It would be advisable to have as a standby, an 
extra set of nozzles of the same type as supplied with the 
urner, Occasionally the orifice opening in the nozzle will 
become prtially or totelly plugged. Under these circum- 
stances the nozzle should be removed and the standby nozzles 
installed, This operation should not take more than about 
45 minutes, 


The dirty nozzle can then be immersed in a 1/2 
pint jar of tetra-chloride and thoroughly cleaned and set 
aside for replacement purposes, Under no circumstances shonld 
the orifice opening be enlarged, as it is carefully sized by 
the manufacturer to permit the exsct amount of oil to be ad- 
mitted to the combustion chamber in consideration of the 
burning rate reanired,

Mechanical failures apart from the above, should 
receive the attention of a skilled serviceman.

I herewith beg to submit my report for the two months 
thet I was supervising the Indian Day sehool project at Hay River. 


I arrived at Hay River on December Pith. On going 
over the work the following morning, I found that a considerable 
amount of delay had been caused by two very important factors; 
first, the lack of a generating plant made it very hard for the 
men, especially the wood-finishing cerpenters, to work through 
lack of light and aleo the extreme cold, They were obliged to 
use nirht lenterns for two houre in the morning end an hour and 
a half in the evening. Temporery heating orrangements were 
carried out by burning logs in the school furnece and also in a 
barrel stove in the tencher's residence. These arrangements, 
however, were not satisfactory as only the top half of the two 
buildings wot any heat, causing considerable difficulty in 
carrying out painting work. e other main cayse of delay vis 
through the lack of material arriving, In some cases, I under- 
atand that the shorteges had been reporivd but, pes ye a never 
ordered; such as seven doors which had not arrived when I left; 
and in other cases the orders were not able to be filled owing 
to the lnek of materials in the lumber mills. 


Upon my errival, there were employed the following 
men: 


9 carpenters, one of whom was used as a pipe 
fitter; 


2 painters: 


3 labourers, as well as the usual monthly paid 
camp staff of four (a women cook, women cookee, watchman and 
bull cook. Ae the work progressed and material wae used up, 
this staff was gradually reduced until, on the 4th of February, 
we retained only three carventers, two painters and one labourer. 
At this period I could see that all the material on hand,and 
which had subsequently arrived after I cot there, would be used 
up and thereby no more work could be done. Furthermore, due 
to the non-arrival of a generating plant, the sanding ond floor 
finishing could not be done, and the balance of the painting 
would have to wait also until warmer weather; and, alao because 
of the request of the contractor who wished to have hie contract 
cancelled, I considered it advisable to communicate with you 
and recommend thet we should close down the work until a later 
period when it could be resumed again after the arrival of the 
generstor, Upon receiving your approval of this, I closed down 
the work on the evening of Februsry 2lat, leaving a watchman- 
evretaker (Frank Obermuller) at an authorized salary of $150.00 
plus %75.00 to defray hie board bill. 


Due to the fact, as advised by you, thet these 
buildings were still considered under construction status, I 
assumed that we were still responsible for the heating, and, 
therefore, I made arrangements to have loga(eut) supplied «and 
Gelivered to the premises, when the school principal who was in 
residence by this time, considered it necessary to ask for the 
same, Upon closing down the work, I collected all construction

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matericl, including spare lumber thet was lying in the snow 

end piaced it in the dry shed, which is locked. All camp 
eoutoment, auch as bedg, lanterns, mattresses, etc., were 

locked up in the bunkhouse. All cooking uteneile I hed locked 
up in the cookhouse. Ae regerds this latter building, I might 
add that there is » certain quantity of kitchen ware belonging 
to the contrector. This I left untouched, but all kitchen 
eculpment belonging to the Department I had erated up ond placed 
in the adjoining storeroonm. There is a summer bathhouse also 
on the property which I have had locked up. It only contains 

» round barrel stove for heating the water. All keys were left 
with the echool principal, Mr. Bellavance.

Ae far as the school being used for teaching purposes 
van concerned, a emall clase was etarted by the principal the 
second week in February, One of the upstairs rooms being used. 
The number of pupils could have been very easily increased and 
extra grades handled but, due to the extreme cold of the down- 
etatre rooms, this was found to be impossible, and witil the warm 
weather sets in, or a generating plant arrives, the echool 
cannot poesibly be used to anything like ite full capacity.

We attach copy of letter received from Peter 
Mattson in connection with camp and construction 
equipment purchased during the construction of the Hay 
River Indian School Buildings. ‘The total cost, 
amounting to $1,832.30, includes items of freight and 
express, although some portion f transportation costs 
from Sdmonton to Hay Hiver are not included due to the 
fact that we were not in a position to segregate 
freight costs accurately in this office, The kitchen 
equipment includes many items such as crockery, etc., 
which are normally written off or charged to ope rating 
expenses. The pile driver consists of timber, machine 
shop charges and steel. It was constructed especially 
for the job and its commercial value for anything but 
a similar job wo 1d be negligible. Mr. Mattson's offer 
of $1,352.02 for the $1,332.32 list of equipment is 
considered fair and reasonable. 


By the terms of a cost-plus-fixed-fee contract, 
a contractor is either permitted or expected to make an 
offer for surplus materials and equipment but in Peter 
Mattson's case, there have been doubts in some quarters 
as to whether he can be considered as this kind of 
contractor. It ‘68 assumed that he is a contractor in 
convection with Workmen's Compensation Insurances 
whereas the Comptroller of the Treasury assumed that 
Peter Mattson was no more than a foreman for the purpose 
of insurance on the bu’ldings and materials. 


It is essential that a settlement be reached 
with Peter Mattson during the current fiscal yeare (€ 
telephoned Col. Craig and Col. Neary, outlining the 
offer made by Mattson and both considered it a fair offer.

LETTER OF 1.F.KIRKBY DATED AS ABOVE AND WRITTEN FROM ABOVE. 


During the past month I have been able to visit the 
three Indian Day Schools in this Agency as well as the Fort 
Resolution Residential School. As this trip was mde just after 
the opening of the schoolterm I believe it wrth while to report 
on my observations at each point. 

On September 21st, I visited the Hay River School and —* 
at the time there were over 130 pupils with six more to come within 
a few days, At this school the pupils are sitting on boxes and 
whatever can be scraped up. The teacher went over to the old 
Hay River school and pi ckedup all the old desks that were awailable. 
Even with these the school is in urgent need of a shipment of new 
desks. 

Mr, Bowerman has the school very well organized and the 
night I arrived at Hay River, 4 social was being put on to raise 
money for the Christmas concert. This social was held in the Hay

At this school we have four teachers on full time with 


an average of over 30 pupils per teacher, With this attendance

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plenty of work in Hay River and the school job is a full time one, 
with no time to make extra on the side if not paid enough by us, 

Mr. Bowerman has been very keen to get out and do wel- 
fare work and I have found him very useful in bringing the Indians 
together whenever I have sent him word that I an coming over for 
Indian meetingse He has also volunteered to look after the regis=- 
tration of Family Allowances and to help in any way possible with 
the organization of winter fishing programs for the Indians at this 
settlement. 

This locality offers great opportunities for the Indians 
if they are properly organized and a welfare teacher is needed here 
as much if not more than any other place in the north, If we don't 
take advantage of the opportunities for the Indians and get them into 
working, we are going to have the same set up as at Yellowknife, where 
the Indian sits on the outskirts of the town and does the odd little 
bit of work though spending most of his time gambling and drinking, 
and giving us oye of our Breatest problems in the Agency. From my 
several contacts with Mr. Bowerman and his cooperation on all subjects, 
we may find it very hard to find a mh better suited as a welfare 
teacher, 

This school has been supplied with fuel oil by Department of 
Public Works to cover the construction period but not beyond. The 
school is in need of oil immediately and I have requested an order be 
placed with Imperial Oil immediately. As soon as authority is re- 
ceived, I will have IOL Hay River fill our storage tanks. 

I have seen enormous progress at all the schools since 
last term and I believe we can look forward with confidence to the 
results that will be obtaimed from the new type of school in the 
Northwest Territories.

When at Hay River some time ago I found that all the 
electrical fuses had been burned out and that in some cases it 
was necessary to use tin foil to make contact. As this was a 
definite fire hazzard 1 sent to Bruce Robinson for a shipment. 
I find that I had not notified you of this move when the fuses 
arrived which was an oversight on my part. 


Fuel oil is being delivered as required and charged to 
Purchase Order 48819. 


On my last visit to Hay River School it was brought to 
my attention that there are no repair parts for any of the 
electrical equipment what-so-ever. As the heating and lighting 
are entirely dependent on the light plant it seems reasonable 
to expect that two spare fuel injection lines and two spare 
nozzle tips should be available at all times. The above two parts 
sometimes give out,on any motor and a two or three day wait in 
the middle of winter could be very inconvenient.

In response to your Army Signal i 
connection with a floor polisher and wax for the llay River 
Indian Day school, we are forwarding a polisher from Ottawa, 
and arranging with Mr. Gooderham to forward to the school 
24 2 lb. tins of paste wax. 


This machine and wax is being provided 
the Hay River Day School to be used as a test whether 
Cleanliness of the school can be improved by waxing the 
floors. It would be appreciated if you would report on this 
after your next visit to the school, as requests are being 
made by schools in the /iorth for wax, and we are anxious to 
know if the cost is justifiable. 


It has been found that best results 
in the maintenance of floors in Government buildings in 
Ottawa, can be had by thoroughly scrubbing the floor and 
allowing it to dry before the wax is apnlied. ‘The wax 
should be allowed to set for fifteen to twenty minutes and 
then polished after each application as if it is not polished, 
there is extreme danger of children falling especially if 
their footwear is wet. 


Two pound tins of wax are being provided 
as it is felt that cne tin will be about sufficient for one 
application. An applicator that is used in the Government 
buildings is a sack affair filled with the paste wax and tied 
to a hancle. This procedure has proved very satisfactory, 
however, should the wax ooze too freely a cloth of a finer 
weave should be used, or vis a versae

RY: SCHOUL AT HAY RIVER,N.W.T. 


This Depertwent ( Public Works) has been engazed on 
construction of school st Hay River N.W.T., during the past 
Season and our workmen have only recently been withdrawn 
from thet location. During the time our men were there some 
repairs and unfinished work remaininy uncompleted in 1948-49 
were being attended to. However,#t the same time,our vorkmen were 
engaged siso on other projects at lny River so that they vere at 
that location for a longer period than would have been necess*sry 
for the work remaining to be done in finishing the school. After 
our workmen had completed work on the school there were continual 
demands that our men be called back to thet location for remedying 
of what at first appeared minor matters,but the recurpence of 
things to be attended to wuld lead one to believe that something was 
wrong when such demands for repairs in new construction and equip- 
ment were being asked four. 


On the return to this City of Mr.CeA.Walrath,wio ws “neineer 
in charge during the past summer at Hay River, I requested a report 
on this situation. This report is herewith attached. 


It is apparent that there isa ® lack of proper supervision of 
the school buildings,in that proper care is not being taken of same. 
From Mr.Walrath's report, when one reads that bolts placed in the 
floor hve been ripped from their bearings and the accordion doors 
damaged, simply because someone has not taken the trouble to raise 
these bolts and secure same before opening the doors,- it is evident 
that somethin. is wrone at this place. There are other instences 
of misconduct bordering on vandelism,or lack of responsibility, sleo 
in Mr. Valrath's report.

In order to bring you up tw dete on wiat has risen I mention 
the following: 


(a) POWMRHOUS! AT TRACH RAGE: The voltage reguletor on the generator 
was found tw be bot working satisfactorily end Canadian Fairbanks Morse 
Limited, who supplied the generstor, were requested to send & new 
voltage regulator to Hay iver. Mr. Walrath arranged with Jack Parnell 
of Bond Construction Company to install this motor ( being sent addressed 
cave of Mr.Bowerman) on its arrival and to send the sccount here.

being paid for here. There is no complaint regarding our paying these 


expenses 4n keeping the machinery in working © 


rder while our men 


were eat hay River and in a position to attend to Same. JT an now advising 
you,however, that with the withdrawal of our men from Hay River, the 
gonstruction work is considered fully completed for 1949-50,and any 
further arrange ents for repairs will have to be attended to by you. 


UM HY : 


A considerable sum of money has besn spent in the construction 
of school “acilities with necessary machinery at liny River, md as fer 
as possible everything is being left in “rstclass condition. It 


is evident the following situation existat~- 


(a), Lack of discipline for the proper care of 


the buildings; 


(b) Lack of trained personnel to observe ordinary instructions regerding 


the proper care and maintenance of machinerye 


Unless these unsatisfactory conditions ae 


rectified ot once 


there is bound to be 4 recurrence of trouble with resulting expense 
in the maintenance and operation of these bu’ ldings. I thus consider 
it my duty at this time to point out the situation which exists at that 


place.

INSPECTION OF HaY PIVER SCHOOL AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
FOR MAINTENANCE 


Juspection of School as of December 14,1949: 

Work waa completed on the school by December lat this year 
and all woodwork ws left in firstclass condition. As 4& result of the 
school being in use previous to this date it wes found very diffi cult 
to clean the floors and wodwork betore they muld be varnished and 
left in good condition. 


On inspection on December 14th several things were not in order 
and wry disappointing to men who had worked go hard to finish «a fine 
buildings 


Severel of the flush bolts at the bottom of the accordion doors 
were broken off due to leek of care in lifting them when the doors 
were opened. 


Boards which held coat hooks were torn off the wells from their 
proper place and nailed up in the main foyer. ‘The wofmanship on 
this wrk is very crude. 


Mud was present oD the ceiling of the main foyer. 


There were foo tball marks on the inside of the glass of the 
glazed doorse 


On one occasion the fan on the furnece was found running dry 
and howling for oil. considerable drmage hes been done to these 
bearings. 


The main bearings on the 1 H.P. fan motor have become wrn sO 
badly that replacenents are necessery almost immediately. This is 
too soon for such bearings to be worn 60 badly an’ it appears to be 
another case of no oil. 


Qn another occasion the injector fen and motor had ® knock in its 
operation waich was renedied by oiling. It is herd to say whet 
demage has been done to this motor. 


On the twelfth of November mechanics took off the generator from 
the power plant remedy oil leaking from the crankonse. The leaking 
oil was found to be coming from a sump that hed not been drainede 
Instructions on the side of the plant require that the sump be drained 
daily. 


Doorstops in the school have had rubber tips removed am the 
sherp ends uncovered, have merked the doors. 


The handle on the night-latch on the front door has been 
twisted off. 


Supervision of the school children to stop vandalism 


Accordion doors should not be operated by children, ané by only 
those having authority to 40 80. 


(over) 
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A schedule for oiling and checking machinery should be maintained. 
If personnel cannot do this they should not be employed. Instructions 
in the manuel with the power unit should be followed. 


RRCOMMENUATIONS "UR & \INTRNANCE$ 


No changes in the construction and finish of the buildings should 
be made without proper authority and by competent tradesmen. 


Proper cere of floors requires these to be cleaned and waxed. At 
present this is not being done to snow up the floors to their best 
advantage. Perhaps the chief difficulty is the lack of a wexer and 
polisher and it is recommended that such e machine be provided.

I am in receipt of your wire of*yesterday's date 
and as the native janitor has not been togsatisfactory it 
is no doubt the best proceedure to have a man brought in 
by the Civil Service. 


At the present time we have no principal at this 
school and everyone is well aware of this. Mr. Kennedy has 
informed Mr. Bowerman that he has just as much authority 
as he has and consequently no one is in complete control nor 
is anyone responsible. I am over a hundred miles away and I 
do well to get into the settlement once a month. If we donot 
have a principal,who can be shouldered with responsibilities, 
then it becomes axtremely difficult to lay the rault at any 
one man{s doors 


I do not agree with Mr. Johnston's report in which 
he tries to place all the blame for faulty equipment on the 
school and I have discussed the report with Mr. McKinnon in 
Mr. Johnston's presence.

Smith the janitors at the Administration Buildings look after 
the school and better service is obtained than by useing one 
man seperately at each building.

If you feel that the above plan would not work out 
4t is imverative that we have a school principal who can be 
made responsible and also given the necessary authority to 
ensure that both teachers and janitors will do as they are 
told. As I pointed out earlier I am unable to visit these 
schools more than once a month and in the mean time someone 
must keep things operating. 


At the present time many people take delight in 
pointing out how dirty the school is and how it is being 
mis-used, but though ages can be written on each little 
incident, they are petty and if one man who is on the spot 
can be shouldered with the responsibility and authority that 
he needs then these criticisms Will not exist, or the man in 
charge will have a good excuse why they happened. I am of the 
opinion the principal should be this man as his authority 
covers the teachers, the children, the dicipline of the school 
and should therefore cover the janitors dutiese 


I would be pleased to see a princinal at Hay River

Dear Sir: 


There are certain facts regarding the school and 
teacherage that I think should be brought to your 
attention, and necessary action. 


1. The teacherage floors are so cold that it is an 
impossibility to live in it, we cannot mop the 
floors because the ice freezes on it. I made a 
test and when the tempereture of the thermostat 
is 80 degrees the floor temperature is 18 degrees. 
The cupboard in the kitchen, even with the oil 
stove on full, freezes solidly. This condition is 
due to faulty construction and lack of insulation. 


The vibration due to faulty installation of the 
electric light plant is so great that it is 
almost an impossibility to keep the controls of 
the furnace adjusted. This motor was installed on 
a cement base without any means whatever taken to 
lessen the vibration. The trouble that we have had 
with the furnace motors is due to the fact that 
they were installed running backwards and thus 
burned themselves out. It is an impossibility to 
have your deisel engine running at the requested 
twelve hundred R.P.M. as this would deliver a 
voltage of over two hundred and eighty. This 
matter has been drawn to the atténtion of your 
resident engineer many times. 


The electric motor in the school furnace has never 
run right from the first day we started the motor, 
as I am not a furnace man, nor a mechanic I did 

not know what was wrong, but as I told Mr. Walrath 
that any motor making that noise was not right. I 
have been informed by the superintendent that 
proper maintenance of the plant was not being taken, 
that is true because your men were doing the 
maintenance until the fifteenth of December, but 

as far as looking after the plant, changing filters, 
oiling, and etc., I have personnally checked Mr. 
Norn, the caretaker, when he serviced these machines, 
I thought it only proper that I draw these matters 
to your attention.

There are certain facts regarding the school 


and teacherage that I think should be brought to your attention, 
and necessery action, 


1. 


the teacherage floors are so cold that it is an impossibility 
to live in it, we cannot mop the floors because the ice 
freezes on it. 1 made a test and when the temperature of 
the thermostat is 80 degrees the floor temperature is 

18 degrees. The cupboard in the kitchen, even with the oil 
stove on full, freezes solidly. ‘This condition is due to 
faulty construction and lack of insulation. 


The vibration due to faulty installation of the electric 
light plant is so great that it is almost an impossibility 
to keep the controls of the furnace adjusted. This motor 
was installed on a cement base without any means whatever 
taken to lessen the vibration, ‘The trouble that we have 
had with the furnace motors is due to the fact that they 
were installed running beckwards and thus burned them- 
selves out. It is an impossibility to have your deisel 
engine running at the requested twelve hundred .P.M. as 
this would deliver a voltage of over two hundred and eighty. 
Thies matter has been drawn to the attention of your 
resident enginecr many times. 


The electric motor in the school furnace has never run 
right from the first day we started the motor. As I am 
not a furnace man, nor a mechanic I did not know what was 
wrong, but as I told Mr. Walrath that any motor making 
that noise was not right. I have been informed by the 
superintendent that proper maintenance of the plant was 
not being taken, that is true because your men were doing 
the maintenance until the fifteenth of Lecember, but as 
far as looking after the plant, changing filters, oiling, 
and etc., I have personally checked Mr. Norn, the care- 
taker, when he serviced these machines, I thought it 
only proper that I draw these matters to your attention.

Mr. Burton, our District Administrator at Fort 
Smith, has forwarded to me copy of a letter of the 28th ultim 
which he received from Magistrate Martin, Hay River, in reference 
to the construction of our buildings on Lot 78 and also the 
Indiep day school and teacherage. As this school building 
was constructed by the Deyartment of Public Works for your branch, 
it is considered you should be advised of Magistrate Martin's 
comments and the following is an extract from his letter: 


“The large heaters in the two dwellings made 
no impression on the buildings, even with all the 
side rooms closed off, and the large heaters burning 
full on, the floors remain frozen and the inside 
temperature below zero. The outside temperature has 
averaged between 25 degrees and 38 degrees below zero 
during the past ten days. 


The trouble lays in the construction of these 
mildings, putting them up in the air on piles and 
open to the elements, it is impossible to heat the 
floors. ‘The same trouble is being experienced in the 
Hay River Indien Day School and the Teacherage, with 
the two furnaces going full blast twenty fours a day, 
the upstairs in these two buildings reach 80 degrees 
above and on the ground floors, water spilt on the floor 
freezes instantly. Frost ms formed inside the corners 
of these two buildings. " 


Copy of Magistrate Mertin's letter has been forwarded 
to the Chief Engineer, Department of Publie Works, with a request

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that he take immediate action to have the space under our 

buildings properly enclosed with sheeting ani building paper. 

When the matter was discussed with Colonel Amerson of the 
Department of Public Works he mid he wuld advise Mr. Johnston 

to investigate the school building and report on present conditions.

Dear Sir: re ; 

I have today returned from a complete survey of the 

school at Hay river and also the teachers residence. This report 

is intended as a true picture of what I have been able to observe 

to be at fault in the construction of these buildings and in the 
equipment that was installed. I do not intend to try and place 

the blame for the faulty workmanship as the buildings were up before 
I came to this Agencye 


The report by Mr. Walruth and the subsequent report by 
Mre W.J. Johnston were both received at this office and at yours 
and in places where we are at fault; which incidently tras lack 
of proper maintanance of the floors due to lack of the right 
type of equipment;has been improved. I must point out that Mr. 
Bowerman declares he oiled every bearing and motor himself and 
that from the first time fans and motors were installed tyey did 
not operate properly, thus making it necessary to keep calling 
back the men to check and repair. I can say with absolute certainty 
that the the circulator fans were installed running backwards and 
4t was only after making himself abnoxious, was Mr, Bowerman 
able to get these motors reversed and running correct. This did 
not do the motors any good and has shortened their life to some 
extente 


On this inspection of the school building it was foung 
that the floors are much improved, all floors were scrubbed and 
now that the waxer has arrived they are peginning to look much 
more presentable in the rooms completed. Once all the rooms and 
halls are complete these floors should be a credit and the small 
expenditure for wax will save the floors and also the time to do 
the cleaning up. In appearance only we will not hesitate to take 
anyone on an inspection tripe My only complaint in this regard is 
that the polisher is too small and is one only large enough for a 
house or small office. At Hay River we have upwards of 7000 sa. ft. 
of floor surface in the school and another 1500 sq. ft. in the 
residence and I do not believe the polisher can stand up. It is 
also too light and has no anplicatore Even with only one room 
waxed so far, I could see such an improvement from last trip into 
Hay River that I consider it a worth while piece of equipmente 

When in Hay River the temperature was about 20 below 
with a wind of from four to six miles per hour. The floors of the 
residence were so cold that after sitting for ten minutes with 
outdoor footgear on my feet beeame cold. To touch the floors 
with the hand proved that they were very little if any above the 
freezing point. With this revealed to me on @ calm day I began a 
thorough examination and I have the following to repott. 


In all the kitchen cupboards the water froze with the 
kitchen stove on ful},,and the room temperature over 80 degreese 
when these kitchen<doors were opened up the cold air rushed in 
with enough force to put out a large candle light. Directly 
under the sink a small board was broken in the sub-floor and I 
cut a hole large enough to put my hand in for an examination of 
the insulation. I declare that the there was more cold air 
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irgMensity of cold and warm air; than one could generate with one 

of the standard house fans now on the market. This in itself was 
proof thag the space between the floor joists was not a dead air 
space as it should have been, also it was found that there was 

only a single two inch batt of insulation when there should have 
been the full ten or twelve of the floor joists. All around the 
outside of the building inside walls the air was being forced into 
the house where the base board joins the floor and here as under the 
sink the circulation was enough to put out a candle. 


he forced up through the small hole I mades due to the difference 


I then went under this house and the enclosed sketch will 
illustrate what I found. The boards are mearly placed between the 
floor joists and the joints are open enough to slide ones finger in, 
in places. I could see no paper and the insulation was placed on 
top of these boards. Without any paper and wind proof cracks the 
insulation was worthless and all the school residence has on the 
floor, between the inside and outside air is a double layer of 
boards; the sub and top floors. 


As an immediate remedy and to save much fuel for the 
remainder of the season I reccommend that two layers of paper be 
stapled to the under side of the floor joists and that shiplap 
be nailed over the paper and to the underside of the floor joists. 
This will stop the air and will make a dead air space between the 
floor joists of the first floore Next summer an insulation blower 
should be brought in and the space between the floor joists blown 
full af WAH blowing wool {fiber glass) from the underside of 
the floor by boring a hole between each joist large enough for the 
nozzle of the blowing machine. If the above two jobs are not done 
the building will be less than useless every winter and as a building 
gets older it always gets colder and less efficiente 


The above immediate remedy, as in attached sketch, can be 
done with 1200 ft. of shiplap, + rolis of tar paper, 4 rolls of 
puilding (kraft) paper and possibly 30 pounds of nails plus the 
labour cost and could be done in four or five days. The filling 
with insulation and the blower work would require an estimate by 
a man familiar with thet kind of work. At the present time the 
D.P.W. have a supply of ary shiplap stored at the school that 
could be used if released for the purpose. 


On examination of the cold air registers it was found 
that in the residence they are placed eight inches above the floor 
on top of the base board while in the school they are directly on 
the floor in the base boa@d. This will cause 4 dead air space of 
eight inches of cold air on the floor which will not circulate. The 
registers must be put down th the floor and this is not too much 
of a job. To obtain better circulation Mr. wW.d. Johnston sent me 
instructions to get two fans and put them above the hot air ducts 
and pointing downward. This I did and if the floors are fixed and 
the cold air inlets changed much improvement should be obtained. 


On chose examination of the piles on which the building 
rests, I found one pile had sunk from two to three inches and drawn 
the spikes out of the main beam. This left the one wall resting on 
only three instead of four piles. In this respect I request that 
be given authority to have this section raised slightly with a 
jack and the space between beam and pile shimmed. 


I do not have a plan of this building and so do not 
know what is called for as far as the first floor goes but I am 
sure that no architect would put his name to the type of insulation 
that is put in this building and it would appear to be the fault 
of the foreman in charge of building and no one else. These buildings 
are now up and I wish to do my best to reccommed feasable repairs 
and to see that they are done. It is not my intention to find 
fault with the builder but we are now left with the job of maint- 
enance and I do not intend that repairs that we have to make either 
in the near or distant future, be blamed onto lack of supervision 
when it was faulty construction in the first placee 
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The interior finish of this residence would appear to be 
wa done and if the first floor can be made livable, then the 
faulty section of this house will be eliminated before more damage 
has been donee

The school is on piles and on the top of these there is a 
complete first floor of concrete this makes it impossible to 
add more insulation from the pottom and as I see it insulation 
must be added from the top. To do this the first floor would have to 
be lifted and the space between the floor joists blown full of 
plowing wool, then a two by four on its side placed directly above 
each floor joist the space between these filled with a two inch 
batt of rock woo and then a double floor re laid. This would onlg 
raise the floor two and one half inehes which is little or nothing 
with the high ceilings now in the building. 


The present furnace never stops from one day to the next 
and the floors were cold at 20 below, what will it be like at 50 
and 60 below. If floors can be made to warm up then the furnace 
should cut out for up to half the time and the saving in fuel oil 
as well as the improvements to the teaching conditions should 
should justify the cost of insulatione 


When in the portion set aside as a wash room, and used 
fot the past year, by Mr. Martin as his residence the frost has 
come through the walls in the corners just above the base board 
and these sections are next to impossibke to heat. If it becomes

Dear Mr. Gibson: 


Construction of Hay River School 


You will be interested in the following report 
recently received from Mr. Indian Superintendent Kirkby. I know 
that your Engineers have been concerned over the fact that this 
school and teacherage have not been erected in accordance with 
specifications: 


“When in Hay River the temperature was about 
20 below with a wind of from four to six miles per hour. 
The floors of the residence were so cold that after sitting 
for ten minutes with outdoor footgear on my feet became cold. 
To touch the floors with the hand proved that they were very 
little if any above the freezing point. With this revealed 
to me on a calm day I began a thorough examination and I 
have the following to report. 


In all the kitchen cupboards the water froze 
with the kitchen stove on full and the room temperature 
over 80 degrees. When these kitchen cupboard doors were 
Opened up the cold air rushed in with enough force to put 
out a large candle light. Directly under the sink a small 
board was broken in the sub-floor and I cut a hole large 
enough to put my hand in for an examination of the insulation. 
I declare that there was more cold air being forced up 
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through the small hole I made; due to the difference in 
density of cold and warm air; than one could generate with 
one of the standard house fans now on the market. This in 
itself was proof that the space between the floor joists was 
not a dead air space as it should have been, also it was 
found that there was only a single two inch batt of insul- 
ation when there should have been the full ten or twelve of 
the floor joists, All round the outside of the building 
inside walls the air was being forced into the house where 
the base board joins the floor and here as under the sink 
the circulation was enough to put out a candle. 


‘I then went under this house and the enclosed 
sketch will illustrate what I found, The boards are merely 
placed between the floor joists and the joints are open 
enough to slide ones finger in, in places, I could see no 
paper and the insulation was placed on top of these boards. 
Without any paper and wind proof cracks the insulation was 
worthless and all the school residence has on the floor, 
between the inside and outside air is a double layer of 
boards; the sub and top floors. 


"As an immediate remedy and to save much fuel 
for the remainder of the season I recommend that two layers 
of paper be stapled to the under side of the floor joists 
and that shiplap be nailed over the paper and to the under- 
side of the floor joists. This will stop the air and will 
make a dead air space between the floor joists of the first 
floor, Next summer an insulation blower should be brought 
in and the space between the floor joists blown full of 
blowing wool (fiber glass) from the underside of the floor 
by boring a hole between each joist large enough for the 
nozzle of the blowing machine. If the above two jobs are 
not done the building will be less than useless every winter 
and as a building gets older it always gets colder and less 
efficient. 


"The above immediate remedy, as in attached 
sketch, can be done with 1200 ft. of shiplap, 4 rolls of tar 
paper, 4 rolls of building (kraft) paper and possibly 30 
pounds of nails plus the labour cost and could be done in 
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four or five days. The filling with insulation and the 
blower work would require an estimate by a man familiar 
with that kind of work, At the present time the D.P.W. 
have a supply of dry shiplep stored at the school that 
could be used if released for the purpose. 


“On examination of the cold air registers 

it was found that in the residence they are placed eight 
inches above the floor on top of the base board while in 
the school they are directly on the floor in the base 
board, This will cause a dead air space of eight inches 
of cold air on the floor which will not circulate. The 
registers must be put down to the flcor and this is not 
too much of a job, To obtain better circulation Mr. 
Ww. J. Johnston sent me instructions to get two fans and 
put them above the hot air ducts and pointing downward. 
This I did and if the floors are fixed and the cold air 
inlets changed auch improvenent should be obtained. 


"On close examination of the piles on which 
the building rests, I found one pile had sunk from two to 
three inches and drawn the spikes out of the main beam. 
This left the one wall resting on only three instead of 
four piles. In this respect I request that I be given 
authority to have this section raised slightly with a 
jack and the space between beam and pile shimmed. 


"J do not have a plan of this building and 
so do not know what is called for as fer as the first floor 
goes but I am sure thet no architect would put his name to 
the type of insulation that is put in this building and it 
would appear to be the fault of the foreman in charge of 
building and no one else. These buildings are now up and 
I wish to do my best to recommend feasible repairs and to 
sce that they are done. It is not my intention to find 
fault with the builder but we are now left with the job 
of maintenance and I do not intend that repairs that we 
have to make ¢ither in the near or distant future, be 
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blamed onto lack of supervision when it was faulty con- 
struction in the first place. 


"The interior finish of this residence would 
appear to be well done and if the first floor can be made 
livable, then the faulty section of this house will be 
eliminated before more damage has been done, 


"With the school building we have the very 
same floor problem with cold first floors and from the 
information gained in the house it is to be presumed that 
the insulation in the school floors are also lacking. These 
school floors are not healthy for small children and the 
longer one sits in a desk the colder his feet and legs becom. 
In the school insulation must be improved but presents a 
much greater problem than in the house. 


"The school is on piles and on the top of these 
there is a complete first floor of concrete, this makes it 
impossible to add more insulation from the bottom and as I see 
it insulation must be added from the top. To do this the first 
floor would have to be lifted and the space between the floor 
joists blown full of blowing wool, then a two by four on its 
side placed directly above each floor joist, the space between 
these filled with a two inch batt of rock wool and then a 
double floor re laid. This would only raise the floor two and 
one half inches which is little or nothing with the high 
ceilings now in the building. 


"The present furnace never stops from one day to 
the next and the floors were cold at 20 below, what will it be 
like at 50 and 60 below. If floors can be made to warm up then 
the furnace should cut out for up to half the time and the 
saving in fuel ofl as well as the improvements to the teaching 
conditions should justify the cost of insulation. 


"When in the portion set aside as a wash room 
and used for the past year, by Mr. Martin as his residence the 
frost has come through the walls in the corners just above 
the bage board and these sections are next to impossible to 
heat. If it becomes impossible to warm the floors then no 
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amount of heat in the rest of the upper air in the rooms 
is of much avail and we have to use far more heat than 
is necessary trying to do the impossible. It is from 
these observations that I feel I cannot too strongly 
recommend a complete re-insuletion of both school and 
residence floors, and that the lessons we have learned 

by trial and error should be guarded against at any other 
school or building put up.

Dear Sirs 

Your wire regarding dirty condition of Hay River 
school has been received. As I have just returned from the 
above school I am able to give an honest report on the 
condition of the floors and as I have been into Hay River 
when conditions were as bad as they can get I feel that I 
am in a nosition to revort on both the good and the poor 
maintenance conditions that we hear about. 


Iam not in a vosition to know who made the report 
or complaint but I am reasonably sure where it came from and 
is intended to show how much better the Northwest ‘erritories 
Administration keep their schools than what we do. It may 
also have been put forward with the idea that this varticular 
school should be taken from Indian Affairs, if I am right in 
my guess as to where the complaint originatede 


T have had both the Ft. Smith and Yellowknife schools 
compared to Hay River so far as cleanliness and janitor service 
is concerned. These two schools are both held up as shining 
examples and because “ay River does not measure up we are said 


to be lax and falling down one the job. 


The Ft. Smith school is built in pure sand which does 
not cling to ones feet and no matter how much it rains there 
4s still no mud. This school has a full basement with running 
water which can be used for cleaning if need be. This school 
in conjunction with the other Government buildings has three 
janitors and with steam heating can be kept warm enough to 
serub the floors if need be. At this school they have used 
a large heavy duty floor waxer that nrobably cost close to 
°300.00, also the attendance is half of what we have at Hay 
River and as the building was not used as an Administration 
office as well as a school the wear on the floors is ynossibly 
less than a quarter of the Hay River school. 


At Yellowknife the whole town is built on either 
rock or gravel and mud is not known around the school or the 
play ground. “his school has a large concrete paved area in 
front of the entrance over which every one must walk to enter 
the pbuilding. Once in the building the first floor is concrete 
and if dirt is carried in there is no excuse. This building 
has running hot and cold water and the floor nolisher is a 
large automatic machine where-by the building can be kept 
svotless. Here the school is operated by the town with their 
own trustee boarde 


I would like to point out that at Hay River we have 
no walks, no paved expanse in front of any door and everyone 
who enteres must step out of the mud, up half a dozen steps 
and directly into the school building. As we had over 140 
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shool children at*ending daily as well as an undisclosed number 
| adults moving through the building to the local Adminstrators 
office, the floors of the school took a lot of hard wear and the 
varnish was worn comnletely off the center of the halls and the 
center of each sten where the traffic was heavy. Onee the lisht 
coat of varnish was removed the dirt was sround right into the 
wood and even now after the wood work has been thoroughly washed 
and waxed the halls look dirty and unkent because wooden floors 
varnished and waxed are very unsatisfactory in localities like 
Hay River. If we are to close the school every time we fet a 
thaw or a rain storm we will be able to keen the floors "clean 
enourh to eat off" as Supt. McKinnon insists they should be. 


Every bucket of water for washing must be heated on the 
kitchen stove in the residence and carried to the school. ‘his 
is a large school and one needs a barrel of water not 2 bucket 
full to start scrubbing so that it is a major problem to get 
enough hot water to do the job. start scrubbing these hard- 
wood floors with strong soan and water ewery counle of days will 
result in the floor being completely ruined within a matter of 
a few monthse 


After freeze un last fall the floors in this building 
were completely scrubbed and when the waxer arrived the janitor 
began working down the floors in each room. The waxer was too 
lieht and small for such a large building with floors requiring 
constant maintenance for little nractical nurpose. 


Frank Norn was found to be very unreliable and it was 
his lack of maintenance of the mechanical equipment and his 
lack of ability to learn how to do it proverly that prompted 
me to ask for his release and to let him go. It is imnossible 
for any one man to keep this place. clean once the spring thaw 
comes and the floors will alwaysSNéople who do not like the 
way we are doing things, a chance to criticize without any 
attemnt to annlyse the reasons behind any of these conditions. 


‘he floors at this school will require » fresh varnish 
job at least once or twice a year and this will cover hall 
floors and stair treads. As stated earlier e halls and the 
stairs though washed and waxed look dirty and unkent right now 
this because the varnish has worn off fpom the action of the 
fall dirt being eround right into the wood. Invariably most 
of our crttics are not able to visit the schools when the 
weather is bad or the conditions are at the worst, but do 
come in when everything is ideal exvcent that our buildings are 
sometimes still dirty with the man in charge trying to clean 
up the mess that was caused by no fault of his own. Tf all 
these individuals have to do is find fault without looking 
for the reasons then their renorts are only half truths that 
misrepresent the facts for their own benifit. 


‘his school at Hay River has no washrooms, no plunbing 
and no facilities are available by which we can install them. 
A wash room has been set up in the furnace room, as this is 
the only place where the floor will stand water to be spilled 
or where it can be kent from freezing. This gives a very 
untidy apnearance to the furnace room but it does sive a wash 
room which we would not have otherwise. Barrels have been set 
un Bo hold fresh water and the janitor removes the waste twice 
a day. To any one who wished to complain, this furnace room is 
a very unsightyy place but if we train the Indian children to 
keep clean then we have ##AAF been well rewarded for the dirt 
and untidy annearance of the furnace room. 


The ynresent janitor is doing a much better job of work 
than the last and is making every effort to keen the place 
clean and tidy. All rooms are kent clean or swent out and 
floors are waxed and polished as well as they can be, During 
the Baster Holidays the halls and stairs must be thoroughly 
scrubbed and varnished before they are waxed. This is the 
only time work of this tyne can be done and I reauest the 
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Brtnority to vurchase varnish, stain, brushes etc. reauired to 
do this work during the Easter holidays. he janitor will do 
the work of sanding rourh spots, anniyine the varnish and we 
will not require any oxtra labour. 


I wish to see this done so that I will be able to mak 
a renort on how well this wax and varnish will stand un durin 
the mud and water of this springs break up. I do not feel tha 
we can keep wood floors in the halls and wooden stair treads 
in the condition some pneonle feel they should be. If the school 
continues with 120 to 150 pupils then we must have battleship 
linoleum on the halls and iron or heavy rubber stair treads 
thus we can wash or scrub the halls every nicht and the stairs 
will not wear out or seuff. I intend to renort on the school 
condition next svring, but I feel that the above two changes 
should be put into Hay River school. Hach and every locality 
has a different nroblem and I feel that the tyne of soil we 
are dealing with requires svecial precautions as far as our 
floors £06 


When Mr. W.J. Johnston of the Public Works was last 
in Yellowknife I asked him about putting board walks from the 
road to the main entrance, from the baek door to the teacher's 
residence and from the second side enterance to the toilets. I 
will be seeing Mr. Johnston within the next week and will ask 
him if these walks can be nut in before break un when the mud 
will be everywhere. I will write you after I have discussed the 
matter with Mr. Johnston but I feel that we must put the walks 
in at all cost as I do not want 2 repetition of last falls mud 
if it can be helped. I would also like to point out that last 
fall was the first time this school had enough pupils to call 
it open and though a great many com laints have been leveled 
at the janitor work done and the cleanliness obtained those 
who make the most absurd remarks, forget that the building is 
still being worked on by D.P.W.e, the yard has never been leveled 
nor walks nut in and no gravel has been added to try and cut 
down the mud. 


I saw some paver on the floor during the afternoon 


of my last visit, but the janitor had not swent uv after school 


was out. This new janitor is much more alert than Mr. Norn and 

I feel he will try and keen things as clean as possible. Though 
the last Janitor lacked much and was far from what we desired 
the janitor to be, I do not believe that the building was one 
auarter as bad as the picture was nainted and if the facts had 
been analyzed thorouchly, the complaint would not have been 

made but a recommendation sent in showing how the conditions 
could have been improved for those in charge of maintennnce work. 


Walls and ceilings were as clean as any school I have 
been in and the engine room and furnace room had been cleaned 
up since my last visit. The engine still throws some oil and 
the floors of these two buildings will need to be serubbed next 
spring. T would like to noint out that the furnace room floors 
and the enerine room floors ate concrete mats set un on nosts 
two or three feet above the ground so that these floors are the 
same temperature inside as outside; 50 below when the weather is 
that cold:. It then becomes an imvossibility to wash these floors 
and if oil or dirt drips on them it must be left until we get a 
syringe thaw to clean it un. 


If the comvlaint will snecify special noints then if 
it is accurate, #### we can exnlain or deny but I do not believe 
the condition is as renorted, or if it is so there was a very 
good reason behind it being this way.

With reference to your marginal notation of the 
16th February, on a letter from the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Indian Affairs dated the 14th February, in which com- 
plaint is made of the difficulty of heating the above build- 
ings, may we comment as follows: 


Upon receipt of Mr. Neary's letter, instructions 
were sent to Mr. Bruce Douglas at Hay River to investigate 
and report by Army Message. Mr. Douglas' reply was received 
on the 23rd February and he is quite definite that lack of 
adequate insulation is alone to blame. 

Plans prepared by this Service call for four inches 
of rock wool insulation on floors, walls and ceilings. Mr. 
Douglas states that wool batts were split into a thickness of 
one inch in some cases and no thickness of insulation exceeds 
two inches, while in the residence shiplap is laid parallel to 
the joists contrary to the plans and leaving open joints and 
no dead air space. 


The school floor was designed as a 4 inch reinforced 
concrete slab, 2 inches of cinder concrete and 4 inches of rock 
wool with a double floor fastened to 2" x 6" battens, and) the 
insulation value is equal to that of the exterior walls. 


There is no doubt in our minds that the entire res- 
ponsibility for the unsatisfactory nature of the heating of 
these buildings, is that of those who erected the strueture, 
with equal blame attached to those whose duty it was to see 
that the materials and requirements called for on the plans; 
were followed. 


Mr. Douglas states he is forwarding a written report 
and upon receipt of same you will ve informed in more detail 
of conditions at this school and residence. 


We do not feel that such statements as the one that 
a wood pile of the residence foundation and which is frozen 
solid in permafrost has settled some two or three inches, should 
be so casually made. It is a physical impossibility for the pile 
to settle, as it would crush and split under load and not settle. 
We believe the pile was cut short and the veam forced down and 
then nailed. If the beam has sprung, the obvious method to ad-=- 
just is to nail an adequate shim between the pile beam. 
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With reference to a copy of a letter dated the 22nd 
February from Mr. R. Blais, Chief Engineer of the Department 
of Public Works suggesting that the plans of this school be re- 
viewed, our Architect and Structural Engineer have done so and 
found absolutely nothing wrong with the design. The leaks of 
which complaint is made are said to be along the base of the 
dwarf wall and some water is said to follow vent pipes into 
the basement toilets which would seem to indicate lack of proper 
flashing. 


We are at a loss to understand how a sag of 3 inches 
could occur at this part of the roof if the plans were followed. 
We would suggest an inspection of the ceiling under this portion 
of the roof, as a sag of 3 inches in the roof joists would 
surely be apparent at the ceiling. In any case instructions 
are being issued to our Mr. Douglas to have a portion of the 
ceiling removed which is directly below the 4" x 12" beam sup- 
porting the dwarf wall in order to determine the direction in 
which the roof joists were laid, and to clear up the possibility 
of any faulty construction. 


Salient points to amplify the foregoing will be ex- 
tracted from the report to be furnished by Mr. Douglas and 
will be embodied in a letter drafted for your signature to the 
Chief Engineer, Department of Public Works.

With reference to our memorandum dated the 28th 
of February regarding a reported sag and leak in the west 
portion of the roof of the above school, we are now in re- 
ceipt of a telegraphed report from Mr. Bruce Douglas, who 
was instructed to make an inspection under date of the 3rd 
of March, 


An analysis of this report indicates that no sag 
of roof joists exists, that leakage was caused by faulty 
installation of flashing, since corrected, and that there 
is no indication of substitution or faulty workmanship in 
the roof framing itself. From these facts, it may be taken 
that the design of the roof was never at fault and is dee 
finitely adequate. 


In more detail the report explains that a panel 
of the fibre board ceiling was removed directly under the 
4" x 12" beam which supports the dwarf wall at the junction 
of the west and main roof and everything was found to be 
constructed in accordance with the plans. There was a small 
inequality of about 3/16 of an inch in the seam of the plaster 
board at the beam but it was neither serious nor unsightly. 
Water stains on the beam and joists indicated past leakage, 
but Mr. Douglas informs us that new copper flashing with sol- 
dered joints was placed at the roof and wall in the autumn 
of 1949 and should now be watertight. This would indicate 
that leakage was entirely due to faulty workmanship in pla- 
cing flashing in the first instance. 


The inspection should put at rest any reports in- 
dicating inadequacy of the roof design for this building. 
In future, any reports of a like nature on structures de- 
signed by this Service will be fully investigated at once 
but explanation should be requested from the source of such 
reports so much at variance with fact. 


A full report on the Hay River School is being pre- 
pared for your information.

We should be pleased to have your comments concerning the 
suggestions contained in these letters relating to the transportation 
of chilaren to and from school. 


We might add, for your information, that the mouth of the 
Hay Kiver is split by a large island which lies close to the southwest 
shore and opposite the Indian village, The channel between this 
island and Vale Island, on which the new town-site is loceted, is about 
150 yards across and is Open to wind and wave action from the main leke,. 
This channel is never too rough for pontoon planes to land, However, any 
rough water can be avoided by trevelling up water in the narrow channel 
near the Indien village and crossing some distance up river opposite the 
Game Warden's house, An ordinary skiff or 24 ft, freighter canoe would 
handle the school children safely. 
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The children on the West Channel pbalong to families of 
fishermen. The local Administrative District at Hay River is now 
incorporated, and is in the same situation 4s Yellowknife, where 
transportation of school children is provided at the expense of 
the local tax-payer. It is thought, therefore, thet it is up to 
the Board of Trustees of the local Administrative District to 
provide the necessary transportation at Hay River for white childrane

YLth reference to your letter of 
Janusry 20, 1950, I requested a report from Mr. 
W. A. Bowarmen, Principal, Hay River Indian Day 
Sohool, 2oncerming transportation of children across 
the Hay River and transportation fron West Channel to 
the school. In this connection, I have attached 
herewith Mr. Bowe man's lettor which is self-explanatory. 
As either Mr. Bow rman or the ceretaker will assume 
responsitility for bringing the onildren across the Hay 
River, I see no reeson for not purchasing a boat for 
this purpose as the Hey River is quite treacherous and 
geveral vupils heve eiresdy nearly Grow.ed. 


As for the transportation of children 
from the West Channel area, 4 Ciscus ed this matter 
with Stipendiary Magistrete Martin wm. Mi. Bowerman. 
One solution suggested was that the De artment purchase 
a station wagon for transportation pur poses. We aid 
not favour this method for the reasons of high cost of 
mainsenance, need of daily care and sco forth. she 
gecond method was that the peopie from West Channel 
contract with the local taxi firms to bring the 
ohildren to school on the understanding that vhe 
Department will pay a vervtain portion of the cust. 
This second uethod seems tae oevver as it appears shat 
the local taxi firms would be responsible fa injury 
oaused by accident and so forth. Mr. Bowerman states 
that the cost would be approximately {1,000 per school 
year. This amounts to $35.00 per child. On this 
basis, I would recomend that the Department provide 

0% of the cost of transportation up to 9 maximum of 
$500,009 on the understanding that the local people 
at West Channel, or fish companies, provide the 
balance. 


I see no reason for eny parent oot being 
able to pey $15.00 per child for transportation purposes, 
that is providing there ere not more than two children 
of school sge in the same family. Should this latter 
solution meet with your epproval, I shell visit West 
Channel and endeavour to auke such an arrangement with 
the local people. As the ohildren at West Chennel 
are "Whites" it appears that this item of expense 
is the responsibility of our Administration; whereas 
the matter of transportation across the Hay River is 
the responsibility of the Indian Affairs Branch, 
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this matter concerns only Inuisns. 


I shall hold this tetter in ateyance 
until I heve your decision regaréing th. above items.

Dear Sirs 


Enclosed herewith please find requisitions for school 
supplies from the three Indian Day Schools in this Agency, These supplies 
cover maintenance, caretaker, hygiene and recreational needs at the various 
points, 


These supplies are for the normal operation of the 
schools and the requisitions awe to be added to the ones that I had 
attached to my 1950-51 estimates as submitted last fall, These requisitions 
are not intended as extra but are to cover items that were estimated for 
but not requisitioned for at the time, Fuel oil for light and heat, wood 
for fuel and supplies for noon lunches were requistioned for at the time 
the estimates were submitted, 


In the case of fuel oil for Kocher River and Ft. Rae 
ould like to point out thet I requested that this be purchased at 

ellowknife and re-shipped from here in preference to having it brought 
in from Waterways, If purchased at Waterways we must pay approx, 20¢ per 
gallon, pay freight of approx. 23¢ per gsllon to Ft, Rae and pay approx, 
6g per gallon on return of empty drum to Waterways so that we pay 49¢ 

per guilon for fuel oil that cold be purchased at Yellowknife for 27¢ 
plus the freight from here to Ft. Rae which should not be more than 8 to 
10g per gallon, This applies to all pointes on Slave Lake and on last 
years shipment alone a saving of at least $400.00 could have been made if 
oil had been purchased at Yellowtnfe,

Four Classroom Day School, 


Hay River, N.W.T. 


With reference to your memorandum dated the 6th March, 
respecting the unsatisfactory conditions at the above school, 
it is considered that faulty workmanship, lack of supervision 
and a complete disregard of insulation details as shown on our 
drawings, are to blame. 


At the outset, the Indian Affairs Branch obtained au- 
thority from Council to award a contract for construction of 
the building to Peter Mattson, whom they understood to be the 
best qualified person in the area at that time. Considerable 
concern was felt when it was established that Mr. Mattson would 
be unable to finance his operations as a contractor, and arrange- 
ments were made to restrict his status to that of general fore- 
man; responsibility for organization and supervisory control 
being assigned to the Department of Public Works. Mr. Mattson's 
documentary status as contractor nevertheless was never res= 
cinded. 


Respecting Mr. Mattson, we quote from a report dated 
the 22nd November, 1947, from Mr. G.R. Barnes who as an Assist- 
ant Engineer, with this Service, supervised the preliminary work. 
Mr. Barnes said "Mr. Mattson seems to be a competent and conscien- 
tious workman, but, as a contractor, will require considerable 
assistance from the Department in arranging for materials and 
getting things organized." 


Responsibility for faults now evident in the construc- 
tion of this building lies with those charged with supervision 
who permitted inefficient workmanship and inexcusable practices 
to be made use of, on a structure that was simple and straight- 
forward. 


Our memorandum dated the 26th February, based on a re~ 
port from Mr. Bruce Douglas regarding the inadequate insulation, 
and a further memorandum dated the 7th March based on a later re- 
port from Mr. Douglas regarding leakage in the west roof, indi- 
cated that all faults are due to the aforementioned causes, and 
there is no fault in the design. 


When this school was proposed, considerable research 
was made into soil and sub-soil conditions. Borings were taken 
and samples of soil from the site were carefully examined by 
our structural engineer. It was obvious that the building should 
be erected without a basement and several designs were investi- 
gated which would combine in a compact unit such services as 


cevcecceced 
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heating and electrical supply, suitable access, exits, fenes- 
tration and adequate insulation. The design decided upon was 
approved by Indian Affairs and considered so acceptable that 

a similar design of school was chosen for Fort Smith. 


We do not know what more can be said than has been 
presented to you in this and our previous memoranda. The res-= 
ponsibility for leakage of the west roof has been cleared up, 
and roof repaired and there is no sag in the roof joists. The 
skimping of insulation material has been proven and the res- 
ponsibility is not that of this Service. 


The remedy suggested by Mr. Douglas for implementing 
insulation, namely by blowing in loose material is widely used, 
but is not what should be employed in a new building. 


The vapour barrier and reinforcement against settle- 
ment provided by the treated paper backing on rockwool batts 
is taken into consideration when calculating heat losses. 


Nevertheless without practically taking the whole in- 
terior finish apart and taking up the floors at a prohibitive 
cost, nothing better can be suggested. 


The residence is a simple problem and easily rectified 
by removing present sheathing below the ground floor joists and 
placing four inches of insulation and masonite base as shown on 
plans. Wood shutters to close in the space under both buildings, 
are called for on the plans. 


The deplorable situations being created at Hay River 
and other points in the North through an apparent lack of interest 
combined with inefficient construction supervision, and job orga- 
nization, should not be allowed to recur, and it is felt that only 
by our own supervision of construction can repetitions be prevented.

To complete our memorandum of the 
7th February, we now have a report that there 
is some vibration from the electric generator 
set. It is also reported that the generator 
is set directly on the concrete base.

Letter read from Mr. W.G. Brown written on April 
29th enclosing copy of letter written by Mr.R.A,. Gibson 
on April lst, re the Indian Day School in Hay River. It 
appears to have been suggested that the District take over 
the Indian Day School. The Board does not wish to have 
anything to do with the Indian School until various im- 
provements have been made to the school. / The insulation 
is very poor; as an example, the lower floor in winter 
is freezing while the upper floor is roasting. The residence 
is in poor condition and is not habitable in the winter time; 
a case was presented by Trustee Osborne whereby a christmas 
tree was brought into the house with a large lump of snow 
on it and after having the tree in the house for two weeks 
the lump of snow was still on the tree. Also, the school 
appears to be run by the children “father than by the teachers; 
the teachers do not exercise disciplimand the parents are 
objecting to the teachers and their methods of teaching the 
children. The grounds are in very poor condition; there has 
been no attempt to landscape them nor plant grass. They have 
not been levelled. In the spring or whenever it rains, the 
grounds become a sea of mud which is tracked into the school 
by the children, Trustee Osborne did not feel that there 
would be enough taxes in the District to finance the upkeep 
of the school, the expenses are too great, for example, since 
the opening of the schools, 7 months ago, there has been 
$5,000.00 worth of fuel oil used therein. Janitor and teacher 
expenses also discussed. Council feels that there is only 
one teacher at present in the school that is worth keeping. 
Feel they could hire three local teachers and with the one 
present good teacher, would have a satisfactory staff with 
more discipline and education taught. Trustee Osborne felt 
the government should take over the expense but the Council 
could form a school board and take over the management of the 
school. ‘The Board members will agree to gather material to 
present to the Board of Inquiry when it visits Hay River.

Each 
eccupant of the houses is responsible for the cleaniiness 
and good appearance of their house and surrounding grounds.

Dear Sir: 


During a recent visit into Hay River the power plant 
was inspected and it was found that the voltage regulator 
had been burned out. This was sent to Edmonton for repairs 
and the establishment is without any power at all. This being 
the summer holiday season no great difficulty is being felte 


The Hay River school light plant has been a very expensive 
niece of equipment and much time spent in repairs. The plant 
has run a full year or more without any overhaul and as it must 
run 24 hours every day it is now in need of a full overhaul to 
put in shape for next winter. ‘here is a desiel man in Hay 
River who can do a thorough repair job but I feel that we should 
send the plant to Fairbanks Morse, Edmonton and get a good job 
done while at ite 


The plant at Hay River is AC. and as such must run 
no matter what power is needed so that we are often running with 
as little as one K.W. being needed and running at such a small 
load has resulted in the plant running away with itself and we 
get excessive weare I cannot too strongly reccommené that we 
provide a 1500 Watt standby plant at this point to be used at 
night when the power requirements are small and to provide for 
heat if a breakdown occurs. A 


The Hay River plant being a desiel has some vibration 
and in its present set up has been mounted on a floor that is 
supported at the corners only and acts like a diaphram so that 
the entire plant, plant house and residence vibrate all the time. 
With the addition of a three room warehouse just back of the 
school I feel that the light plant, when it returns from being 
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overhauled should be set in one room of the warehouse ona 
block of concrete to prevent the vibration of the entire 
residence and also to increase the life of the engine. The cost 
of this change will be negligable and will make for better 
operation all round. 


I have discussed these points with Mr. Ducett on his 
recent trip into Hay River and believe he can give you a very 
clear picture of the Hay River needs. 


In view of the above I would request authority to take 
the plant out and have it sent to Edmonton by truck. I would 
feel that a better job can be expected there than at Hay River, 
and we will be money ahead in’ the long run.

The Hay River 1‘ ght plant has been sent to Fairbanks 
Morse Edmonton for a good overhaul and will be out until the 
end of August. I have experienced so much trouble with power 
units at the schools during the nast that I felt it would not 
pe advisable to allow local so called mechanics to operate or 
work on the machine. The teacher is partly to blame in most cases 
by not showing much initiative or sence of responsibility. 


These light plants are large complicated machines and 
with the AC outfit they must run 2% hours ner day duting cold 
weather and if they fail no power whateso-ever is available te 
to keep the place from freezing Upe IT cannot see why we are 
saddled with one large cumbersome nlant about twice as large 
as-we need for all but about one or two special occassions 
and. no standbyse Each and every school would have been much 
easier to operate and much less bother if they had two small 
plants of possibly 3 KW and we would then always have a standby 
and the cost of both would have been no more than the one large 
one we now havee At these outeof-the-eway places there are no 
mechanics and when the plant stops some of the hay wire teachers 
go at them with a screwdriver and we end up with a big repair 
bill. In most cases we cannot blame the teacher because to 
not get the plant going would result in everything freezing up 
but it does make maintenance a very difficult problem. 


At Hay River we will be doing away with the light plant 
next summer but in the mean time we should have a small standby 
of possibly 3 KW. This is the only AC school in my Agency but 
I know that Mr. Hunter has several in his Agency (Franklin is 
best example) where a standby is a must. Can we not purchase 
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a small 3 KW or shch like for Hay River with the understanding 

that it go to what-ever school ''r. Hunter requires it at next 

year when we hook onto Hay River power. The older these plants 

get the mote grief we will get and with such large units one 

must get expert mechanics to run them and we do not have these 

in many points. The A.C. nlant must run 24 hours a day and it 

is only reasonable that they will give out so that a standby 

is not a unneccessary niece of equipment but a muste One 

small plant of this type could be moved from any pnoint to another 

at small cost and could make our work here a lot easier. 
Enelosed are two wires received from W.A. Bowerman at 

Hay River during the present wet cold spell we are having. They 

are the tyne of wires we get and the addition of one small 

standby plant for use at any noint where needed would more 

than justify the cost.

Funds in the amount of $3,000 have been 
allotted for the completion of the 4-classroom school and teacherage 
at Hay River, N.W.T. Since this estimate was prepared, additional 
work has been proposed on this structure for which no funds have 
been provided, and I now forward an estimate to cover the cost of 


this additional work amounting to $2,270.00. 


The additional work erises from the 
experience of last winter and the difficulty of heating, both the 
4-clessroom school and the teacherage and instructions were then 
issued thet corrective measures must be trken. The corrections 
suggested are the construction of porches on the north and south 
entrances in thesthool, the closing in of the open underfloor to 
the ground by building a form and packing this with sawdust to 
effectively close off and insulate the air space under the school 
and prevent the circuletion of air under the concrete shab. It is 
believed that this construction will eliminate the heat loss that 
is occurring through this floor, under the present construction. 
Similer action is required to protect the floors of the teacherage.

Mr. Kellett's letter points out the need of 
additional work to correct difficulties of heating both the school 
building and the Teacherage, and estimates thet this work will in- 
volve an additional expenditure of $2,270. You will note by the 
2nd paragraph of his letter thet he intends to close in the open 
underfloor to the ground by building a form and packing this with 
sawdust to close off and insulate the space under the school and 
teacherage. We think thet this would be a good idea but feel that 
some adjustable ventilation should be provided. However, the 
provision of sufficient vents would not materially alter the 
estimated cost as given by Mr. Kellett. 


As materiels must be ordered and shipped in to Hay 
River, if it is decided to carry out this work, I would like to 
have your comments and further instructions at your esrliest con- 
venience.

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MEMORANDUM FOR THE CHIEF 


Hay River Teacherage. 


From Fort Smith I forwarded to you Memorandum No. 2 
in which I stated:- 


" Principal's Residences 


5. Mr. ReAe Campbell asked me particularly to look 
at the centre piling under the principal's residence. 
It was re oorted that the centre pile had dropped. 
These are the facts:- There are seven pilings that 
have been shimmed. Pilings Nos. 7 and 12 were first 
noticed and shimmed last September by Bauerman. He 
did not notice any other piling to have dropped then 
or he would have shimmed them. The remainder wore 
shimmed this spr ng, including No. 3. 


6. The only comment I would make would be to recall 
to your attention that owing to the lack of proper 
insulation in this structure, and particularly under 
the floor, this dwelling was treated just the opposite 
to that for which it was designed and specified. 
Instead of having if left open below the floor, in 
order to keep from freezing Mr. Bauerman banked the 
walls and opened the furnace wide. How much the 
thermal régime under this house was disturbed could 
he a matter of eternal controversy". 


2. I also enclosed a sketch showing the numbers given 
these pilings and the extent of shimming placed under each. 
A copy of this sketch is attached hereto.

4. Be that as it may seem, it is abundantly apparent 
that the teacherage pilings have sunk at 7 points in both 
‘reater and less degree. The question is - "hat caused these 
to sink?" The fact that they did sink can only be explained by 
reasoning that there was no permafrost gripping those that sank. 
this could be possible ifte- 


(a) there was no permafrost at those points 
originally; 


(b) in jetting down with steam, the permafrost 
table and the thermal rorime was altered 
and never recovered. 
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(c) the permafrost table was altered by 
other causes. 


Be In considering (a) we have one bore hole put down by 

Mr. Campbell in 1947 as a guide. This was sunk on which is now 

the south wall of the teacherage proper. This (#9) encountered 

permafrost at 8 feet. Sixty feet south east another hole (#153) 

encountered permafrost at 10.5 feet. Directly east and 100 feet 
from Hole No. 9 permafrost was encountered at 8 feet in Hole No. 
8. This hole was checked by the writer. Hole No. 10 at 75 feot 
due south of Hole No. 9 gave permafrost at 14 feet. 


Be All these holes would convey the idea that the 
permafrost table was constant over 75 to 100 feet, but we cannot 
be certain about the permafrost table between these distances. A 
great deal can happen in 100 or less feet in the Hay River area. 
Consider Hole No. 1 with permafrost (Mr. Campbell's log) at 11 
feet while Hole No. 2, 75 feet. south had no permafrost at 20 

feet of depth. The writer checked this hole and got no 
permafrost at 25 feet of depth. 


7. Turnine to (b) and reviewing Mr. Campbell's log we 
find that one foot of moss and peaty loam was encountered at 
the surface. The rémoval of this would in itself tend to 
disturb the permafrost level to some extent, but its effect at 
8 feet of depth would not be great, however, it would have some 
effect on the rate of restoration of the permafrost table and 
thermal rogime after thawing. A far greater effect would occur 
during the steam jetting of holes, particularly if the jet was 
left in any hole or at any point longer than was necessary. There 
4s no information to guide an opinion on this. Nor do we know 
anything concerning the time and manner in which the permafrost 
table and thormal regime would recover and regain former 
horizons. In general terms we know that recovery would depend 
upons- 


(1) the structure and texture of the ground both 
above and below the thawing limit in depth; 


(2) the thickness of this underlying permafrost 
and the behaviour of the ground above it; 


(3) the temperature regime of the grounds 


(4) the hydrologic regime of the ground. 


8. We know also that in some areas, notably around 
Yellowknife, recovery of the thermal egime and permafrost table 
is, at the preatest time, only a matter of a few days but the 
texture, type of ground, and other characteristics at 
Yellowknife are much different from Hay iver. 


9. Considering (c) and (4), the hydrologic regime of

On June 19th and 20th, I inspected the Hay River Indian 
Day Sci ol and report as follows: 


de The school opened officially on February 28, 1949. 


2e Buildings 


The school is a very fine buiiding, but it is 
not complete. The grounds around the school are very 
swampy and should be filled in in some places and 
levelled off in others. As Mr. W. J. Johnson, Dee es 
had told us that the school would be ready by the end 
of February, we moved in. This was 4 sad mistake as 
there was no heat, light or water in the building and 
the children had to remain in school during the months 
of March, April and May with their perkes on to keep 
werme 


The teachers’ residence is also incomplete. There 
is no light, heat or water and there is insufficient 
furniture. As a result of the lack of these facilities, 
Mr. Bellevance, Superintendent Martin and the pupils 
have suffered a great deal from the cold. This made a 
very poor beginning for the school and has hindered 
its progress. 


A 10 kilowatt generator is being installed. As it 
will cost about $100 per month to operate the machine, 
I discussed this matter with Superintendent Martin 
who told me that he would have no difficulty in getting 
gome of the .ocal families to connect with the supply 
and thus reduce the owerhead cost. 


3. Attendance 


When the school opened in February, there were 
51 pupils in attendance; 21 Indian children, 30 Whites 
and Half-Breeds. At the time of my visit, there were 
30 pupils present, consisting of 19 boys and 11 girls. 
I found that this attendance of 30 had been approximately 
100% from the canmencement of school with the exception 
of the period from April 27th to May 9th when the river 
was breaking up and it was impossible for them to get 
across. The group that were there consisted only of 
Whites and Half-Breeds, 


ecccceee 2 
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I questioned the fact that no Indians were oresent. 
Mr. Bellevance told me that he had found it necessary to 
scold the Indian children and to use Corporal puntsh- 
ment, As a result, the Indian children refused to 
attend. Again, one of the Indian sirls had been rep- 
rimanded for chewing gum and thus reolied, "No gun, 
no schoolJ" The Indian children went home about the 
beginning of March and did not return, 


In thi regard, T asked Mr, Bellevance if he had 
visited any of the Indian homes or discussed the matter 
with the perents. He admitted that he had not visited 
any of the homes nor ione anything to bring them back, 
He said that the Indians should be in a separate sohool 
by themselves. In a discussion shortly following this, 
the local Priest broucht forth the same view that he 
thoucht that the Indian children should be in a separate 
school on the island and that the new school should be 
used for Whites end Half-Breeds, 


During the conversation with the Priest, he informd 
me that there were some 25 children of school age in the 
area but they were out in the bush. wWhsen I questioned 
him more Closely, he admitted that they were on the 
island all the time. 


Mr. Todd, a looal resident, visited the school 
towards the beginning of March and asked the Principal 
to take his sixteen-year old boy into Grade VIII. Mr. 
Bellevance told him that he did not have to enroil anyone 
over sixteen years of age. Shortly after Mr. Bellevance 
told me this, the local Priest informed me that the 
Principal of the school did not have to take anyone 
into school sixteen years of age or over. I informed 
him that his statement «as inoorrect as anyone, immaterial 
of age, may attend school and that it is compulsory for 
Incisn children to attend up to and including the age 
of sixteen years. 


I am inclined to believe that both the local Priest 
and Mr, Bellevanoe have done noth ne to assure regular 
attendance and, if anything, have tried to ‘rive the 
Children out, 


In order to assure proper attendance, I would 
recommend that compulsory attendance be enforced for 
Children up to the age of sixteen years, as laid down 
by the Iniian Act, and that this compulsory attendance 
Sommence September 1, 1949, I understand that an Indian 
Agent is beinz appointed to the H y River area and, if 
this is correct, he sould quite easily attend to this 
as one of his duties, or, if this is not the case, a 
Truant Officer shuld be appointed to visit the homes 
of delinquents and strictly enforce compulsory 
attendance measures, If it is our wish to keep tha 
Hay River School operating on a proper basis similar 
to the provinces, compulsory attendance must be 
enforced at the earlist possible date. 


Classroom Work. 


On examination of the children in their studies, 
I found them to be intelligent, olean and co-operative. 
The age range is from seven to fourteen years. I found 
that the ohildren in Grade I had not been tauwht reading 
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and that Mr. Bellevance had been emphasizing phonetics, 
which is a most unprogressive method of teaching. 

He also had the Grade I pupils attempting to write 
without first heving taught them to print, which method 
has been found the most satisfactory. He had not 

taken the trouble to wire Ottawa for Grade I readers 
nor had he bothered to borrow Grade I readers from 

the residents who had Grade I readers in their possession, 
so the Grade I lacked this equipment. You will agree 
that it must have been a very difficult task for the 
pupils in Grade I to sit for three months without 

any resding industry ané proper supervision. 


At the time of the visit, he tdd me that he 
had requested that Grades I, II and III stay home the 
following day as he was going to give Grades IV, V and 
VI a test. 


Mr. Bellevance had no text books for Grade I v 
and had made out no requisitims for books or supplies 
to be sent in. 


There has been no hot noon lunch served at all. 


The Priest gave religious instruction in the 
school from 3:40 pem. to 4:00 pom. every day. 


There was a holiday on June 13th although the 
reason for such a holiday is not clear. 


Sports and Community Life 


Mr. Beillevance has organized no sports in the 
school and the school has not been used as a Community 
Centre. In conversation with both Roman Catholic and 
Protestant residents at Hay Kiver, I was informed 
that Mr. Bellevance had not visited their homes nor 
taken any interest in the Community. When questioned, 
Mr. Bellevance admitted that he liked living to himself 
and did not trouble to visit anyone. He said that he 
did not like Hay River and that the peoole of Hay River 
did not like him. He further stated that the Indians 
of Rocher River were a very hard people to manage and 
felt that he world like to have an Indian school 
somewhere else, 


qualifications, 


Mr. Bellevance holds a Second Class Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan Teaching Certificate and has 24 years of 
experience, 15 years of which has been spent in Indian 
schools. He has spent 11 years with the Indian 
Affeirs Branch and is a permanent Civil Servant. Mr. 
Bellevance is married; 52 years of age. 


General 


Superintendent Martin informed me that there were 
some 210 families who took part in the local election. 
This consisted of about 50 Indian and 160 White and 
Half-Breed families. About 100 resicvential lots have 
been granted in Hay River and, according to the local 
people, the Hay River School vill be filled to capacity 
within the next year or so. However, there is no need 
of a separate school on the island as there is adequate 
accommodation for all the families in the new sciool 
for time to come. 
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It is recommended that every effort should be made 
to have Mr. W. J. Johnson, D.Pee, finish the Hey River 
school before the fall term starts. 


I note that a local Administrative District Unit 
has been organized in the Hay River erea, similar to the 
one at Yellowknife. This Administrative Unit goes out 
two miles in all directions from the northwest corner 
of Lot 71. 


I was informed by Superintendent Martin that a local 
Trustee Board had been formed. Superintendent Martin 
said that he was of the opinion that the people of Hay 
River can afford to pay their share of the cost of 
education. I am of the opinion that the only satisfactory 
solution to the Hay River School problem would be the 
formation of an elected School Board, similar to the one 
at Yellowknife and that the new school »e turned over 
to the losal residents on the understanding that they 
would pay their share of the cost of operating same. 


Some of the local people resent the fact that the 
Indian children are permitted to go to the same school 
as the Whites and Half-Breeds because of the danger of 
Tuberoulosis. Therefore, every precaution should ba 
taken to ensure that the children are medically examined. 
Right now, there is an A-kay Clinic here in Yellowknife 
which has been sent in by the Charles Camsel Hospital. 

It is suggested that the same procedure be followed at 
Hay River. 


I discussed the idea of operating the Hay River 
Indian Day School during the summer vacation with 
practically all of the locsl residents and found that they 
were opposed to this idea ss they felt that their 
children needed a rest. I would conour with them in the 
view that the school not be operated during the summer 
holidays as the local people remain in the district 
throughout the year. 


I note that the services of two Protestant teachers, 
Mr. Bowernam and his wife, have been obtained. I would 
be very pleased to receive information as to the 
qualifications and rast exp srience of both teachers. 
It is vital that teachers appointed to the Hay River 
Indian Dey School fall in the category of Welfare Teacher 
as there is much welfare work to be done in this ares. 


Also, I would reconmend thet 211 teachrs for the 
Northwest Territories schools be selected from the 
Province of Alberta. I make this statement as both 
Roman Catholic and Protestant teachers in the Province 
of Alberta take the same Normal School training and, 
also, it is a very difficult task for outside teachers 
to adapt the Alberta Curriculum to northern areas. 
Alberta teachers have a thorough knowledge of the Alberta 
Curriculum and are qualified to teach all subjects as 
authorized for Elementary, Intermediate and High School 
courses. They are also familiar with departmental 
procedures as laid down by the Alberta Department of 
Education. 


I have discussed with Dr. Lazerte, Dean of the 
Faculty of Education of the Province of Alberta, 
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the type of teacher required for Northwest Territories 
schools and qualifications necessary. He assured me that 
he would be willing to select, at our request, the very 
best tyve of Roman Cathoiio and Protestant teachers for 
Nortiwest Territories schools. I would be quite willing 
to go to Hdmonton to {uterview the prospective teachers 
whieh had been screened by Dr. Lazerte, should the 
Department of Mines and Resources wish to follow this 
procedure. 


Schools in the Northwest Territ ores demand « higher 
type of teacher than is rejuired anywhere else in the 
Dominions This is due to the fact that there is such a 
great need for welfare work, the number of grades thet it 
is necessary for one teacher to teach, sand the general 
conditions under which the teacher must work. 


In the Hey River Indien Day School it is likely that 
some pupils will be requiring Grade XII education next 
Septemver. In this connection, we should bear in mind 
that a Second © ass Teacher from any of the provinces 
would not be able to teach Grade XII subjects as 
authorized by the Alberts Curriculum. Teachers from 
provinces foreign to Alberta also have difficulty in 
teaching Grade XI and XII subjects as laid down by 
the Alberta Curriculum. It is for this reason, also, 
that IL recommend the employment of Alberta teachers in 
the Northwe:t Territories schools. 


I wold sugeest that the Roman Catholic principal 
selected for the Hay River Indian Day Sehool have at 
least a First Class Albe ta Certificate and a University 
Degree. Under reguletions set up by the Aiberta 
De-artmert of “ducrtion, pupils may not be granted 
gredit for Grade X, XI and XII subjects unless they are 
taught by a principal who 1» the holder of a University 
begree. 


I visited Rocher River on July 19th and found the 
new school well on the way to comoletion. The Department 
of Public orks have constructed an excellent school. 

The carpenter in charge told me thet he was wmiting for 
some Ten-Test to finish up some of the roomSe vith the 
necessary mate i 1, it should take about ten days to 
complete. It will be one of the finest schools in Canada, 


They will burn wood in the furnace. This can be 
obtained locally. They will use e direct current generator 
weich will be run by batteries. I think that the idea of 
a direct current generator with batteries is very sound 
in view of the fact that the over-head cost will be 
kept at a mininun. 


Seeing that we have an excellent school at Rocher 
River, it is essential that a well-qualified First Class 
‘elfare Teacher be employed. Again, I would recomend 

that a First Class Alberta Teacher be employed. A 
merried male teacher would edd stability to the educetion 
set-up. I cannot emphasize too strongly the importance 
of the Rocher Kiver School sommencing overati n at the 
earliest possible date, otherwise, children wil leave 
the area and so to Fort Resolution. If possible, this 
school should begin operation this month. The local 
people were very disappointed that the school did not 
operate last Sentember. 
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If it is possible to engage a First Class Alberta 
Teacher, married man, at this date, I wuld recommend 
that he should be employed for Rocher River. However, 
if it is impossible to do this, there is no alternative 
but to sero Mr. Bellevance there. 


In order to get the best type of teacher, it is 
most important that transportation be paid to destination 
and that they be supplied with the very best acco” odation. 
One of the severest oriticisms of the teachers in the 
northern schools is that they are from France and do not 
speak the English language. In this connection, I might 
gay that Mr. Bellevance speaks 4 broken English and 


is not competent to teach non-inglish children to read 
and write.

The District Engineer of the Department of 
Public Works has informed me that work on this building will 
be finished by the end of the summer holidays.

Mr. Bowerman has taken the census of the 
children for the new sohool year commencing Septemte, 
1950, and reports that the expected enrollment is 200. 

In 
any event, consideration should be given to closing the 
two stairs of the first floor of the building and the 
provision of two classrooms, one at each end of t he 
building. This will be absolutely essential for 
September, 1950. There will be little cost involved as 
it will te necessary to provide only part of the wall 
and the flooring material. 


re Exits 


In the event that the Department make 
alterations, as suggested above, it will be necessary 
to have outside fire exits built to take the place 
of the corridors now used. 
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In regard to this matter, please refer to my 
letter of Decembor 3, in which I advised that this matter 
be left to the looal people at Vest Channel. 


Health 


There should be a medical cheok-up at this 
school each year and the school should be provided with 
vitamin pills. 


Hot Noun Luneb 


Two Lange @leotric hot-plates should be provided 
for the heating of soup, etc., for the hot noon lunch at 
this school, se hot-plates should be kept in the 
Classrooms in order that the teech<rs do no& have to leave 
their olassrooms to ettend to the preparation of this 
lunch, At the present time, the teacher has to Imve 

her class:>.0m to heat the soup on the stove in the 
teachers’ residence. This situation is not satisfactory. 


Fishing Industry 


Mr. Bowerman is handling the fishing industry 
for Indian Agent Kirkby and is attending to nets, equipment, 
and so forth. During my visit, he was showing the tndiens 
how to line-up nets and get them ready for the commencement 
of the fishing season, He will visit the fishing grounds 
periodically and the homes of the Indias who are out 
fishing in order to take mail back and forth and supervise 
them in their work. 

Mr. Bowerman will also help the Indians in the 
handling of their money. About 50% of their earnings will 
be given to the wives for food, clothing, eto., and the 
other 50% will be banked in order to defray cost of 
equipment, and so forth, and also to encourage the Indians 
to save for the future.

Mr. Kennedy has no antitude for teaching. He 
is unhappy at lley River and steted that the climate 
disagreed with him and thet he vould like to return to 
Nova Scotia. I would advise his transfer at an early 
date, January 1, if possible. 


I have received criticism from the parents 
in that he has not been correcting the pupils! work. 


Mr. Kennedy has no control whatsoever over 
the children in his classroom. I am of the opinim 
that his eyesight is so bad that he is wable to see all 
of the pupils the classroom. I have been informed 
that he is partly deaf. 


Mr. Kennedy gave 99 corporal punishments in 
October, and, during the past month, he faund it 
necessary to administer 40 more. However, this is 
just making a mookery out of education and I am of the 
opinion that he does not hurt any of the children as 
I was told that he is not very strong. Mr. Bowerman 
pointed out to him that, during his twenty years of 
teaching, he found it necessery to use the strap 
only three tines. 


In appearance, Mr. Kennedy is dirty, untidy, 
and not well-groomed. He lecks the ability to care 
for equipment. 
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The pupils cannot read well. I feel that 
Mr. Kennedy has no idea of the techniques to be used in 
reading. {a not only applics to reading mt to 11 
other subjeots of the curriculum. ‘Tesching is just a 
hit-ande-miss process © fer as Mr. Kennedy is conecermed, 


I visited this school on two oocasions and 
both times I diseussed with Mr. Sonnedy the proper 
methods of teachire all subjects of the currleulum. 
During my last visit, 1 s ont some three or four hours 
disougseing educational melsors with Wim in ordor to 
improve the work of hls ccoa. However, as Mr. Kenredy 
has no Control over his Glass, I em sure that this time 
ras wested and thus I would scvooatve Lis teansfer av an 
early date. 


Mr. Kennedy taueht Health by putting notes on 
the bleckboara and h ving the children copy then. I 
pointed out to him thas Health wes sousthing to be lived, 
not le.rneé from blackboard notes -- to see that the

During my visit toMr, Kennedy's room, no 
fewer than 25 children went to the toilet in ten 
minutes.

He correlates History, 
Mathemnotios, Art, and other subjects, which is 
commendable. In teaching the Constitutional History 
of Ganada, he has prepared an 2 cellent chart which 
simolifiles this subject for the pupiis. By this means, 
the children may be weli prepared for the final 
examination in this subjeot. 


Art 


The Art work in this room is well up to 
standard, The children are being trained to use their 
own initiative and imagination. The subject is correlated 
with Social Studies and other subjects of she curriculum, 
Iwas pleased with the way this subject was being 
handled in this room. 


Genera) 


I found the diseipline and general tone of 
the classroom good; the children were very alert and 
eager to learn. 


Mr. Bowerman is neat in apvearance; he is 
most energetic and outs a lot of “pep" into his work. 
Mr. Bowermen is very free with his time and is carrying 
a tromendous load. The welfare work .lone which he is 
Going is a full-time job. 


Senora, 


During my visit, I found certein co ditions 
about the school which had a great deal to be desired. 
Firstly, as both Mr. Kennedy and Mr. Bowermen were 
receiving the ss:.e salary, each felt that he did not 
have to meet the wishes of the other. I found that the 
lack of a principal for this school hee resulted in 
certain undesirable conditions and, in order to preserve 
the buildings and further the welfare of the school, 

I appointed Mr. Bowerman Acting-Principel. 


In order to bring about better disoiplim in 
the school as a whole, I siweested to Mr. Bowerman that 
he have a morning ané cvening assembly of all the children 
at whloh time there could be group singing, a discussion 
of pertinent matters, daily announcements, etc., 
and thus foster better discipline in the school. 


I also suggested that teachers be present 
at each corridor during the assembly and dismissal periods. 
I further pointed out that the children were arriving at 
the school too early in the morning and, without supervision 
one F 
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at this time, they ran all over the school ond thus 
caused a great deal of confusion and in sme oases, 
damage of property. During my last visit, I noted that 
this matter had been rectified; Mr. Bowermen hod 
Tequested that the teacters arrive at 5:30 a.m. 

They were free to leave at 3:30 pD.m. 


Magistrete Martin informed me that the above 
suggestions had improved the school 4 great deal. 


I found Mr. Bowerman to be very open-minded 
and very open to suggostins as, when I made recommendations, 
he put them into effect ivmediately. This is a healthy 
Gondition. However, to preserve the school and further 
education at this centre, I would recommend Magistrate 
Mertin be appointed immediately as Official Trustee with 
Guthority to dismiss the present caretaker if he is 
unsuitable to do the required work. This school shold 
be Gleaned from top to bottom. Two hundred pounds of 
wax shold be provided and an electric podianey provided 
to en: ure that the building may be put in first class 
shape. The Government has made a tremendous investment 
in this school and I see no other way in which it may 
be preserved for many years. 


I would like to omphnsize the importence of 
making Magistrate Martin Official Trustee with the powers 
of a School Board in order that the Hay River School 
be @reamlined. As there are aoprerimately one hundred 
white children attending this school, it is vitel thet 
it be made one of the best in Canada. The parents of 
these children come from good schools in tho Provinces 
and thus they will demend the cast,

In company with Indian Agent Kirkby, I inspected 
educational facilities at Hay River on May 29th and would 
report as follows: 


Teachers’ Residence 


The teachers' residence at Hay River is large and 
oversize. It is too large for one couple with the result that 
it costs twice as much to heat as it should. 


I can not see the necessity of a seven-room house 
being needed for one teacher, put, without making it into a 
duplex, I do not consider it at all satisfactory for two couples. 
I would suggest that some competent builder be asked to make an 
estimate of the change and that it be proceeded with this summer 
in time to take care of the new teacher who will be replacing 
Mr. Kennedy. 


I feel that a small, compact residence has a tendency 
to make people more thrifty and to divide this house will give 
each party adequate room. We will continue to heve many com~ 
plaints if teachers are expected to live in one common house. 


I have discussed the above matter with Indian Agent 
Kirkby. In view of the fact that the physical plant comes under 
his jurisdiction, he has submitted to olonel B.F. Neary, sketch 
plans indicating the manner in which the teachers! residence 
might be made into a duplex at little additional cost. It would 
be possible to put the Principal into the lower suite and to put 
one couple or, if we had two single teachers, they could both 
occupy the upstairs suite as it would have two large bedrooms as 
well as kitchen and bathroom. 


Attendance 


The Indians at Hay River have received every assistance. 
Attendance last fall was kept up by Mr. Bowerman paying a man to 
pring the children across the river. As Mr. Bowerman is not 
assisting them this spring, the Indian children are not attending 
school. Yet, the Indian children do come across the river to 
visit the soda fountain as soon 4s school is out. 
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If the Indian took any responsibility on his own 
shoulders, he would take his own children and his neighbours! 
children over in their large canoes, but, they are looking 
for us to do it all. I believe the Indian feels that by staying 
away and not providing any assistance, he is forcing our hand 
and we must either provide a boat, cancel the Family Allowance 
or build a school on his side of the river which would divide 
Hay River with the result that the Indian and White would drift 
more apart instead of being assimilated as we are trying to do. 


Under the present regulations, White and Half-Breed 
children can stay away from school under any pretext they like 
because we have no organized school districts. In most cases, 
the Indian and Half-Breed are identical but one is exempt from 
school regulations with the result that forcing one without the 
other causes nothing but ill-will for everyone. In this regard, 
we are badly in need of some unified policy. 


Instruction 


During my short time at Hay River, I observed lessons 
in all rooms and tested the senior classes. I consider the type 
of instruction to be fair as there is much room for improvement. 
Greater care should be given to the selection of our teaching 
personnel -~- particularly to teachers selected by the Indian 
Affairs Branch. 


Health 


As Indian Agent Kirkby is responsible for the physical 
plant, I shall not report in detail in this regard. However, 
much improvement is required as to the general cleanliness and 
sanitation of this school. This poor condition may be due in 
part to the fact that the Caretaker had resigned and that there 
was no one available at the time of my visit to do caretaking 
services. 


On January 4, 1950, I reported to Colonel Neary the 
unsuitability of Mr. Kennedy, and requested a transfer for Mr. 
Bowerman as he likes working with Indian children and has not 
the required experience to handle in a satisfactory manner the 
principalship of the Hay River school. My recent visit confirms 
these previous recommendations. 


Electric Light Plant 

I have discussed with Indian Agent Kirkby plans where- 
by the lighting plant may be operated only a few hours a day, 
thus creating a considerably saving during the spring and summer 
period.

this way no cutting of the building is necessary and all that 
is required is to put on an outside stairway, put in one out- 
side doorway and one doorway leading downstairs to make the 
upstairs private. Downstairs one of the large rooms or two 
for that matter would have to have closets put into them to 
make bedroom storage with a bathroom off one of these rooms 
and we could then accommodate two teachers without increasing 
the cost of heating or maintenance with a small expenditure 
for minor changes. 


I cannot see the necessity of a seven roomed house 
plus bath, plus halls and with food storage space available 
in the furnace room being needed for one teacher, but without 
making it into a duplex I do not consider it at all satisfactory 
for two couples. When the second teacher is through the day he, 
or she, should be free to prepare for the next day and not be 
bothered by trying to please the Principal nor should he have 
to please the teacher. I would suggest that the DPW or some 
compitent builder be asked to make an estimate of the change 
and that it be proceeded with this summer in time to take care 
of the new teacher who will be replacing Mr. Kennedy. 


I have enclosed a sketch of the present residence and 
though I do not know the exact size of the building all the roomb 
are lagge with the result that the suites will each have more 
floor space than most cottages have and each teacher will still 
have more room than he would get in a large percentage of the 
teacherages at many schools in the provinces. 


The present power house and furnace room are very 
good size and once the Hay River central power put in the 
light plant can be taken out of that section of the building 
and shelves and storage space for rations for both teachers 
will be available. As it is a room off the furnace room it 
will be heated with no freezing danger. The building is joined 
to the main residence so that no hardship will be encountered 
by having to go into this building for rations at meal timee 


I feel that a small compact residence has a tendency 
to make people more thrifty and to dividethis house will give 
each party adequate room that they can look after instead of 
too much room that is not used nor kept looking neat and clean 
at all times. During the past year the complaints about two 
parties living ‘n one commom house have been heard but have 
not been pressed but this spring Shey are heard more often and 
we will have much discontent at Hay River among the teachers 
in our residence if they are all expected to live in one common 
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house that is plenty large enough for two small families but 
which has one common kitchen, bathroom etc. and leaves no one 
with any privacy at alle

I was in Hay River unpon recéipt of your wire and it 
was found that all carpenters of any account at all were either 
working for the D.P.W. or they were steadily employed and not 
in town. It was therefore impossible to get anyone to make an 
estimate or put in a tender to do the complete job of putting 
in an outside stairway for the residence and putting in cupboards 
for the upstairs kitchen and a cloths closet for the bedroom 
downstairse 


I was able to insnect the building in company with 
the D.P.W. foreman and the enclosed list of materials was made 
out to cover the work required. These materials would have to 
be vrovided in any case and as they are not available in Hay 
River they might just as well be ordered by ws direct from one 
of the Hdmonton lumber yardse 


As the job is of such short duration one cannot bring 
in an outside carnenter and the D.P.W. foreman has informed me 
that he will put one of his men on the job provided we pay his 
wages so that it does not come out of the money he has available 
for his own work. At the present time they are not too busy and 
could snare the mane 


If the materials could be ordered immediately for 
shinment by truck from Edmonton to Hay River if should be 
possible to complete the work by the time school starts or 
very shortly after. 


If by the time the materials arrive it is nossible to 
vet a carventer to put in a bid on the job I witl wire, but the 
materials must be nrovided at once if we are to get the work 
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-ime to install the new teachere 


The whole change including stairs, clothes closet and 
cupbosraés should not run to more than $800.00 and will vrovide 
for two small families instead of the one as it now standSe

I was asked last summer by some of these 
Indians of Rae to give them 4 day school, which is

engaged to do the two duties. Of course, I am against 
this day school as 4% would provide school for a few

is on treaty and put the idea in their heads, and 
as they do not see the difference between a day school 
and boarding school they think it is the same thing 
on a smaller scale than the boarding school.

In revising these plans we have kept very close to 
the original drawings in arrangement altho in the Staff Resi- 
dence there may be more rooms arranged for than will be required. 


The rooms on the ground floor of the Staff Residence 
can be heated from the furnace and be made into comfortable liv- 
ing quarters. 

In our opinion especial bath room accomodation is 
not necessary but inside toilets are very conviendent. Our ex- 
perience with chemical toilets has been that there is no odor 
except when emptying if properly vented to the chimney. We have 
arranged exit doors from the toilets for quick access to the oute 
side for emptying purposese 


The construction of the buildings is similar to all 
others that we have erected in the North West Territories and 
seems to be best suited for their requirements. 


The Pupils desks, Teachers desk and chair and visitors 
chair, blackboards, chalk rail and mouldings we consider as fix- 
tures. The additional school supplies enumerated in the specif- 
jeations which we consider necessary, amounts to $90.05. There 
are ofcourse other supplies that will be necessary such as kitchen 
stoves, cooking utensils, household furniture, etce 


We regret that on account of other urgent work in 
hand there was a slight delay in completing phe plans and estimates 
but on account of the short season the work should be started as 
soon as possible. 


If the work is entrusted to us we will lose no time 
in getting the material ordered and will arrange to start the 
work as soon as the material can be transported to the site.

I would recommend that this matter be referred to 
Bishop Trocellier at Fort Smith with a view to having this 
achool opened in September as there appears to be urgent need 
for providing education at this settlement.

Before writing Bishop Trocellier I would appreciate an 
expression of your views and to what extent your Branch would be 
prepared to support a day school at Rae. As you are probably 
aware, this Administration pays annual grants of $200.00 to day 
schools operated in the southern or Indian sectors of the N.W.T. 
provided the average daily attendance is five or more. I do 
not know whether there are sufficient white and half-breed 
children in the Ree area to justify payment of a school grant 
as it is noted from the 1941 census that of the total population 
of 767 there are 686 Indians.

Owing to my prolonged absence from Fort Smith, I have not 
had the opportunity of replying sooner to your letter of August 31, 
relative to the opening of a day school at Fort Rae. 


Actually it is too late for supplies to be sent to Fort Rae 
this year. While there are five Sisters resident in the hospital there, 
it would be difficult to spare one of them for teaching, for they al- 
ready have sufficient work to keep them busily occupied each day. 


Although one of the buildines purchased by the mission from 
the R.C.M.P. detachment would be suitable for class-room purposes, I am 
of the opinion that very few children could be found to attend. For 
the greater part of the year, entire families are obliged to live in 
the bush, in order to live. Those who would necessarily remain in 
the Fort while their children are going to school, would have no means 
of sustenance whatsoever. Perhaps half a dozen children might be 
found, to come to the school, but judging from the means of livelihood 
of these people, I feel certain that the number of children who could 
actually attend regularly, would hardly warrant the opening of a school. 


I will, however, give the matter serious consideration, 
trusting to have the occasion of conversing with you personally about it.

The Commissioner of the R.C.M. Police has sent me 
copy of a report from his N.C.0. in charge at Rae in which he 
refers to the need for a day school at that point. It is 
stated there are eleven children of mixed blood who would in 
all probability attend the school regularly as their parents 
are residing in the settlement. This number would likely be 
4ncreased later and in addition there would be the Indian popu- 
lation which it is understood numbers petween ‘eight and twelve 
of school age. 


The matter of establishing a day school at “ae 
was taken up with Bishop Trocellier last year and the following 
information obtained - 


(1) The Mission has a puilding at Rae which could be converted 
into a suitable day school to accommodate a minimum of 

thirty-five pupils. This building will require to be 
fixed for electric lighting and proper fixtures installed. 
No member of the Rae Mission staff is qualified to do this 
work and as a consequence someone from the Fort Smith 
Mission will require to be flown to Rae and returned to 
Fort Smith. 


One of the Mission Staff at Rae is a qualified teacher 
and arrangements can be made for her release to take over 
the day school. 


The Mission will supply the electric power needed to 
light the building. 
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(4) This Department (either the N.W.T. or Indian Affairs, 
or jointly) would be expected to assume the following - 


(a) Salary of teacher and caretaker, also fuel to 
heat the school building. 


(b) Desks, school books and other necessary equip- 
ment and supplies. 


(c) Wiring and electrical fixtures or if these are 
Supplied by the Mission the grant should be 
increased accordingly. 


(d) An annual cash grant of $1,200 but if the Mission 
is required to supply electric wiring and fix- 
tures it should be inoreased accordingly. 


We find it difficult to deal with these matters 
at the present time pending the appointment of our School 
all be glad to have your views on this 
2ssible for it will be necessary to 
Ls to be done this year.

Mislead, we are now sincerely sorry tor what we 
have said in front of you, it was not the opinion of the people, 
not our own. Hereagain in plain words what we all want: & boarding 
school, like the one at “ort Resolution, big enough to hold all 
the children of school age and run by the oman Catholic Mission.

Re Day-school at Fort Rae. 


On August 19th I made a survey of educational 
conditions at Fort Rae with a view to determining the 
possibility of opening 4 day school there. 


I inspected the building purchased by the Roman 
Catholic Mission from the R.C.M.P. for possible use 
as a day-school. I also interviewed Chief J. Bruno and 
local residents with regard to the proposal. At Bruno's 
invitation, I visited the Indians in their tents, and 
saw for myself the urgent need for the provision of 
school facilities. 


Dr. Riopel of Fort Resolution advised me that 
there were about 150 children of school age in the lo- 
cality, and that they were badly in need of a school. 
The general opinion appeared to be that ultimately there 
should be a residential school erected at this point. 

I discussed this matter with Bishop Trocellier who oon- 
firmed this view. 


As a temporary and immediate solution to the 
problem, I would recommend the following procedure: - 


(1) That the mission day-school be opened for the 
remainder of the current school year. 


(2) Since the services of a properly qualified 
teacher are available locally, that the cost of salary, 
school supplies and a fair rent for the buildin be borne 
on a pro rata basis by the Bureau of Northwest Territories 
and the Indian Affairs Branch. 
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With respect to the building itself, I would 
add that it is divided into two rooms, one 14 feet 
by 11 feet, and the other 21 feet by 15 feet, and 
4t has an 8-foot ceiling. I would suggest that a 
beginning be made with small classes, due to the 
entire illiteracy of the children. 


Although I was told by the local priest that 
not two percent of the Indians in the area could read 
or write, IL saw for myself the possibilities for im- 
proving this condition when I inspected the Dog Rib 
Indian children under Sister MacQuillan at Fort 
Providence. This sister had such children as young 
as six years of age reading and speaking English after 
only a few weeks of schooling.

By doing such education would heve en elevating effect on the local in- 
habitents and develop initiative. As Fort Rae 4s the largest Indian 
Settlement in the N. We T, there is great need of an Indien Agent at 
this point. An idesl combination et this centre would be « man as 
Agent, whose wife was teacher. By such an arrengement it would be 


easier to hold and obtain the best type of Government employees. 


I sugeest that we take advantaze of Mr. Buffum's offer and 
purchase the above property for ten thousend ollerse ‘'e should also 
purchase the fifty-five cords of wood on the seid property at twelve 
dollers a cord es it will be impossible to obtain fuel oil this year. 
The Hudson's Bey Post Menager informed me thet their carpenter will be 
at Ree for several weeks s0 we might take advantage of this opportunity 


to heve the store renovated into a class room. 


By purchasing the above property we sre taking advantage of 
the one and only opportunity to attack educetion from 4 sound besis at 
this centre. Kindly edvise Mr. Georece Buffum at Fort Ree 48 soon a8 
possible of your decision, es he will be leaving soon for his home at 
11136 - 67th Street, in Bamonton. Also there are severel interested 
perties desiring this property.

About a year ago Mr. George Buffum re- 
fushed an offer from the I.A.B. to purchase only the house for 
five thousand dollars. This did not include any of the land or 
surrounding buildings. 


There is also on this land a store, forty feet 
by twenty-eight feet. Itisof frame construction, well insulated, 
and in an excellent state of repair. It has a fir flooring and 
ceiling and was erected at an initial cost of six thousand dollers. 
It contains two stoves, a large teacher's desk, and some smaller 
furniture. The upstairs would make a play room. This building 
would make an excellent class room which would accommodate about 
thirty pupils. 


Besides the above, the property contains 
several log shacks of little value, and oil and ice house, and a 
frame building twenty-four feet by sixteen feet which would make 
a suitable storehouse. 


I have discussed the advisability of purchasing 


this property with Mr. J.G. McNiven who concurs in the view that 
we should take advantage of this opportunity, as it would cost 
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considerable more than ten thousand dollars to erect one of the 
buildings at present cost of materials. This property is free 

from mortgage and consists of three and one half acres of land 

on the water front. It is centrally located and is the only 
suitable site in Rae for a school. There would be plenty of room 
on this property for a playground, en Indian Agent and Doctor's 
residence. It would be advisable for the Government to have their 
own school on Government property, and personally I see such as the 
only sound educational policy. I was informed that there were about 
one hundred and fifty children of school age and that about twenty- 
five would attend school the first year. We could open a day school 
at this point in the hope that all the residents would gradually be- 
come educated to leave their wives and children in the Fort while 
out trappiing. By doing such education would have an elevating 
effect on the local inhabitants and develop initiative. As Fort 
Rae is the largest Indian Settlement in the N. W.T. there is great 
need of an Indian Agent at this point. An ideal combination at this 
centre would be a man as Agent, whose wife was teacher. By such an 
arrangement it would be easier to hold and obtain the best type of 
Government employees. 


I suggest that we take advantage of Mr. Buffum's 
offer and purchase the above property for ten thousand dollars. We 
should also purchase the fifty-five cords of wood on the said 
property at twelve dollars a cord as it will be impossible to 
obtain fuel oil this year. The Hudson's Bay Post Manager informed 
me that their carpenter will be at Rae for several weeks so we 
might take advantage of this opportunity to have the store reno- 
vated into a class room. 


By purchasing the above property we are taking 
advantage of the one and only opportunity to attack e@ucation from 
a sound basis at this centre. Kindly advise Mr. George Buffum at 
Fort Rae as soon as possible of your decision, as he will be leav- 
ing soon for his home at 11136 - 67th Street, in Edmonton. Also 
there are several interested parties desiring this property.

I visited Fort Rae on June 26th and examined the need for a 
school at this pointe In this connection my letter of July 1st addressed 
to Mre Re Ae Gibson concerning the purchase of the Buffum property should 
be consultede 


While at Fort Rae I discussed the local situation with Caste 
Coombs of the ReCelMePe, the Manager of the Hudson's Bay Company, the indee 
pendent trader, and the local residents. They all requested thet « rovernnent= 
operated day school be opened, together with accommodation for a teacher, in 
order tht education might be placed on a firm foundation at this settlemente 
I was informed that there would be a minimum of 15 children who would attend 
school the first year. Since there are over 150 children of school age at 
Fort Rae, ani since it is the largest Indian settlement in the Northwest Terri- 
tories, there is great need for an Indian Agent and Doctor to be located heree 


All with whom I spoke approved of the purchase of the Suffum 
property, as they were of the opinion that it was the only suitable sitee 
Should the Indian Affeirs Branch mike an agreement to purchase this property, 
I would suggest that within the next few weeks the Manager of the Hudson's 
Bay Company be contacted in order to secure the services of a carpenter for 
converting the store into a suitable classroome 


I suggest that a well-qualified practical man be appointed Indian 
Agent at this settlement, and that if possible he be a married man whose wife is 
a qualified teachers I would like to emphasize the need for establishing a scho@h 
and providing a properly furnished modern home. A ration allowance of $360 per 
person should be grented to the teacher, together with yearly transportation in 
and out of the Territoriese These provisions, coupled with an adequate salary, 
will attract the desired type of employee, and they are in line with those enjoyed 
by employees of other goverment services stationed in the northe

I have received your army signal and eirmail letter 
concerning the above Indian Day Sehooi. 


It was decided last Spring to open @ day school at 
Rao on a temporary basis. Mr. J. \. MeKinnon, Inspector of Schools 
for the Northwest Territories, had recommended this procedure 
because of the delays whieh will occur before we can consider the 
opening of a residential school there. At the present tine the 
Department has many requests before it for residential schools 
and we realize that due to building and other conditions, we can 
only build a few of those required, 


Therefore it was decided to open a day school at 
Rae, in order to educate at least a few of these children, and 
to accustom them to going to school, even if only during the summer 
months, In view of the information contained in your letter of 
November 27, I have todey sent the following telegram to bishop 
Troceliier at Fort Smith:

This will acknowledge receipt of your memoranda dated 
June 24th and June 28th requesting that the Inspector of Schools, 
Mr. J. W. McKinnon, submit recommendations regarding the seasonal 
school now in operation at Fort Rae, Northwest Territories. 


Mr. McKinnon recommends that the seasonal school be 
extended to cover tne full 1948-49 school yesr, and that Mr. Allard's 
sister ve engaged to proceed to Fort Rae and assist her brother 
with the conduct of this school. Both teacers shoulda be informed 
that this step is of an experimental nature, and that subsequent 
decisions will aepend upon the enrolment and progress of the school. 


Mr. McKinnon recommends that the present seasonel 
school be continued for the monthsof July and August, and that the 
school cease to runction on 4& seasonal basis at the end or Auguste 
This will assist in making a division OT the teaching loaa when 
ea second teacher arrives, pecause one of the teachers can take 
the chiluren who have already received some instruction. 


Dr. Pett of the Nutrition Services, Department of 
National Health and Welfare, 1S now maxing sane revisions in a 
ration list which he prepared several years ago for use in the 
Northwest Territories. We expect to receive this revised ration 
list within the next day or so, at which time a copy will be 
forwarded to your office, It is suggested that this ration list 
be mimeographed and forwarded to all teaching personnel who will 
require to order rations for the coming school year. Ina recent 


eoeeek 
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that copies of the ration list be forwarded to the teachers who 
will indicate thereon the articles they desire to purchase, end 
will return same to your office. The ration list should then be 
forwarded to the Wholesale Department of the Hudson's Bay Company 
at Edmonton; where it will be filled on a wholesale price vasis 
and forwarded to the destination. In order that the teacher may 
enjoy the wholesale price for commodities, payment will have to 
ve made within thirty days. This means that the Government 
should pay for the rations and deduct same from whatever living 
allowance may be made. 


The time factor may make this arranzenent regarding 
rations unsuitable in the case of Mr. Allard. He might be advised 
by wire to submit his ration order without delay to your office 
for transmission to the Hudson's Bay Company.

Before making 
any further arrangements, however, I would like to know from 
you whether you would be interested in teaching at Rae during 
the next academic year.

plant were installed, it could be used to meet the needs of 

the Hudson's Bay Company, the Royal Canadian Mounted lolice, 

and the school; and at the same time, by avoiding a duplication 
of this service, a greater measure of economy would be secured and 
the fire hazard would be reduced. It is most important that the 
fire extinguishers requisitioned for, be provided at the earliest 
possible date, as none are available at the present time. 


ghould the government purchase the Buffum property 
this vay, it will be necessary to have a carpenter recut a full 
length of windows on one side of the class-rooms,as there is 
need of more light. One of the Brothers in the Koman Catholic 
4sion is trained in carpentry, and I undetstand he would be 
willing to remodel the class-room, installing windows and black- 
boards. 


Mr. Allard appears to be a very capable young man, 
and informed me he would be willing toremain in the settlement 
for several years, provided he was given all necessary assistance 
and equipment. I ascured him that the Government of Canada is 
vitally interested in the welfare of its people; and in this 
connection IT plan to interview his sister, a qualified teacher, 
in order to determine her suitability as an additional teasher 
for the Fort Rae community. 


While at Rae, Mr. Allard said that it was going to 
cost him a great deal to live at Rae, and wondered if the Indian 
affairs Branch would allow him $50.00 a month for caretaking ser- 
vices, in connection with the school. As suoh, he would be 
responsible for sweeping, attending to the fires, and the bring- 
ing in of water, and any other incidental activities in connection 
with the care of the school property. I suggest that the Indian 
Affairs Branch grant him this allowance in view of the high cost 
of living, and in the interests of fire prevention, as JI do not 
think that children should be entrusted withYattending of school 
fires. At Fort Maclhergon, where the children had been attending 
to the fires, I noticed the floors splattered with o11, which 
doubtless creates 4 fire hazard. 


Kindly consider this in the nature of an interim 
report, as I will be submitting at a later date, 4 complete report 
cone -rning each school.

Your letter of December 28 has been the 
subject of several discussions between Mr. McKinnon and myself. 
Please find attached a copy of plan 888 which is our standard 
one-room school with attached teacher's residence, If you 
alter the classroom to conform generally to the classroom in 
thie plan, I feel you should have a satisfactory school. I 
note that if the Department provides the materials, we can 
have the work done locaily by Mr. Allard and the Roman Catholic 
Brothers, Would you please therefore submit, by airmail, the 
requisition for the windows, doors, etc., required to convert 
this building to a proper classroom or classrooms. 


We are not prepared to move the school and 
agree with your comments about its location. with regard to the 
payment of janitor services, we certainly cannot pay $100 to 
$150.00 per month. Any position over 400.00 must be established 
by the Civil Service Commission. We cannot permit the cost of 
operating day schools to rise by hiring caretakers and janitors 
for each individual school, At the present time we are prepared 
to pay an amount of approximately $20.00 per classroom for care- 
taking duties, The sweeping and dusting should be done by the 
pupils. This is standard practice at all our Indian day schools 
and also in most provincial rural schools. The children can be 
rewarded by candies or similar prizes. The Department is prepared 
to allow an amount of $5.00 per month for the purchase of these 
items. We are prepared to pay for the putting up of ice at the 
standard rate in the neighbourhood,

Unfortunately, we have a very heavy building programme 
this year and it has been difficult to have an engineer prepare 
the bill of materials felt to be necessary for alterations to 
the Fort Rae School.

Furthur to my letter of July 18th. and your 
wire of July 22nd. it would appear that I had made ny 
letter a little ambiguous as to insulating the second 
story of this school. The first story up to level of top 
nlate will be insulated th shavings to save time and expense. 
i had then provosed to insulate between the rafters and the 
second story ceiling with the rock wool bats supplied. This 
sortion of the building had never been sheathed so no need 
to do any extra dismanteling. “he rockwool for this section 
would give a much better finished job than shavings. 
On checking with Northern Transportation Co. I 
fine that all materials ordered for Ft. Ree with the excepte 
ion of shiplap and paint had been held at Ft. Smith on orders 
from Hayward Lumter Co. From this I presume that no additional 
windows 9re to be nut in$ walls insulated with shavings, 
ceiling insulated with rock wool and sheathed, sectional partition 
construct and building painted, will be only repairs completed.
